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Possible bias attack reported along 
route of San Francisco Shepard vigil

A gay San Frarrcisco man living with AIDS says he does 
not find it especially surprising that he was physical¬ 
ly attacked a few hours after the October 17 memor¬ 
ial for Wyoming murder victim Matthew Shepard. 
But Michael Gruebel does find it ironic that his as¬ 
sault occurred along the very route marchers took to protest 
Shepard’s death and other anti-gay violence. 

Gruebel told the B.A.R. that he noticed that the streets 
were strangely silent as he waited for a bus at Church and 
Market around midnight last Saturday, but chalked it up to 
the march that had swept more than 1,000 protesters along 
Market Street from the Fallon Building on Octavia Street to 
Collingwood Park earlier that night. “It was as if everyone 
left, like it was sort of deserted for a Saturday night,” he said. 
“I guess everyone was in the Castro.” 

Suddenly, according to Gruebel, five muscular white men 
appeared around him as he waited alone at the stop. “They 
were dressed alike in black shirts with the sleeves cut off,” he 
said. “Some of them had army pants on and some had cam¬ 
ouflage pants. And black steel-toed boots.” 

The men, all Caucasians in their twenties, stayed com¬ 
pletely silent as they closed around him, Gruebel said. “I 
don’t know if they picked me out because I’m gay; they did¬ 
n’t say anything at all. They just pushed me to the ground. 
“There were some people walking around. I don’t know 
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What now? 

As Community United Against Violence (CUAV) 
hosts the National Coalition of Anti-Violence Projects 
(NCAVP) annual meeting this weekend, it will also 
host a community meeting this Saturday, October 24 
to provide a forum for people outraged by the murder 
of gay Wyoming college student Matthew Shepard. 

CUAV Executive Director Lester Olmstead-Rose told 
the Bay Area Reporter that the upcoming forum will 
focus on “what’s next after the Shepard murder, and the 
response around the country” to the horrific crime. 

The meeting will begin at 7:30 p.m. at 50 Belcher 
Street, between 14 and Duboce streets near Church 
Street. It is free and open to the public. “We invite 
everyone to come,” said Olmstead-Rose. 

The meeting will provide community members 
with a chance to discuss violence prevention strategies 
such as whistle campaigns and self-defense courses, 
and to learn how other cities’ anti-violence groups pro¬ 
tect their gay and lesbian citizens.

anticipated, they soon spilled over into the 
street. “It was awesome,” said San Franciscan 
Gilbert Baker, who’s in New York to research 
a book he is writing.

W hat was billed as a “political funeral 
for Matthew Shepard” in New York 
City escalated when police arrested 
136 people the night of Monday, 


October 19. That prompted an explosion of 
criticism from gays, who have joined with 
various ethnic and community groups with¬ 
in the Big Apple who say that the police are 
out of control. 

An estimated 4,000 to 5,000 people gath¬ 
ered at the end of the workday in front of the 


Plaza Hotel. The planned route was down 
Fifth Avenue to Madison Square Park at 23rd 
Street in the gay neighborhood of Chelsea. 
No march permit had been issued, so the 
group was supposed to keep to the sidewalk. 

But the crowd was significantly larger 
than either the organizers or the police had

medical marijuana club, because 
of his HIV status, and gave him 
$20 to purchase some “medicine” 
for her. 

Antoni was shocked at the 
question and replied that he was 
not aware of the clubs. 

The accumulated stress of dis¬ 
covering that several other co¬ 
workers knew of his HIV status, 
despite repeated requests to his 
manager to keep the information 
confidential, as well as increasing 
symptoms from the infection, led 
to a disability leave in December 
1995. 

Antoni told the B.A.R. that 
while on disability leave the com¬ 
pany fired him by demanding he 
reply to a letter regarding employ¬ 
ment by a certain date, and then 
alleging he had not. He was unex¬ 
pectedly reinstated after assuming 
for two weeks that he was fired, to 
the point of looking for other em¬ 
ployment. 

Upon returning to work in 
January 1996, Antoni requested a 
transfer to the Nine West store lo¬ 
cated at the San Francisco Centre; 
unfortunately the change in loca¬ 
tion did not provide relief. 

“The rumors generated by the 
Nine West gossip rumor mill had 
followed me to San Francisco 
Centre,” Antoni told the B.A.R. 

It was immediately clear that 
news of his HIV status has spread

of privacy while an employee of 
Nine West Group Inc., purveyors 
of women’s shoes and handbags. 

One of the managers who al¬ 
legedly engaged in the most egre¬ 
gious harassment may be another 
gay man. 

Torrance Antoni, 27, trans¬ 
ferred in June 1995 from the Port¬ 
land, Oregon Nine West store to 
pursue his dream of management 
training. 

A positive HIV test from the 
Haight Ashbury Free Clinic in 
September 1995 ended that 
dream - not for health reasons, 
but because of how he was treated 
by management. 

Shortly after learning of his 
status, Antoni shared the infor¬ 
mation with the Nine West 
human resources department as 
well as a manager at the Ston- 
estown store. ' 

Antoni believed he would need 
some form of accommodation to 
attend doctors appointments; he 
was experiencing symptoms relat¬ 
ed to his HIV infection including 
fatigue and night sweats. 

The management training he 
was receiving ceased within days 
of disclosure, and Antoni alleges 
that the manger of the store told 
him in casual conversation that 
she would want to kill herself if 
she ever found out she was HIV¬ 
positive. 

That manager also informed 
him he would have to tell the area 
sales manager, who later allegedly 
said that all employees working 
with Antoni had a right to know 
his HIV status. 

The lawsuit also contends Nine 
West managers violated Califor¬ 
nia Civil Code 56.10, the Califor¬ 
nia Confidentiality of Medical In¬ 
formation Act. 

“You would think that most 
employers, specifically in San 
Francisco, would be attuned to 
the requirements of HIV accom¬ 
modation,” said Susanne Scovern 
with the Law Offices of Paul Wot- 
man, Antoni’s lawyer.

Oakland pot club closes 
under court order

- he Oakland Cannabis 
Buyer’s Cooperative (CBC) 
if closed its doors Monday, 
October 19, under orders of a fed¬ 
eral judge. The CBC, which served 
2,200 members, was California’s 
largest medical marijuana buyers 


club following the closure of Den¬ 
nis Peron’s Cannabis Healing 
Center in San Francisco in May. 

On Tuesday, October 20, the 
Oakland City Council voted 5 to 
4 to declare the lack of pot a pub¬ 
lic health emergency, allowing of¬ 
ficials to develop alternative ways 
to sell medical marijuana. 

The closure of the CBC fol¬ 


lowed a ruling on October 13 by 
federal Judge Charles Breyer, 
holding the club in contempt for 
continuing to distribute medical 
marijuana after he had barred the 
club from doing so in May. Brey¬ 
er rejected the club’s request for a 
jury trial on the grounds of neces¬ 
sity, and denied the claim that pa-

New ballot system in some 
precincts, including Castro 

rent voting system citywide. 

Fifty voting precincts in San 
Francisco, of the 644 total, were 
randomly selected to test new op¬ 
tical scan ballots, somewhat simi¬ 
lar to SAT and other high school 
“scantron” tests. 

Instead of punching perforat¬ 
ed holes in their ballots, voters in 
these selected precincts will con¬ 
nect two ends of a partial arrow 
pointing to their candidate of 
choice or “yes/no” position on a 
proposition. 

The voter will then feed the 
ballot into a vote counter at the 
precinct. The new system could 
well speed up what have generally 
been regarded as slow vote counts 
in San Francisco. 

The San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Elections (DOE) sent a 
letter to all voters in the 50 select¬ 
ed precincts, and the Voter Infor¬ 
mation Pamphlet and Sample Bal¬ 
lot in those precincts has a notice 
on the front cover as well as an 
optical scan sample ballot stapled 
in the center of the book. 

DOE will select one of two 
companies participating in the 
pilot project after the November 
1998 elections. The new system 
will be used citywide beginning 
with the November 1999 general 
election. ▼

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Homophobic teacher 
training manual recalled

, epresentatives of the San 
Francisco Unified School 

'■ District (SFUSD) quickly 
recalled and planned to destroy 
teacher training manuals that de¬ 
fined homosexuality, bisexuality, 
and transsexuality as “deviant 
lifestyles” after inquiries this week 
from the Bay Area Reporter. 

Representatives for both 
SFUSD and the company that 
produced the document, Learn¬ 
ing Tools, a small commercial, 
single-product software company 
in Sonoma County, expressed 
concern and regret over the con¬ 
tent of the document and took 
immediate steps to correct the 
matter. 

“I got to the source of the 
problem, and you are very correct: 
This is an aberration of our poli¬ 
cy, and we have pulled the books 
and canceled, voided, the contract 
with the publisher,” said Sandina 
Robbins, director of communica¬ 
tions and public relations for 
SFUSD.' 

“Those manuals are being re¬ 
trieved and shredded,” said Dou¬ 
glas Little, director of special ed¬ 
ucation for SFUSD, the depart¬ 
ment that purchased and distrib¬ 
uted 200 copies of the manual. “I 
won’t try to explain it away; it’s in¬ 
appropriate. ... It is being ad¬ 
dressed in a very appropriate 
way.” 

Dr. Juanita Owens, openly les¬ 
bian member of the San Francisco 
Board of Education, will intro¬ 
duce an emergency resolution on 
at the school board meeting on 
Tuesday, October 20 regarding 
SFUSD procedures guiding the 
district’s review of materials. 

“It was a terrible oversight, pe¬ 
riod, and one that is unaccept¬ 
able,” said Owens, who took the 
matter to the top SFUSD admin¬ 
istrator, Superintendent Bill 
Rojas; Owens is insisting on a 
strong response. “[It] should 
never have happened nor will it 
ever happen again.” 

Up to 15 years old 

Learning Tools changed both 
the software and printed material 
the morning of Thursday, Octo¬ 
ber 15 when it was brought to the 
company’s attention. 

“Were a bit embarrassed that 
we did not catch this earlier, and 
we do apologize for offending the 
community,” said Cathy Zier, gen¬ 
eral manager of Learning Tools. 
She added that the company has 
begun a full-scale review of all the 
goals and objectives and would 
welcome community input on the 
process; she specifically would be 
please to hear from groups 
knowledge about sexual orienta¬ 
tion issues and youth. 

The manual is the printed 
goals and objectives component 
of Individualized Planning Sys¬ 
tem software, a package designed 
to assist special education pro¬ 
grams in public school districts in 
meeting state and federal require¬ 
ments. 

Among those requirements is 
a provision mandating that an in¬ 
dividualized lesson plan be devel¬ 
oped for each special education 
student. 

The goals and objectives doc¬ 
ument provides nearly 20,000 les¬ 
son plan ideas, including section 
5.8.11 suggesting the instructor 
“describe characteristics of de-

viant lifestyles” - which it went on 
to identify as homosexuality, bi¬ 
sexuality, transsexuality, and au¬ 
tosexuality. 

The content of this document 
may be up to 15 years old, and 
was likely compiled from content 
developed at workshops on spe¬ 
cial education or from documents 
on the topic according to Learn¬ 
ing Tools. It has not been subject¬ 
ed to comprehensive review be¬ 
cause the material has been de¬ 
rived from educators and depart¬ 
ments of education. 

This software package is nei¬ 
ther prepared by nor required by 
the state of California. 

In fact, Dr. Alice Parker, direc¬ 
tor of the state special education 
unit for the State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, specifically 
does not allow this type of 
“prepackaged” lesson plan devel¬ 
opment, and would find a district 
using it to be out of compliance 
with state regulations. 

Local control 

Parker explained to the B.A.R. 
that each local school district has 
local authority over curriculum 
content, specifically so-called 
“family life education” curricu¬ 
lum, the nomenclature used for 
content that includes sexual ori¬ 
entation, but is required by state 
law to have a local, broad-based 
review board. 

In spite of this incident, which 
all involved consider unfortunate, 
SFUSD has an aggressive and 
proactive education program to 
teach students “an exploration of 
the variety of ways people live” 
with age-appropriate lesson plans 
beginning with the first grade. 

Also, SFUSD staff have been 
working to implement a resolu¬ 
tion passed by the San Francisco 
school board just over one year 
ago mandating professional de¬ 
velopment training for adminis¬ 
trators, staff, and instructors at 
the approximately 125 SFUSD 
schools on how to implement this 
curriculum. 

“Since I’ve been elected to this 
board, I’ve been working very 
hard to move this policy forward,” 
said Owens, who is also a member 
of the task force working with 


community-based organizations 
to implement this policy. She re¬ 
quested a staff update on progress 
toward this goal at the school 
board meeting in June. 

State issues 

“We have a responsibility to 
teach tolerance and nondiscrimi¬ 
nation,” said current state Super¬ 
intendent of Public Instruction, 
Delaine Eastin, who rode in the 
San Francisco Pride Parade in 
June with her gay nephew, in 
comments to the B.A.R. 

“I think it is important that the 
state Superintendent [of Public 
Instruction] be prepared to say 
this is good quality material, and 
this is not good quality material - 
and this is not good quality mate¬ 
rial,” continued Eastin referring to 
section 5.8.11 of the goals and ob¬ 
jectives manual and emphasizing 
the “bully pulpit” role of the su¬ 
perintendent’s office. 

Eastin is campaigning for re- 
election this November and is fac¬ 
ing a challenge from Gloria Matta 
Tuchman that is stronger than 
many expected. 

Tuchman has posted material 
on her website that seems to de¬ 
ride the fact that Eastin has re¬ 
ceived endorsements from the gay 
and lesbian community including 
the “Alice B. Toklas Gay 8c Lesbian 
Club [sic], Assemblywoman 
Shiela [sic] Kuehl, and San Diego 
City Council Woman [and open¬ 
ly lesbian candidate for Congress] 
Christine Kehoe.” 

For extra measure, Tuchman 
also draws attention to the en¬ 
dorsement of San Francisco 
Mayor Willie Brown. 

“I am very disappointed that 
such an obvious smear against gay 
and lesbian leaders would be used 
by a woman who is running for 
the highest educational office in 
the state,” said Eastin in a printed 
statement. 

John Fleischman, Tuchman’s 
campaign manager, is sure that 
the candidate does not support 
discrimination, but was unsure of 
what her stand would be on 
teacher training material that de¬ 
fined homosexuality as an alter¬ 
native lifestyle and was checking 
with the candidate. The campaign 
had not contacted the B.A.R. by 
press time. 

The Eastin campaign issued a 
printed statement stating that 
nearly 70 percent of Tuchman’s 
campaign contributions come 
from “right wing activist” Howard 
Ahmanson, a former board mem¬ 
ber of the Chalcedon Institute, 
“which according to the Institute’s 
leader, would classify homosexu¬ 
ality as a crime punishable by 
death,” 

Matthew Shepard 

Both Eastin and Owens made 
reference to the recent murder of 
Matthew Shepard as an example 
of the possible effect produced by 
anti-gay messages in schools. 

The two spoke about the prob¬ 
lem with the training material at 
a campaign fundraising reception 
for Eastin this Monday. 

“It is clear these young people 
[the murderers of Matthew Shep¬ 
ard] have not been introduced in 
any way to the importance of re¬ 
specting difference,” said Owens. 
“I strongly believe that through 
education we can bring change. I 
plan to bring forward a resolution 
on this issue of hate crimes 
against us.” ▼

‘Miss Saigon’ cast to help 
fight AIDS in former 
Saigon at SF fundraiser

C ast members from the com¬ 
pany of Miss Saigon will 
w come to the aid of a belea¬ 
guered grassroots AIDS preven¬ 
tion program “back home” in Ho 
Chi Minh City (formerly known 
as Saigon) this Monday, October 
26. The cast members have vol¬ 
unteered to provide entertain¬ 
ment at a benefit at the popular 
new Asia/SF restaurant, located at 
201 9th Street at Howard in the 
South of Market district, for Viet¬ 
nam’s Nguyen Friendship Society 
(NFS). 

The hit show Miss Saigon is 
currently running at the Or- 
pheum Theater in San Francisco. 
In addition to entertainment 
from the show’s cast and Asia/SF’s 
“gender illusionists,” several 
paintings by contemporary Viet¬ 
namese artists will be auctioned, 
including three works by Truong 
Tan. Tan’s work is so provocative 
and controversial that it is no 


longer sold or exhibited in Viet¬ 
nam. A major exhibit of his work 
was part of this year’s Sydney 
Mardi Gras celebration, and ap¬ 
pears in Singapore’s Fine Arts 
Museum. San Francisco Supervi¬ 
sor Tom Ammiano is expected to 
be among the celebrity auction¬ 
eers at the 7-10 p.m. event. 

NFS is a volunteer group that 
provides AIDS prevention educa¬ 
tion to Saigon’s tens of thousands 
of gay and bisexual men. Funded 
almost entirely by OrchidMania, 
a San Francisco AIDS fundraising 
organization, NFS recently suf¬ 
fered a tremendous loss when a 
city man, Douglas Thompson, 
was drugged, kidnapped, beaten, 
and robbed in Bangkok. Approx¬ 
imately $2,900 was stolen from 
him; the money was for NFS. 

Thompson, who organizes the 
OrchidMania events, told the Bay 
Area Reporter in August that with¬ 
out replacing the money NFS is in 
dire straits. “The real issue, unfor¬ 
tunately, is that unless I’m able to 
replace this money in the very 


near future, this little group is re¬ 
ally going to have a hard time sur¬ 
viving,” said Thompson. 

NFS operates underground in 
Saigon because the government 
does not officially recognize that 
homosexuality exists in Vietnam. 
Community-based organizations 
are considered illegal. About 40 
volunteers - some on motorbikes 
- provide street side peer coun¬ 
seling and free condom distribu¬ 
tion in Saigon’s nighttime cruis¬ 
ing areas, cafes, discos, and broth¬ 
els. They have plans to expand 
their activities in Vung Tau and 
Hanoi. 

The upcoming event will in¬ 
clude wine, hors d’oeuvres, and a 
no-host bar. Tickets are $50 each. ▼

SF DPH reports rising 
gonorrhea rates in gay men

T he San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health 
(DPH) has reported an in¬ 
crease in the rate of rectal gonor¬ 
rhea among men who have sex 
with men. Officials expressed con¬ 
cern that the increase is a marker 
for unprotected sex, and may 
augur increased rates of HIV in¬ 
fection in the future. 

The DPH report, released to the 
city’s Health Commission on Oc¬ 
tober 1, indicates that there were 
80 cases of rectal gonorrhea in the 


first six months of 1998. This is 
more than double the 28 cases re¬ 
ported in the first half of 1994. 

In September of last year, the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) reported the re¬ 
sults of a study of rectal gonorrhea 
rates in several U.S. cities. In San 
Francisco, gonorrhea cases among 
gay and bisexual men increased by 
24 percent from 1994 to 1995. This 
increase came after dramatic de¬ 
clines throughout the 1980s as 
men adopted safer sex practices to 
prevent HIV transmission. There 
were over 5,000 cases of rectal 
gonorrhea in 1980. The number of 


cases reached a low in 1994, in¬ 
creased in 1995 and 1996, ap¬ 
peared to plateau in 1997, but in¬ 
creased again this year. Numbers as 
high as those reported so far this 
year have not been seen since 1988. 

Dr. Jeffrey Klausner of the 
DPH’s sexually transmitted dis¬ 
ease program stated that the gon¬ 
orrhea rate is “a sensitive indica¬ 
tor of high-risk sexual behavior.” 
Klausner and others fear that the 
success of new anti-HIV drugs, 
which have dramatically lowered 
AIDS death rates, may be causing 
gay men to become “less con¬ 
cerned, less safe.” T

STATE PROPOSITIONS 

Prop. 1A - Class Size Reduction 
etc. Bond Act of 1998 

Vote NO 

This proposition calls for a bond issue of 
9.2 billion dollars. The interest rate to pay 
off these bonds is another 6 billion. This is 
the most costly way to help our schools and 
rebuild a system that is teetering on the 
brink of disaster. Demand that your elected 
officials get off their butts and start to fund 
many of these projects with state surplus 
funds. It would cost the average household 
an additional 2,000 a year in taxes. We urge 
a NO vote on Prop. 1A. 

Prop. 1 - Property Taxes - 
Contaminated Property 

Vote YES 

This proposition would provide proper¬ 
ty tax relief for homeowners who are victims 
of environmental disasters. Existing protec¬ 
tions under Prop. 13 will be preserved for 
families whose homes are destroyed due to 
environmental cleanup or contamination. It 
just treats homeowners fairly so as not to 
pay higher taxes due to a disaster they didn’t 
want in the first place. Vote YES on Prop. 1. 

Prop. 2 - Transportation Funding 

Vote YES 

This proposition would make sure that 
all fuel taxes are used to build and maintain 
our transit systems and California’s road 
system. Additional fuel tax dollars approved 
by voters in most counties for transporta¬ 
tion have been diverted, and funding for 
roads and bridge improvements has fallen 
by almost 30% behind goals specified by a 
state transportation plan approved by vot¬ 
ers in the 1990 election. Let’s get back on 
track, vote YES on Prop. 2. 

Prop. 3 - Partisan Presidential 
Primary Elections 

Vote YES 

This is on the ballot to correct an acci¬ 
dental error in California’s open primary 
law. This error would void every presiden¬ 
tial primary vote as cast by all political party 
participants and California voters. This 
proposition protects the rights of Califor¬ 
nia voters to unite with the other 49 states 
to nominate and vote in the presidential 
primaries. Vote YES on Prop. 3. 

Prop. 4 - Trapping Practices 

Vote YES 

While this proposition is badly worded 
and badly drafted, we think it’s a step in the 
right direction. Man’s inhuman treatment 
of animals through deadly leg and other 
snare traps and the use of harmful poisons 
should stop. It may take a while to get more 
serious laws passed in this area, but for now 
we go along with Prop. 4, vote YES. 

Prop. 5 - Tribal Gambling 

Vote YES 

In a nutshell, this initiative would ex¬ 
pand the type of gambling now allowed in 
California. It would override the state Con¬ 
stitution and allow slot machines and 
banked cards (blackjack, baccarat, and oth¬ 
ers) to be used in all tribal casinos. A yes 
vote basically says you approve local gam¬ 
ing on Indian tribal lands. We don’t find 
that such a bad idea, so vote YES on Prop. 5. 

Prop. 6 - Slaughter of Horses 
& Horsemeat Consumption 

Vote NO 

People should have the right to eat 
horsemeat if they choose. This is an exam¬ 
ple of another special-interest, stupid law. If 
we worried more about our poverty and 
other social needs, we wouldn’t waste our 
time on dumb laws like this one. During 
World War II, most Americans ate horse¬ 
meat, and it is still popular in Europe. Vote 
NO on Prop. 6. We don’t need another class 
of felons to put in our overcrowded jails. 

Prop. 7 - Air Quality Improvement 
Tax Credits 

Vote NO 

This proposition would give tax breaks 
to the corporations who put this on the bal¬ 


lot. Some of these folks are the biggest pol¬ 
luters in the state. There is no accountabili¬ 
ty or regulation in return. Don’t take untold 
millions of our tax dollars to give big cor¬ 
porations an undeserved break in taxes. 
Vote NO on Prop. 7. 

Prop. 8 - Public Schools 

Vote NO 

This proposition would cut many exist¬ 
ing educational projects. It would triple the 
size of the school bureaucracy, adding a po¬ 
litical appointee (with no limits set on 
salary) and scores of committees (not elect¬ 
ed by the public). School dollars would be 
spent the way each committee decides with 
no accountability to anyone. This would 
create a statewide system of education ig¬ 
noring the state’s uniform standards. We 
urge a NO vote on Prop. 8. 

Prop. 9 - Electric Utilities 
Assessment Bonds 

Vote NO 

This proposition would hit taxpayers 
with liability for $6 million in previously- 
sold bonds. It would also jeopardize electric 
rates and reliability. The proposition is full 
of false promises and we believe it can’t de¬ 
liver on anything except higher taxes and/or 
consumer fees - a badly written bill that 
could possibly undermine some money for 
police, fire, and schools. Don’t be fooled. 
This is not a beneficial initiative for us. Vote 
NO on Prop. 9. 

Prop. 10 - State & County 
Childhood Development Program 
Additional Tobacco Tax 

Vote YES 

This initiative would levy a 50-cents per 
pack tax on cigarettes. The money would be 
used for early childhood development and 
smoking prevention programs. This is a so- 
called “sin tax” and we normally don’t sup¬ 
port them. They never seem to work as 
written. Did you ever wonder what would 
happen if we ran out of things in this cate¬ 
gory to tax? The tobacco companies are 
fighting it tooth and nail - that’s good 
enough for us to approve its passage. Vote 
YES on Prop. 10. 

Prop. 11 - Revenue Sharing - 
Local Sales and Use Taxes 

Vote YES 

This would authorize local governments 
to voluntarily share sales tax revenues by a 
2/3 vote of the city council or board of su¬ 
pervisors of each jurisdiction. Strongly sup¬ 
ported by local governments, taxpayer and 
business groups - vote YES on Prop. 11. 

CITY PROPOSITIONS 

Prop. A - Police Retirement 
Benefits 

Vote NO 

It seems that on every ballot in every 
election we find another version of the re¬ 
quest to increase police retirement benefits. 
This form of nit-picking is becoming ludi¬ 
crous. In 1976, the city voted to curtail pen¬ 
sion benefits by an overwhelming margin. 
At that time, our pension benefits were 25% 
higher than New York City and were climb¬ 
ing. Don’t cave in to feeling sorry for these 
folks, vote NO on A. 

Prop. B - Customer Service Plan 

Vote YES 

With so many citizens upset by city gov¬ 
ernment, besides the Muni, this is a good 
idea. This is a charter amendment to make 
each city department create an annual plan. 
This plan would be filed with the board of 
supervisors. It would also require each de¬ 
partment to talk about how they complied 
with their customer plan each year. Unfor¬ 
tunately, we must remind our bureaucracies 
that they work for us and not the other way 
around. Vote YES on B. 

Prop. C - Paramedic Retirement 
Benefits 

Vote YES 

When the paramedics were moved from 
the Health Department to the Fire Depart¬ 
ment, their pension plans were not moved 
with them. This charter amendment would 
allow them to move their pension funds to 
the firefighters’ pension funds. This would 
not be an increase in cost at this time. The 


city has a surplus paid into the funds for the 
next 10 to 15 years. It makes sense to vote 
YES on C. 

Prop. D - Taxi Commission 

Vote NO 

Why start up another layer of bureau¬ 
cracy? The Police Commission already has 
the power to do all of the caveats in the new 
ordinance. There would be no great changes 
as the 7-person commission would be ap¬ 
pointed by the mayor. The Police Commis¬ 
sion should be instructed to act more dili¬ 
gently on the taxi issue and clean up many 
of the problems. What we need are solu¬ 
tions, not more government bureaucracy. 
Vote NO on Prop. D. 

Prop. E - Central Freeway 

Vote NO 

In the last election of 1997, the voters of 
the city went to the polls and decided that 
they wanted this freeway repaired and mod¬ 
ified. This new proposition chops off the 
freeway at Market, and builds a boulevard 
up Octavia to Fell Street. This proposition 
got on the ballot because some property 
owners don’t agree with the electorate. If we 
keep wavering back and forth on the issue, 
nothing will ever get done. Caltrans, which 
must repair it, will put it on a back-burner 
list. Let’s get on with what we voted for in 
1997. We urge a NO vote on Prop. E. 

Prop. F - Stadium Admission Tax 

Vote YES 

This tax is covered under Proposition 
218 as voted into law in 1996. Under the 
new provisions, the electorate must vote 
and approve the tax. This small amount of 
money per ticket brings us 3.2 million dol¬ 
lars a year in revenue. Most of this money 
is used to maintain 3 Com Park and other 
recreational facilities. This tax has been in 
effect since 1991 and is working Fine. The 
city must have your vote to continue the tax 
after the year 2000. In 2000, the money 
would go into the general fund. Vote YES on 
Prop. F. 

Prop. G - Owner Move-in 
Eviction Limitations 

Vote NO 

Most of what this proposition is about is 
already covered under existing city laws - 
these new ideas just add more definitions. 
This is on the ballot because rental activists 
were bugged at the landlord-sponsored leg¬ 
islation on last year’s ballot. We need to have 
better dialogue between these groups, not 
ballot initiatives. A case in point is what 
happened in New York when rent controls 
and evictions got out of hand. Buildings 
were boarded up, abandoned, and left to 
rot. We don’t want to see that happen here. 
Try to get the opponents to have a decent 
dialogue and try to solve problems instead 
of making more. Vote NO on G. 

Prop. H - Hotel Tax Surcharge 

Vote YES 

Another housekeeping measure brought 
to us by Prop. 218. This proposition would 
continue the current tax rate of 14%. In Au¬ 
gust of 1996, the hotel tax was raised by 2%. 
Your yes vote would keep this rate going. 
This fund brings in millions of dollars each 
year for the arts, various cultural events and 
many neighborhood events. Vote YES on H. 

Prop. I - Bay Bridge Rail Service 

Vote NO 

In the early ‘60s, voters never had a 
chance to vote on whether or not to rip out 
the key system across the bridge. A lot of 
BART’s trains run on this old right of way. 
Why should we tie up more traffic on an 
overcrowded bridge? The state controls this 
bridge, not cities with pie-in-the-sky atti¬ 
tudes. We removed the train because of traf¬ 
fic flow; that has not changed. Vote NO on 
Prop. I. 

Prop. J - Health Care 

Vote YES 

While this proposition sounds like a big 
give-away, we should at least try it. This yes 
vote would tell the city to adopt a policy as a 
major health care provider to help unin¬ 
sured residents of the city get affordable 
rates for healthcare service. This would also 
help small businesses to get adequate cover¬ 
age for their employees. The controller can’t 
fix a cost on this service. We would have to 
give it a couple of years to see if it would 
work. It’s a start. Vote YES on Prop. I. ▼ 
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Alexander the great 

I live in Washington, D.C., and do not ordinarily 
see the B.A.R. However, I made a point to read the 
October 2 edition because it contained an article that 
mentioned my partner, H. Alexander Robinson, sev¬ 
eral times (“Former NTFAP staff recount mounting 
problems, final days,” by Cynthia Laird). 

There were two basic complaints leveled at 
Alexander: first, that he was interested only in being 
in “the corridors of power” and attending photo op¬ 
portunities with President Clinton; and second, that 
he micro managed the staff. Both can’t be true, so 
which is it? Was he uninvolved, or too involved? 

The article did not mention that Alexander is a 
professional lobbyist. His job involves being in “the 
corridors of power,” so the first complaint is really just 
an observation that he does the job he is paid to do. 
The snide jab about photo ops with the president is 
simply a jealous outburst. It is not Alexander’s fault 
that the president likes to have his picture taken with 
him. 

Even more strange, the article did not mention 
that Alexander has lived in Washington, D.C. for the 
last 10 years. It is hard to understand how he could 
have micro managed anyone from 3,000 miles away, 
unless maybe he was calling them on his cell phone 
from the corridors of power. 

Alexander never campaigned to be on the NTFAP 
board, or to serve as its president. He never received 
a single paycheck from NTFAP, and most 
of his out-of-pocket expenses were never 
reimbursed. I urged him several times to 
resign from the board because it was a 
thankless job. He always replied that he 
wanted to turn NTFAP over to someone 
else but he couldn’t, because there was 
no one willing to take his place. 

It is natural that when people do not 
get paid, they are angry and look for 
someone to blame. However, Alexander is the wrong 
target. If NTFAP had 10 board members like him, it 
might still be in business.

Should ADAP boycott Sustiva? 

For two months, AIDS service and advocacy orga¬ 
nizations have been faced with a dilemma about the 
new anti-HIV drug Sustiva (efavirenz). Data about 
how the drug performs in combination with nucleo¬ 
side analog drugs show that in the short term, people 
with HIV may benefit more from Sustiva than from 
the protease inhibitor Crixivan. This appears to be the 
only fact that DuPont Pharmaceuticals has focused 
on when deciding to charge $ 1,942 more per year for 
Sustiva than people are currently paying for a similar 
drug from the same class, Viramune (nevirapine). 
The inflated price of Sustiva ($4,257 per year) has le¬ 
gitimately raised concerns in the AIDS-affected com¬ 
munities of the United States, where at least some 
well-heeled individuals will be able to afford it. 

The issues are these: AIDS drug assistance pro¬ 
grams (ADAP) in most states are stretched beyond 
capacity. Many ADAPs have long waiting lists and 
offer only limited choices for treatment. AIDS advo¬ 
cates are now hard pressed to convince ADAPs that 
Sustiva is so superior to other drugs in its class that 
the inflated price is worth it. The secondary argu¬ 
ments that are advanced to support including Susti¬ 
va on ADAP lists are spurious: there is no evidence to 
support using a “protease-sparing” regimen, one that 
does not include a protease inhibitor, over using a 
protease-containing regimen. Which strategy is bet¬ 
ter? Nobody knows, because nobody has asked the 
question in the clinic. 

The other emotionally charged issue: Will the use 
of Sustiva avoid the fat redistribution problems seen 
in some people who have been taking protease in¬ 
hibitors? Again, nobody knows. What we do know is 
that there are people who have experienced signifi¬ 
cant fat redistribution, but who have never taken a 
protease inhibitor. Will Sustiva produce this unwant¬ 
ed side effect after enough people have been exposed 
to the drug for a long enough time? Refrain: nobody 
knows yet. So these arguments are at best conjectur¬ 
al. They don’t support using Sustiva first (as an ex¬ 
ample of a so-called “protease-sparing regimen”) and 
definitely do not defend the current high price tag. 

DuPont wants to cash in early on its newly ap¬ 
proved HIV drug and make its stockholders very rich 
and happy. It expects to make more than $500 mil¬ 
lion in the first year of sales. That is the reality of the 
world of high finance. But it is not a reality of HIV 
disease. The price is simply too high for a drug about 
which we all know too little. Should we be willing to 
overburden our ADAPs and dramatically increase 
Medicare expenses in exchange for a drug that is not 
difficult to manufacture and is owned by one of the 
wealthiest corporations on the planet? ADAP officials 
should ask DuPont these hard questions. The officials 
who represent us should not just expect answers, they 
should also demand an immediate price rollback.

Other than that I also wanted to say that local 
Denver TV channels 7 and 9 showed images of a giant 
rainbow flag flying at half-mast in San Francisco on 
the day Matthew Shepard died. It was sad but beauti¬ 
ful ... it reminded me of a consulate weighing in 
solemnly in reaction to a tragedy.

f ith the November 3 
general election less 
than two weeks 
away, recent polls indicate 
that, barring last minute shift 
in voter attitudes, Democrat¬ 
ic Lieutenant Governor Gray 
Davis is likely to wrestle the 
California governorship away 
from the Republicans for the 
first time in nearly two 
decades. Two respected state 
polls still show Davis leading 
Republican Dan Lungren: 
the Field Poll has Davis 
ahead (among likely voters) 
by a small 48-42 margin; the 
usually reliable Public Policy 
Institute poll shows Davis 
leading Lungren by a slightly 
larger 49-41 percentage. 

Both Field and the Public 
Policy Institute, as well as those by 
the Los Angeles Times and other 
newspapers, will conduct at least 
one other poll before November 3. 

Davis picked up a very impor¬ 
tant endorsement last week when 
Senator Dianne Feinstein, prob¬ 
ably the state’s most popular 
politician, came out 
swinging for her former 
intra-party foe. Feinstein 
told a Davis rally in 
Pasadena that “we 
should not pass up a 
very good opportuni¬ 
ty to elect Gray and 
take back this 
important 

governor’s _ 

seat.” Privately, 

the senator reportedly told Davis 
and his managers that she would 
do “everything I can to help” be¬ 
tween now and November 3; even 
Republican strategists now fear 
that Feinstein’s endorsement of 
Davis “insures” his win, or as one 
Lungren supporter put it this 
week “if they [the Democrats] get 
their vote out, Dan is finished.” 

The race for a seat in the U. S. 
Senate between incumbent De¬ 
mocrat Barbara Boxer and Re¬ 
publican challenger Matt Fong is 
thought to be a virtual toss-up; 
the latest Field Poll shows Fong 
with a slight lead, but the Public 
Policy Institute Poll shows Boxer 
ahead by three percentage points. 
The race is clearly still up for 
grabs, and last-minute television 
ads will likely determine the out¬ 
come of this one. 

Most state voters seem to have 
made up their minds in both the 
races for governor and the U.S. 
Senate, meaning that the “unde¬ 
cided” vote is not likely to play a 
part in the outcome; the races in 
both contests will be decided on 
which candidates do the best job in 
getting their supporters out on 
November 3. In the other 
statewide races, however, there are 
large numbers of undecided voters 
in these less publicized contests 
and that still undecided voter 
could very well make the difference 
in the outcome of each contest. 

The race for lieutenant gover¬ 
nor between Democrat Cruz 
Bustamante and state Senator 
Tim Leslie, an anti-gay Republi¬ 
can from Orange County, is a vir¬ 
tual tossup, with the Field Poll 
showing each with 33 percent 
while a recent Los Angeles Times 
poll shows Leslie with a slight 
lead; the undecided voters will de¬ 
termine the outcome of this race. 

The bitterly contested race for 
state attorney general between 
Democrat Bill Lockyer, a state 
senator from Hayward, and Re¬ 
publican Dave Stirling, a protege 
of current AG Lungren, is also one

But don't you I'm protesting 
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that will likely be determined by 
the large undecided vote. Stirling 
was ahead a couple of months 
ago, but his GOP primary oppo¬ 
nent, Orange County District At¬ 
torney Mike Capizzi has refused 
to endorse him in the November 
election and has, in fact, in¬ 
dicated he prefers 
Lockyer. Meanwhile, 
the Democrat has 
picked up hefty en¬ 
dorsements up and 
down the state from 
law enforcement 
groups and newspaper 
editorials, and 
currently 
holds a small 
lead in both 
the Field and Los Angeles Times 
polls. 

Democratic incumbent state 
Controller Kathleen Connell 

holds commanding leads over Re¬ 
publican challenger Reuben Bar- 
rales in all polls for that office, and 
is expected to win re-election easily. 

In the race for California sec¬ 
retary of state, Bill Jones, the Re¬ 
publican incumbent is favored to 
win re-election over Democratic 
challenger Michela Alioto, but 
this race has tightened up and 
Alioto, though still trailing, is 
given an outside chance of win¬ 
ning this one for the Democrats. 

In the race to replace outgoing 
GOP Treasurer Fong, former As¬ 
sembly Speaker Curt Pringle, a 
conservative Republican, is slight¬ 
ly ahead of former state Democ¬ 
ratic party chair Phil Angelides, 
a Sacramento businessman, but 
the Angelides campaign is better 
financed and many political ob¬ 
servers feel that Democrat An¬ 
gelides might pull an upset there, 
particularly if Davis, at the head 
of the ticket, runs well enough to 
make a difference in the down 
ballot races. 

State Insurance Commission¬ 
er Chuck Quackenbush, a Re¬ 
publican, appears to be headed for 
a re-election victory over his De¬ 
mocratic challenger, Los Angeles 
area Assemblywoman Diane 
Martinez. The insurance com¬ 
missioner race has drawn much 
interest and a lot of criticism of 
Quackenbush from editorial 
pages around the state in light of 
the fact that he has taken over $6 
million in campaign donations 
from the very industry he is sup¬ 
posed to regulate. As the Sacra¬ 
mento Bee pointed out this week 
(in an endorsement of Democrat 
Martinez) the fact that “80 per¬ 
cent of his total contributions 
come from the insurance industry 
alone should disqualify him from 
re-election; a regulator so lavishly 
bankrolled by the industry he reg¬ 
ulates cannot avoid the percep¬ 


tion of a conflict of interest.” 

In the race for the “non-parti¬ 
san” state Superintendent of Pub¬ 
lic Instruction, incumbent De¬ 
laine Eastin holds a slight lead 
over her ultra-conservative (Re¬ 
publican) opponent Gloria Tuch- 
man, and should win re-election. 

None of the 10 major 
statewide propositions on the No¬ 
vember 3 ballot have drawn much 
attention, with the exception of 
Proposition 5, the so-called “Trib¬ 
al Economic Independence” 
proposition that would exempt 
Indian gambling from state regu¬ 
lation. Millions have been spent 
on both sides of this issue and the 
proposal is expected to win in a 
close contest. 

Practically unnoticed is the 
fact that the ballot on November 3 
will ask California voters if we 
should retain four state Supreme 
Court justices: with the sole ex¬ 
ception of Associate Justice Stan¬ 
ley Mosk (vote yes) the other 
three were appointed by conserv¬ 
ative Republican governors and 
deserve resounding no votes. 

Locally, all Democratic incum¬ 
bents for state legislative and con¬ 
gressional offices will win re-elec¬ 
tion easily, and with one exception, 
all the incumbent members of the 
Board of Supes on the ballot are 
expected to be returned to office. 

Supervisor Amos Brown’s 
major campaign issue seems to be 
that he came up with a plan last 
March that would give the city’s 
homeless their own free shopping 
carts to carry their belongings. 
Hello? (If the supervisor can just 
come up with an idea for a park¬ 
ing place for these hundreds of 
carts, the guy might still stand a 
chance of keeping his seat on elec¬ 
tion day, but don’t bet on it.) 

On the other hand, Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano is picking up im¬ 
portant endorsements every week 
and should be well on to his way 
as the next board president. 

Nationally, three lesbians have 
at least a 50-50 chance of winning 
House seats next month, and join¬ 
ing the two openly gay House of 
Representatives members - Bar¬ 
ney Frank (D-Mass.) and Jim 
Kolbe (R-Arizona). The three, all 
Democrats, are Grethe Cammer- 
meyer, running in Washington 
state’s 2nd District; Wisconsin 
state Representative Tammy 
Baldwin, running in that state’s 
2nd District (and favored to win 
that “open” seat against her GOP 
opponent); and San Diego City 
Councilwoman Christine Kehoe 
in California’s 49th District. 

And finally, a reminder - if you 
plan to be out of town on No¬ 
vember 3, don’t forget to go to 633 
Folsom Street and vote before you 
leave. ▼

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A revolutionary lesbian

This week in gay history: Deborah 
Sampson, a passing woman, is 
discharged from service in the 
Massachusetts Regiment, October 
25,1783. 

H M |f ere “passing women” les¬ 
bians? 

Throughout Ameri¬ 
can history, there were a number 
of women who cross-dressed in 
order to pass as men in society. 
Lesbians today usually claim these 
“passing women” as their dyke 
foremothers. While it’s true that 
some of these women sought to 
conceal same-gender relation¬ 


ships, others who passed' in the 
past were probably closer to what 
we would call transgendered. 

The earliest recorded instance 
of an American woman passing as 
a man was during the Revolution¬ 
ary War. Deborah Sampson was 
born and raised in Massachusetts 
and spent her youth working first 
as a domestic servant and then as 
a schoolteacher. In 1782, near the 
end of the American Revolution, 
Sampson disguised herself as a 
man and enlisted in the Conti¬ 
nental Army under the name 
Robert Shurtleff. As a soldier in 
the Massachusetts Regiment, 
Sampson fought with distinction 
in several battles and was wound¬ 
ed near Tarrytown, New York. 


While hospitalized, Sampson’s se¬ 
cret was discovered, and she was 
quietly given an honorable dis¬ 
charge on October 25,1783. 

Although her cross-dress¬ 
ing probably started for 
reasons of employment 
opportunity and personal 
freedom, Sampson ro¬ 
manced several women 
during her passing period, 
which suggests that she had 
same-gender erotic 
desires that her cross¬ 
dressing allowed her 
to act on. Eventually, 
though, Sampson married a man 
and had three children. In a biog¬ 
raphy of Sampson written in 
1797, the author emphatically de¬ 


nied popular rumors that Samp¬ 
son “refuses her husband the rites 
of the marriage bed.” 

Other women who sought 
economic independence by 
passing were at the same 
time trying to hide existing 
relationships with women. 
In the first years of the 20th 
century, Cora Anderson, 
a Native American 
woman, lived and studied 
nursing in Chicago 
with her companion, 
Mary White. Ander¬ 
son and White soon 
discovered the difficulties of try¬ 
ing to support themselves in a so¬ 
ciety where women earned very 
little money and had to contend 
with the sexual demands of their 
employers. As Anderson later put 
it, “Steady work in my profession 
... depended upon the giving of 
myself.” 

To avoid sexual harassment, 
Anderson metamorphosed into 
Ralph Kerwinieo and as a man 
was able to move around freely 
and find work easily. The couple 
began living as Mr. and Mrs. in 
Cleveland, where Kerwinieo first 
worked as a hotel bellboy and 
later in manufacturing jobs, earn¬ 
ing enough so that White could 
stay home. However, Kerwinieo 
apparently developed a roving eye 
and after 13 years abandoned 
White for another woman, 
Dorothy Klenowski, whom Ker¬ 
winieo legally married. For re¬ 
venge, White revealed Kerwinieo’s 
secret to authorities, and Ker¬ 
winieo was charged with “disor¬ 
derly conduct” for impersonating 
a man. Kerwinieo denied any sex¬ 
ual relations with Klenowski, but 
the denial was probably out of 
self-protection, to avoid a morals 
charge. 

About the same time in Ore¬ 
gon, Alberta Lucille Hart was a

rare case - a female medical stu¬ 
dent. In addition to her unortho¬ 
dox career choice, she also had 
what she considered a “phobia” 
about men and sought treatment 
from a psychologist in Portland. 
The personal history she related 
to the doctor sounds to modern 
readers very much like a young 
butch lesbian battling her sexual 
longings. The psychologist, how¬ 
ever, perceived Hart’s erotic de¬ 
sires and her career aspirations as 
masculine ambitions that were 
unnatural to women. Following 
contemporary ideas about les¬ 
bians as a “third sex,” the psychol¬ 
ogist recommended that Hart 
have a hysterectomy and pose as a 
man. Hart took the doctor’s ad¬ 
vice, even though she had never 
had the desire to be a man. She 
lived from the 1920s until 1962 as 
Dr. Alan Hart, a leading physician 
in the field of tuberculosis detec¬ 
tion. Hart eventually married a 
woman, and the fact that “all par¬ 
ties to the deal were fully cog¬ 
nizant of all the facts involved,” as 
the psychologist cagily put it, 
seems to indicate a lesbian rela¬ 
tionship. 

In another famous case in 
1930s Oklahoma City, musician 
Dorothy Tipton found herself un¬ 
able to get a job in the male-dom¬ 
inated world of bands and night¬ 
clubs. Wrapping her chest tightly, 
donning men’s clothing, and low-

cept: the homosexuals.” 

Safer’s closing remarks were 
unfortunate, contradicting the 
message he had provided in his 
intro, noting that it ran in 1967, 
“[ajnother time, another sensibil¬ 
ity.” But the inclusion of com¬ 
mentary from lesbian and gay 
community leaders served to 
frame the piece as an historical 
document. As GLAAD’s Garry 
said, “There’s a part of me that 
feels that a piece like this should 
not be re-aired. On the other 
hand, I think the piece has a lot to 
teach us: that 30 years ago was 
not such a long time ago and that 
media images have a really pro¬ 
found impact on how people are 
seen and I believe that this pro¬ 
gram really created images in 
people’s minds that we are still at¬ 
tempting to undo as a communi¬ 
ty” 

Please thank CBS Eye on Peo¬ 
ple for their inclusion of modern 
lesbian and gay voices in the re¬ 
broadcast - let them know it put 
the piece in perspective. Contact 
Morley Safer, too, and let him 
know that while many of his 
comments were interesting, his 
pessimistic words at the end of 
the piece made his earlier re¬ 
marks seem ingenuous.

" s n Tuesday, October 13, 
' three-time Tony Award- 

% ' winning playwright Ter¬ 
rence McNally’s new work Corpus 
Christi opened at the Manhattan 
Theater Club (MTC) to a full 
house - both in the theater and 
out. The lead character is 
Joshua, whose life and 
character bear a re¬ 
semblance to those of 
Jesus Christ. The play 
depicts sometimes 
erotic relationships 
with his disciples, and 
has been the object of 
controversy since its 
plot became known. 

On opening night, the 
Catholic League for Religious and 
Civil Rights organized a group of 
demonstrators opposing the play, 
while People For the American 
Way conducted a supportive ac¬ 
tion entitled “A Silent Walk for 
the First Amendment.” Much like 
controversial work by other 
artists - including Andres Serra¬ 
no, whose work prompted a heat¬ 
ed debate by religious political 
extremists seeking to defund the 
National Endowment for the Arts 
- McNally’s play uses religious 
iconography to create his art. 
MTC received threats of violence 
and property destruction in May 
upon its announcement that it 
would perform the play as part of 
its season. MTC briefly removed 
the play from its schedule due to 
those threats, but quickly re¬ 
newed its commitment upon se¬ 
curity reassurances from the po¬ 
lice department. 

Please thank the Manhattan 
Theater Club for defying the 
voices on censorship, and helping 
to further freedom of expression 
by taking McNally’s play for what 
it is: a work of creativity.

CBS cable eyes ‘The 
Homosexuals’ of ’67 

On Saturday, October 10, CBS 
Eye on People, the network’s 
cable venture, re-aired a contro¬ 
versial 1967 documentary enti¬ 
tled The Homosexuals. Eye on 
People showed the Mike Wallace 
report as a segment of its CBS: 
The Classics series, with new com¬ 
mentary by Morley Safer and 
from lesbian and gay community 
leaders framing the piece. The 
original production featured ex¬ 
tensive interviews with virulent 
homophobe and “reparative ther¬ 
apist” Dr. Charles Socarides; a 
closeted gay man literally seated 
behind a potted plant; conserva¬ 
tive clergy; and footage from 
murky, dark bars showing a “ho¬ 
mosexual underworld.” But Wal¬ 
lace also interviewed representa¬ 
tives from the Mattachine Soci¬ 
ety, who provided more positive 
comments on the lesbian and gay 
community. 

Safer opened the re-broadcast: 
“This subject was arguably televi¬ 
sion’s greatest taboo, but you’re 
about to see the program that 
broke it,” continuing to say that 
“[i]n 1967, homosexuality did 
not exist on television. But on 
the night of March the 7th, ho¬ 
mosexuals were right there for 
the first time in America’s living 
rooms.” Safer put the show in 
context by saying, “This docu¬ 
mentary is a period piece. Anoth¬ 
er time, another sensibility. But it 
still retains the power to shock.” 

In place of the network pro¬ 
motions it would normally have 
aired during the five segment 
breaks of the re-broadcast, Eye on 
People chose to run “bumpers” 
featuring comments from veter¬ 
an AIDS and lesbian and gay 
community activist Jim Fouratt; 
Richard Burns, executive director 
of the Lesbian and Gay Commu¬ 
nity Services Center in New York; 
Dr. Jack Drescher, a New York- 
based psychiatrist who has done 
extensive research on Socarides 
and so-called “reparative” thera¬ 
py; Adele Starr of Parents, Friends 
and Families of Lesbians and 
Gays (PFLAG); and GLAAD Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Joan M. Garry. 
Safer closed the piece by noting a 
growing acceptance of most com¬ 
munities, but his final words 
were: “there is an exception, one 
group many say they will not ac¬

Strong-arm activity on Polk and 
Geary 

Polk Street between Geary and 
Sutter has become a common area 
for strong-arm robbery.

When you 
walk down this stretch on Polk 
Street avoid speaking to strangers 
and look like you know where you 
are going.

“A hate crime is a 
crime committed 
against you based on 
the perpetrator’s per¬ 
ception of your race, 
color, gender, or sex¬ 
ual orientation,” Bar¬ 
ren explains. 

“Name-calling 
does not constitute 
a hate crime. 

When a person 
threatens you with physical harm 
or batters or assaults you because 
of your color, or gender, this is a 
felony offense. 

“Do not be the next victim,” 
said Barren. “Call the police and 
follow through.” 

Hot prowl update 

Mike James Flannigan, a 41- 
year-old male parolee, was taken 
into police custody regarding the 
rash of hot prowl incidents in the 
Castro area. Flannigan’s parole 
has been revoked and he is now 
facing further criminal charges. 
Parole revocation is a guaranteed 
stay in state prison, and convic¬ 
tion on any additional charges 
will only enhance his overall term 
of sentence. 

Excitement at the Expansion 

A man was escorted out of the 
Expansion Bar at 2124 Market 
Street at about 9:30 p.m. on Tues¬ 
day, October 13, after he was ob¬ 


served acting erratically. Once 
outside, the man - described as a 
white male adult with shoulder 
length brownish hair - pulled a 
knife on one of the patrons, chal¬ 
lenging him to fight. After the 
bartender called police, 
the suspect bolted and 
was last seen running 
southbound on 
Church Street, wear¬ 
ing a gray flannel shirt 
and worn blue jeans.

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Gay teen bashed in Novato

Jj| Jf hile the rest of the coun¬ 
try was grieving over 
Matthew Shepard, an 
openly gay high school senior in 
Novato has been facing some 
problems of his own. Last month 
17-year-old Adam Colton, a stu¬ 
dent at Novato’s San Marin High 
School, was assaulted by three 
young men, in what police are 
calling a hate crime. A month 
later assailants struck again, this 
time vandalizing his car. 

Anxious to find the people re¬ 
sponsible for the attacks against 
Colton, the Novato Police De¬ 


partment has offered a $1,000 re¬ 
ward for information leading to 
their arrest and conviction. 

Captain Reginald Lyles of the 
Novato Police Department ac¬ 
knowledged that the attacks could 
have been precipitated by Colton’s 
visibility in the community as a 
gay activist. Earlier this year he 
appeared as a keynote speaker for 
a Novato Unified School District 
teachers’ training day. 

According to police, the first 
attack occurred while Colton was 
leaving Lucky’s supermarket in 
Novato at 7:05 p.m., September 
15 and heading for his car. Three 
young men came up to him and 
began making “disparaging re-

marks,” police said. Then they hit 
and punched him until he fell to 
the ground, and they walked 
away. 

Colton described his attackers 
as white 17-year-olds, about 5’11” 
tall, and 180 to 190 pounds. Al¬ 
though Colton did not recognize 


any of them, police said it likely 
that they are also high school stu¬ 
dents. According to Sergeant Jim 
Laveroni of the Novato Police De¬ 
partment, several witnesses saw 
portions of the incident. 

Police have not released 
Colton’s name, but he has been 


interviewed by several newspa¬ 
pers and Santa Rosa’s TV channel 
50, where he disclosed his name, 
the fact that he is gay, and that the 
attack appeared motivated by his 
sexual orientation.

ly left the scene before Louis Pear¬ 
son, 44, was beaten to death on a 
rural road alongside Lake Mendo¬ 
cino, pled guilty to robbery last 
month. Pruitt’s friends, Christo¬ 
pher McCoy, 18, and Rick Fernan¬ 
dez, 24, were charged with Pear¬ 
son’s murder, with a trial set for 
November 16. All of the men were 
living in Calpella, a small town near 
Ukiah, at the time of the killing. 

The Mendocino County Dis¬ 
trict Attorney’s office said Pearson 
was murdered during the course of 
a robbery, but a spokesperson for 
the Mendocino County Sheriff’s 
Department, Captain Kevin Broin, 
admitted that the injuries were 
such that it was possible the killing 
was motivated by something more 
than robbery. According to testi¬ 
mony at the preliminary hearing, 
the three young men met Pearson 
in their own neighborhood on the 
day of his death. One of them, Fer¬ 


nandez, drove with Pearson to the 
turnout on Lake Ridge Road where 
he was killed, and McCoy and 
Pruitt followed in another car. 
Pruitt apparently left the scene 
while Pearson was still alive. 

The cause of death, in addition 
to the beating, was a stick that was 
shoved through Pearson’s nostrils 
and into his brain. 

Pearson, a former Aptos resi¬ 
dent, had recently left a Billy Club 
gathering in Lake County when 
the killing occurred. The Billy 
Club is a Northern California or¬ 
ganization for gay men, with a 
predominantly rural member¬ 
ship. Mendocino County Deputy 
District Attorney Doug Pharr said 
he expects lawyers for Fernandez 
and McCoy to request that the 
trial be rescheduled for a later 
date. Pruitt will be sentenced for 
his robbery conviction after the 
murder trial is completed. ▼

National vigil for 
Matthew Shepard 
at D.C. Capitol

// atthew Shepard is not the 
first gay man to be mur- 
i W i dered for who he was,” 
said Eleanor Holmes Norton, 
congresswomen from the District 
of Columbia. But, “To ask some¬ 
one to no longer be a gay man is 
like asking me to no longer be a 
black woman,” she said. “Matthew 
has joined the long list of human 
rights martyrs. Tonight we say, 
‘There must be no more martyrs.’ 
Tonight we say, ‘He must be the 
last.’” 

Applause and shouts of sup¬ 
port erupted from the crowd of 
more than 5,000 gathered on the 
west side of the Capitol building 
the evening of Wednesday, Octo¬ 
ber 14. People of all ages, races, 
and sexual orientations filled the 
terrace and its great marble stair¬ 
ways, reaching up on both sides 
like arms to embrace the halls of 
Congress and down like sturdy 
legs into the green sward of Amer¬ 
ica. 

“It is unforgivable that the life 
\)f this gentle, kind, intelligent 
young man was taken so sudden¬ 
ly, so brutally,” said Senator Ted 
Kennedy (D-Massachusetts). 
“Hate crimes are a form of terror¬ 
ism that threaten our entire soci¬ 
ety. They undermine the ideas for 
which America stands. 

“Hate crimes are on the rise,” 
Kennedy pointed out. “And we 
need to send the strongest possi¬ 
ble signal, as a nation, that these 
crimes will not be tolerated in the 
Unites States of America.” 

“You don’t know how much 
this would mean to Matt,” said 
Alex Trout, sniffling back tears. He 
and Walter Boulden were friends 
of Shepard’s from Wyoming. 
Boulden spoke lovingly of his de¬ 
parted friend: “Matt never smiled 
with just his mouth. His whole 
face and body would light up. 

“Matt once told me that some¬ 
day he was going to be famous 
and that he was going to make a 
difference in the area of human 
rights. When I look out at all of 
you and reflect on what is going 
on in the building behind us, I 
have to think he had no idea how 
true that statement would be,” 
said Boulden. “But please remem¬ 
ber, no matter what good may 
come of all of this, the price was 
too high.” 

Rep rap 

Congressman Barney Frank 
(D-Massachusetts) was uncharac¬ 
teristically somber at the podium. 
“We are here to express three 
equally important emotions: Ter¬ 
rible sorrow, deep anger, and ab¬ 
solute and unshakable determina¬ 
tion,” he said. “We are absolutely 
determined to do our country an 
enormous service. We are going to 
free it of the blighting, viscous 
prejudice that took Matthew 
Shepard’s life and that continues 
to blight the lives of so many.” 

He turned to allegations that 
hate crimes legislation would im¬ 
pinge upon speech. “I think the 
bigots are entitled to freedom of 
speech,” and Frank added with a 
wink, “They would be entitled to 
freedom of thought if they were 
capable of it. ... We are talking 


about preventing violent action. 
No one is here mourning 
Matthew Shepard because he was 
insulted. We mourn him because 
he was so cruelly beaten.” 

Frank turned to the schools, 
where too often the far right has 
stifled a message of tolerance by 
saying that it “promotes homo¬ 
sexuality and acceptance of ho¬ 
mosexuality.” He called Shepard’s 
murder one of the consequences 
of such ignorance. “Yes, we are 
prepared to say that you must ac¬ 
cept our right to live, our right to 
physical security, our right to the 
freedom that any human being is 
entitled to.” 

Alan Simpson, former Repub¬ 
lican senator from Wyoming, 
honored “a fallen young man 
taken from us under the most 
barbaric of circumstances.” He 
hoped that the candles lit in this 
vigil would “illuminate pinched 
and shriven minds, burn out and 
cauterize the canker sore of ho¬ 
mophobia in this land.” 

“What are we going to do 
about this as a country?” roared 
Senator John Kerry (D-Massa¬ 
chusetts). “This is a national re¬ 
sponsibility that will not go away. 
... We will pass hate crimes legis¬ 
lation.” He said, “We need to ask 
so-called leaders to also stop the 
immature and nonsensical 
rhetoric that gives license to what 
happened in Wyoming and in so 
many other places.... Even in my 
own state ... [gay] kids say they 
skip school because they feel un¬ 
safe there.” 

Kerry quoted the slain Harvey 
Milk: “‘If a bullet should enter my 
brain, let that bullet destroy every 
closet door.’ He knew that true cit¬ 
izenship belongs only to enlight¬ 
ened people who are willing to 
stand up in the face of hatred and 
prejudice. 

“When two high school 
dropouts on a dark road in 
Laramie, Wyoming stole life, lib¬ 
erty, and the pursuit of happiness, 
they didn’t just attack Matthew 
Shepard, they attacked every sin¬ 
gle one of us as Americans and as 
human beings.” 

Virginia Apuzzo, an open les¬ 
bian who is a high-ranking mem¬ 
ber of the White House staff, 
added, “The overwhelming evi¬ 
dence is that violence against gays 
and lesbians is perpetuated by 
young people, on young people.” 
She excoriated the far right for 


opposing discussion of homosex¬ 
uality in schools, “Where else do 
you deal with it but in the class¬ 
room.” 

Minority Leader Dick 
Gephardt (D-Missouri) led a 
group of more than a dozen De¬ 
mocratic members of the House. 
He pledged, “We must not relent 
in our efforts to guarantee, finally, 
once and for all, civil rights for all 
of our people.” He called on the 
leadership to put the Hate Crimes 
Prevention Act “on the agenda be¬ 
fore the Congress leaves. Now.” 

They were joined by a handful 
of Republicans who echoed that 
sentiment. “I look down and see 
the statue of Lincoln at the other 
end of the Mall, a man who stood 
for equality for all Americans,” 
said Mark Foley (R-Florida). “And 
I’m sure he would say, ‘Why don’t 
you all just shut up and pass the 

bill.’” 

“I call on some of my fellow 
lawmakers to stop trying to score 
political points by scapegoating 
people simply because they are 
gay or lesbian. They are dividing 
our families, and our communi¬ 
ties, and it must stop. Gay people 
and lesbians have families too.” 
Foley was so animated that one 
half expected the often-outed rep¬ 
resentative to publicly confirm the 
fact that he is gay. He challenged 
those who claim to be “tough on 
crime” to prove it by passing hate 
crimes legislation. 

Hollywood presents 

Hollywood was represented by 
Dan Butler from Frasier t who 
urged people to come out. He was 
in awe of the example of South 
Africa, whose court recently 
struck down the last anti-gay leg¬ 
islation from the apartheid era. 
Kirsten Johnston, from Third Rock 
from the Sun , said that the rally 
“did not alleviate the anger but 
made me feel a little less alone in 
it.” 

Ellen DeGeneres climbed to 
the podium. “I’m so pissed off. I 
can’t stop crying.” Her eyes and 
nose were red. “It just hit me why 
I’m so devastated by this. This was 
exactly what I was trying to stop” 
by coming out. 

“The preachers come out in 
force when they think a lesbian is 
going to be on television, but 
when something like this hap¬ 
pens, where are they?” DeGeneres

ing several thousand people hold¬ 
ing candles was enormously mov¬ 
ing,” said AIDS activist Spencer 
Cox. 

Every few blocks the police 
would attempt to force people 
back onto the sidewalk or block 
the street entirely. At 43rd Street 
the marchers made another foray, 
this time heading towards Times 
Square. It was on 43rd Street that 
police on horseback charged the 
crowd, many of whom were sitting 
down. 

Most of the participants even¬ 
tually made it to the rally at Madi¬ 
son Square Park. It lasted about 
30 minutes. With only a small 
handheld megaphone for the 
speakers, few heard what was 
being said. 

Activist and attorney Bill 
Dobbs was moved by one woman 
who recounted Shepard’s story. 
She admonished the throng, “This 
is our history, but it is not our 
destiny.” 

‘Control freaks’ 

The arrests came primarily 
when people refused to get back 
on the sidewalk. Cox recalled, “I 
was standing on the sidewalk, be¬ 
cause I had decided that I wasn’t 
going to get arrested, and this 
burly lesbian grabbed me from 
behind and said,‘Get in the street. 
We’ve got to take the street.’” He 
declined. 

Dobbs criticized the police for 
not granting a permit for the 
march on the spot, something he 
said they do “all the time.” The 
police “chose instead, at the very 
outset, to arrest organizers. At one 
point they were arresting mar¬ 
shals at the very end [the rear], 
which endangers the crowd. They 
tried to arrest a woman in a 
wheelchair. They charged with 
horses and created situations that 
were dangerous and completely 
unnecessary.”

asked. “These same evil, idiotic, 
so-called God-loving people, who 
use the Bible to justify hate, I’m 
sure still feel deep down that 
blacks still aren’t equal to whites, 
because the Bible was also used to 
justify slavery.” 

She compared the silence from 
the pulpit on anti-gay violence to 
that which occurred in Nazi Ger¬ 
many when Jews were the target. 
And she urged parents to explain 
to their children “That it isn’t all 
right to call someone a faggot, or 
a nigger, or a kike. We shouldn’t 
be asked to change who we are.” 
She urged that the money being 
spent on anti-gay ads be spent on 
feeding the homeless. 

Actress Anne Heche related 
how she recently called “a 800 
prayer line” and asked why they 
hated gays. “‘Because they are an 
abomination in the eyes of God,”’ 
came the reply, though they were 
unable to explain further. “She 
was taught to preach,” said Heche, 
“But not to think. She just wants 
to do the work of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

“Mr. Trent Lott, Mr. Newt Gin¬ 
grich, Mr. Jerry Falwell, how many 
Christs must bear the crosses until 
we learn that we are all children of 
God?” asked the diminutive ac¬ 
tress. “You preach in support 
groups to become more like you. I 
do not want to be like you. You are 
an abomination in the eyes of my 
God.” 

Whither change? 

Joan Garry, executive director 
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of Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation (GLAAD), 
said the events of the past week 
“have reinforced the importance 
of images - how they teach us and 
the messages they send.” She 
hoped that the image of Shepard, 
brutalized and tied to a rail fence, 
would “change hearts and minds.” 

She referred to the ad cam¬ 
paign being run by a group of 
arch-conservative religious 
groups. “Anyone who believes that 
love needs to be ‘cured’ has not 
experienced enough of it in their 
own lives.” 

“America is stunned by this 
brutal murder,” said Kerry Lobel 
executive director of the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
(NGLTF). “Unfortunately ... we 
know that this is not an isolated 
incident.” She recited a list of oth¬ 
ers who have been brutally mur¬ 
dered. “This must end.” 

Elizabeth Birch, executive di¬ 
rector of the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign (HRC), the group that took 
the lead in organizing the event, 
said the religious right “has 
missed the point entirely. The 
central message of the scriptures 
is about love and about unity.” She 
urged them to stop their anti-gay 
advertising campaign and called 
on Congress to pass the Hate 
Crimes Prevention Act. “Do not 
leave Washington until this work 
is done,” she urged. 

It seems highly unlikely that 
Congress will vote on the legisla¬ 
tion in the few hours remaining 
before it adjourns. While both the 
House and Senate held generally 
favorable hearings on the bill this 
summer, neither has reported it 
out of committee. T

“The chilling thing about his 
protest is that violence occurred 
at a protest against violence. And 
it was completely unnecessary,” 
said Dobbs. “The bulk of it was by 
police against a crowd, by a de¬ 
partment that has a long history 
of homophobia.” 

“The cops caused the riot by 
being control freaks,” wrote Ran- 
dolphe Wicker in the NYC online 
publication Gay Today. The 
writer, an activist from the 1960s, 
called it “Stonewall II.” 

“The whole thing was a sys¬ 
tematic gay-bash, the whole thing, 
from start to finish,” Baker 
charged. “I heard a cop on a horse 
say, ‘If you don’t get on the side- 


‘Get back faggot’ 

A team of 18 legal observers at 
the march documented dozens of 
examples of improper conduct by 
police officers. Among them: “Of¬ 
ficer Anitra [badge number] 6448 
physically assaulted peaceful pro¬ 
testers while screaming ‘Get back 
faggot.’ Another observer saw An¬ 
itra repeatedly pushing peaceful 
protesters to the ground.” 

The report said that other offi¬ 
cers assaulted protesters, cuffed 
those arrested so tightly that cir¬ 
culation was cut off to their 
hands, and refused pleas for med¬ 
ical attention.

Lyman gained national recog¬ 
nition as a breeder of top flight 
championship dogs and owned 
and cared for about 60 of them 
on her estate. 

She suddenly disappeared 
from the estate in July 1987. 

A friend and fellow dog- 
breeder, George O’Neil of North 
Kingstown, Rhode Island, said 
he was talking to her on the 
phone when the line suddenly 
went dead. 

In probate court in 1994, 
O’Neil testified that he went to 
her home the next day and could 
not find her. He said the phone 
had been ripped from the wall. 

O’Neil did not call police be¬ 
cause he attributed her disap¬ 
pearance to her eccentric ways. 

It was only months later that 
Lyman’s family became suspi¬ 
cious when she had not sent out 
any Christmas cards, something 
she faithfully did. 


After her brother reported 
her missing in December 1988, 
the small town police chief made 
only a cursory investigation. 

The fact that O’Neil turned 
out to be the sole beneficiary of 
Lyman’s will apparently failed to 
ring any bells in the small police 
department, so the unsolved dis¬ 
appearance was put on the back 
burner. 

In a subsequent challenge of 
the will by Lyman’s family, 
O’Neil turned over the accumu¬ 
lated wealth, more than a million 
dollars, but kept title to the es¬ 
tate. 

Last year the new Hopkinton 
Police chief, John Scuncio, re¬ 
opened the investigation and 
had Lyman’s estate thoroughly 
searched. A trained dog sniffed 
out the skeleton in the septic sys¬ 
tem. 

Scuncio assures that the in¬ 
vestigation is now proceeding at 
a higher level, but when asked 
about suspects, he said, “No 
comment.” ▼ 


Americans know 
violence against 
gays is ‘serious’

t cident like the beating 
death of Matthew Shepard could 
happen in their own community. 

A poll released in this week’s 
Time magazine as part of the 
magazine’s cover story “The War 
Over Gays,” comes one week after 
the death of Shepard, a gay Uni¬ 
versity of Wyoming student 
whose sexual orientation is be¬ 
lieved to have been a contribut¬ 
ing factor in why he was robbed 
and beaten to death. About 68 
percent say a similar crime could 
occur in their community, and 75 
percent believe violence against 
gays and lesbians is either “very 
serious” or “fairly serious.” 

The poll shows increasing ac¬ 
ceptance of gay people, com¬ 
pared with a similar poll con¬ 
ducted in June 1994. Results in 


the current poll show that about 
10 percent more respondents^ 
than four years ago would be 
likely to buy from a gay salesman, 
vote for a gay candidate, see a gay 
doctor, and allow their children 
to attend a school with gay staff 
members. 

However, 51 percent of re¬ 
spondents think homosexuals 
can change their sexual orienta¬ 
tion if they chose, while 36 per¬ 
cent do not believe that is not 
possible. A third of Americans do 
not feel homosexuality is accept¬ 
able at all and 48 percent believe 
it is morally wrong. 

The Time poll reveals that 57 
percent believe gay and lesbian 
couples should not be permitted 
to legally adopt children, com¬ 
pared to 35 percent who feel that 
adoption is acceptable. Less than 
one-third of respondents feel 
same-sex marriages should be 
legally recognized, while 64 per¬ 
cent disagree. ▼

The following is a brief summary only; see lull prescribing information for complete product information. _ 

WARNING: ZIDOVUDINE, ONE OF THE TWO ACTIVE INGREDIENTS IN COMBIVIR, HAS BEEN ASSOCIATED 
WITH HEMATOLOGIC TOXICITY INCLUDING NEUTROPENIA AND SEVERE ANEMIA, PARTICULARLY IN PATIENTS 
WITH ADVANCED HIV DISEASE (SEE WARNINGS). PROLONGED USE OF ZIDOVUDINE HAS BEEN ASSOCIATED WITH 
SYMPTOMATIC MYOPATHY. 

LACTIC ACIDOSIS AND SEVERE HEPATOMEGALY WITH STEATOSIS, INCLUDING FATAL CASES, HAVE BEEN 
REPORTED WITH THE USE OF ANTIRETROVIRAL NUCLEOSIDE ANALOGUES ALONE OR IN COMBINATION, INCLUDING 
ZIDOVUDINE AND LAMIVUDINE (SEE WARNINGS). _ 

INDICATIONS AND USAGE: COMBIVIR is indicated for the treatment of HIV infection. 

Description of Clinical Studies: COMBIVIR: There have been no clinical trials conducted with COMBIVIR. See CLINICAL 
PHARMACOLOGY for information about bioequivalence. One COMBIVIR Tablet given twice a day is an alternative regimen 
to EPIVIR Tablets 150 mg twice a day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day in divided doses. 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine: The NUCB3007 (CAESAR) study was conducted using EPIVIR 150-mg Tablets (150 mg 
b.i.d.) and RETROVIR 100-mg Capsules (2 x 100 mg t.i.d.). CAESAR was a multicenter, double-blind, placebo-controlled 
study comparing continued current therapy [zidovudine alone (62% of patients) or zidovudine with didanosine or zalcitabine 
(38% of patients)] to the addition of EPIVIR or EPIVIR plus an investigational non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitor, 
randomized 1:2:1. A total of 1816 HIV-infected adults with 25 to 250 (median 122) CD4 cells/mm 3 at baseline were enrolled: 
median age was 36 years, 87% were male, 84% were nucleoside-experienced, and 16% were therapy-naive. The median 
duration on study was 12 months. Results are summarized in Table 1.

CONTRAINDICATIONS: COMBIVIR Tablets are contraindicated in patients with previously demonstrated clinically significant 
hypersensitivity to any of the components of the product. 

WARNINGS: COMBIVIR is a fixed-dose combination of lamivudine and zidovudine. Ordinarily, COMBIVIR should not be 
administered concomitantly with either lamivudine or zidovudine. 

The complete prescribing information for all agents being considered for use with COMBIVIR should be consulted before 
combination therapy with COMBIVIR is initiated. 

Bone Marrow Suppression: COMBIVIR should be used with caution in patients who have bone marrow compromise evi¬ 
denced by granulocyte count <1000 cells/mm 3 or hemoglobin <9.5 g/dL (see ADVERSE REACTIONS). 

Frequent blood counts are strongly recommended in patients with advanced HIV disease who are treated with COMBIVIR. 
For HIV-infected individuals and patients with asymptomatic or early HIV disease, periodic blood counts are recommended. 
Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis: Lactic acidosis and severe hepatomegaly with steatosis, including 
fatal cases, have been reported with the use of antiretroviral nucleoside analogues alone or in combination, including zidovu¬ 
dine and lamivudine. A majority of these cases have been in women. Caution should be exercised when administering 
COMBIVIR to any patient, and particularly to those with known risk factors for liver disease. Treatment with COMBIVIR 
should be suspended in any patient who develops clinical or laboratory findings suggestive of lactic acidosis or hepatotoxicity. 
Myopathy: Myopathy and myositis, with pathological changes similar to that produced by HIV disease, have been associat¬ 
ed with prolonged use of zidovudine, and therefore may occur with therapy with COMBIVIR. 

PRECAUTIONS: 

General: Reduction of doses of lamivudine is recommended for patients with low body weight (less than 50 kg or 110 lb); 
therefore patients with low body weight should not receive COMBIVIR. 

Patients With HIV and Hepatitis B Virus Coinfection: In clinical trials and postmarketing experience, some patients with HIV 
infection who have chronic liver disease due to hepatitis B virus infection experienced clinical or laboratory evidence of recur¬ 
rent hepatitis upon discontinuation of lamivudine. Consequences may be more severe in patients with decompensated liver 
disease. 

Patients With Impaired Renal Function: Reduction of the dosages of lamivudine and zidovudine is recommended for 
patients with impaired renal function. Patients with creatinine clearance <50 mL/min should not receive COMBIVIR. 
Information for Patients: COMBIVIR is not a cure for HIV infection and patients may continue to experience illnesses asso¬ 
ciated with HIV. infection, including opportunistic infections. Patients should be advised that the use of COMBIVIR has not 
been shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Patients 
should be informed that the major toxicities of COMBIVIR are neutropenia and/or anemia. They should be told of the extreme 
importance of having their blood counts followed closely while on therapy, especially for patients with advanced HIV disease. 
Patients should be advised of the importance of taking COMBIVIR as it is prescribed. 

Drug Interactions: Coadministration of ganciclovir, interferon-alpha, and other bone marrow suppressive or cytotoxic agents 
may increase the hematologic toxicity of zidovudine (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY section of full prescribing information). 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, and Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity: 

Lamivudine: Lamivudine long-term carcinogenicity studies in mice and rats showed no evidence of carcinogenic poten¬ 
tial at exposures up to 10 times (mice) and 58 times (rats) those observed in humans at the recommended therapeutic dose. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was administered orally at three dosage levels to separate groups of mice and rats (60 females 
and 60 males in each group). Initial single daily doses were 30,60, and 120 mg/kg per day in mice and 80,220, and 600 
mg/kg per day in rats. The doses in mice were reduced to 20,30, and 40 mg/kg per day after day 90 because of treatment- 
related anemia, whereas in rats only the high dose was reduced to 450 mg/kg per day on day 91 and then to 300 mg/kg per 
day on day 279. 

In mice, seven late-appearing (after 19 months) vaginal neoplasms (five nonmetastasizing squamous cell carcinomas, 
one squamous cell papilloma, and one squamous polyp) occurred in animals given the highest dose. One late-appearing 
squamous cell papilloma occurred in the vagina of a middle-dose animal. No vaginal tumors were found at the lowest dose. 

In rats, two late-appearing (after 20 months), nonmetastasizing vaginal squamous cell carcinomas occurred in animals 
given the highest dose. No vaginal tumors occurred at the low or middle dose in rats. No other drug-related tumors were 
observed in either sex of either species. 

At doses that produced tumors in mice and rats, the estimated drug exposure (as measured by AUC) was approximate¬ 
ly three times (mouse) and 24 times (rat) the estimated human exposure at the recommended therapeutic dose of 100 mg 
every 4 hours. 

Two transplacental carcinogenicity studies were conducted in mice. One study administered zidovudine at doses of 20 
mg/kg per day or 40 mg/kg per day from gestation day 10 through parturition and lactation with dosing continuing in off¬ 
spring for 24 months postnatally. The doses of zidovudine employed in this study produced zidovudine exposures approxi¬ 
mately three times the estimated human exposure at recommended doses. After 24 months, at the highest dose, an increase 
in incidence of vaginal tumors was noted with no increase in tumors in the liver or lung or any other organ in either gender. 
These findings are consistent with results of the standard oral carcinogenicity study in mice, as described earlier. A second 
study administered zidovudine at maximum tolerated doses of 12.5 mg/day or 25 mg/day (-1000 mg/kg nonpregnant body 
weight or -450 mg/kg of term body weight) to pregnant mice from days 12 through 18 of gestation. There was an increase 
in the number of tumors in the lung, liver, and female reproductive tracts in the offspring of mice receiving the higher dose 
level of zidovudine. 

It is not known how predictive the results of rodent carcinogenicity studies may be for humans. 

Mutagenicity: Lamivudine: Lamivudine was negative in a microbial mutagenicity screen, in an in vitro cell transforma¬ 
tion assay, in a rat micronucleus test, in a rat bone marrow cytogenetic assay, and in an assay for unscheduled DNA syn¬ 
thesis in rat liver. It was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK^ mouse lymphoma assay and clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay using 
cultured human lymphocytes. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK*'- mouse lymphoma assay, positive in an in vitro cell transfor¬ 
mation assay, clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay using cultured human lymphocytes, and positive in mouse and rat micronu- 
cleus tests after repeated doses. It was negative in a cytogenetic study in rats given a single dose. 

Impairment ol Fertility: Lamivudine: In a study of reproductive performance, lamivudine, administered to male and 
female rats at doses up to 130 times the usual adult dose based on body surface area considerations, revealed no evidence 
of impaired fertility (judged by conception rates) and no effect on the survival, growth, and development to weaning of the 
offspring. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine, administered to male and female rats at doses up to 7 times the usual adult dose based on body 
surface area considerations, had no effect on fertility judged by conception rates. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. 

COMBIVIR: There are no adequate and well-controlled studies of COMBIVIR in pregnant women. Reproduction studies 
with lamivudine and zidovudine have been performed in animals (see Lamivudine and Zidovudine sections below). 
COMBIVIR should be used during pregnancy only if the potential benefits outweigh the risks. 


Lamivudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered lamivudine have been performed in rats and rabbits at 130 and 
60 times, respectively, the usual adult dose (based on relative body surface area) and have revealed no evidence of terato¬ 
genicity. Some evidence of early embryolethality was seen in the rabbit at doses similar to those produced by the usual adult 
dose and higher, but there was no indication of this effect in the rat at orally administered doses up to 130 times the usual 
adult dose. Studies in pregnant rats and rabbits showed that lamivudine is transferred to the fetus through the placenta. 

Zidovudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered zidovudine in the rat and in the rabbit at doses up to 500 
mg/kg per day revealed no evidence of teratogenicity with zidovudine. Zidovudine treatment resulted in embryo/fetal toxici¬ 
ty as evidenced by an increase in the incidence of fetal resorptions in rats given 150 or 450 mg/kg per day and rabbits given 
500 mg/kg per day. The doses used in the teratology studies resulted in peak zidovudine plasma concentrations (after one- 
half of the daily dose) in rats 66 to 226 times, and in rabbits 12 to 87 times, mean steady-state peak human plasma con¬ 
centrations (after one-sixth of the daily dose) achieved with the recommended daily dose (100 mg every 4 hours). In an addi¬ 
tional teratology study in rats, a dose of 3000 mg/kg per day (very near the oral median lethal dose in rats of 3683 mg/kg) 
caused marked maternal toxicity and an increase in the incidence of fetal malformations. This dose resulted in peak zidovu¬ 
dine plasma concentrations 350 times peak human plasma concentrations. No evidence of teratogenicity was seen in this 
experiment at doses of 600 mg/kg per day or less. Two rodent carcinogenicity studies were conducted (see Carcinogenesis, 
Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility). 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of pregnant women exposed to COMBIVIR® 
Tablets (lamivudine/zidovudine tablets) and other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry has been 
established. Physicians are encouraged to register patients by calling 1-800-258-4263. 

Nursing Mothers: The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention recommend that HIV-infected mothers not breastfeed 
their infants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 

COMB/W/?: Zidovudine is excreted in breast milk (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Pharmacokinetics: Nursing Mothers sub¬ 
section of full prescribing information); however, no data are available on COMBIVIR or lamivudine. Therefore, there is a poten¬ 
tial for adverse effects in nursing infants. Mothers should be instructed not to breastfeed if they are receiving COMBIVIR. 
Pediatric Use: COMBIVIR should not be administered to pediatric patients less than 12 years of age because it is a fixed- 
dose combination that cannot be adjusted for this patient population.

pervisors. Of the 17 candidates in 
the race, 15 returned question¬ 
naires to the Bay Area Reporter. Of 
those 15, nine are openly gay, les¬ 
bian, transgender, or questioning; 
their answers to a variety of ques¬ 
tions posed by the B.A.R. appear 
in profiles on the following pages. 

Below are the thoughts and 
words of the non-gay-identified 
candidates on some issues of con¬ 
cern to the lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
transgender (LGBT) community.

Through my work in the non¬ 
profit sector, particularly as chair 
of the San Francisco County Com¬ 
mittee of the United Way in the 
mid-1980s, I have worked to en¬ 
sure that social services are funded 
and provided fully to every resi¬ 
dent of San Francisco in need re¬ 
gardless of sexual orientation or 
gender identification. Because I am 
concerned about alcohol and sub¬ 
stance abuse, I served for a brief 
period on the board of the Salva¬ 
tion Army. When I discovered that 
the organization would fight the 
city’s domestic partners ordinance 
[equal benefits law regarding busi¬ 
nesses that contract with the city], 
I resigned from the board. 

Supervisor Gavin Newsom 

Democrat 

In my 18 months on the Board 
of Supervisors, I have sponsored 
or co-sponsored every piece of 
legislation that specifically sup¬ 
ports the LGBT communities. My

S an Francisco Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano is consid¬ 
ered a favorite for re-elec¬ 
tion on November 3; he’s consis¬ 
tently polled at the top of the field 
of 17 candidates vying for five 
seats. The question in many ob¬ 
servers’ minds is whether Ammi¬ 
ano will receive the most votes, 
thus becoming the second openly 
gay board president since Harry 
Britt served in the powerful posi¬ 
tion in 1989-90. 

There are many issues that 
Ammiano, a 30-year resident of 
Bernal Heights, is passionate 
about - he has long been a sup¬ 
porter of community policing 
and in getting the lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender (LGBT) 
community to be alert and skilled 
in self-defense. As a former mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Education, he 
fought for the rights of LGBT stu¬ 
dents and teachers. Since being 
elected to the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors, Ammiano has worked to 
strengthen the LGBT communi¬ 
ty’s legal protections and to ex¬ 
pand recognition of domestic 
partnerships by businesses that 
contract with the city. 

A member of the Democratic 
Party, Ammiano said in a ques¬ 
tionnaire from the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that his “political activities 
do not derive from a party label,

nor do I follow a party line.” Am¬ 
miano is considered to be among 
a few of the supervisors who vote 
independently of Mayor Willie 
Brown, yet the mayor has en¬ 
dorsed Ammiano’s re-election 
bid. 

Asked about the current con¬ 
troversy over what many Castro 
district merchants and residents 
describe as the increasing prob¬ 
lem of panhandling, Ammiano 
stated he’s been holding open 
meetings in the Castro for the last 
two years to support the efforts by 
city agencies, neighbors, mer¬ 
chants, and the homeless to ad¬ 
dress and mitigate the conflicts. 
“Some practical solutions to some 
problems have been worked out, 
but much remains to be done,” he 
said. “I support the efforts of Met¬ 
ropolitan Community Church 
and some merchants in providing 
meals and some employment for 
some homeless people. ... Some 
merchant organizations have 
tried to encourage alternative 
means of giving to the homeless. 
This has generated unfavorable 
response from some residents. 
However, I am committed to con¬ 
tinuing to incrementally try to re¬ 
duce conflicts and help the com¬ 
munity choose the response to 
these problems they collectively 
wish to make.” 

The current state of AIDS ser¬ 
vices, education, and prevention 
in the city needs reevaluation, 
Ammiano said. “The Board of Su¬ 
pervisors at my request is consid¬ 
ering ways to make AIDS service 
providers more effective in how 
they spend our precious resources 
and accountable to those they 
serve and the community,” he 
said. He’s urged the Department 
of Public Health to become more 
active in addressing unanswered 
safer sex questions such as the ef¬ 
fectiveness of microbicidal lubri¬ 
cants or different kinds of con¬ 
doms, and to undertake studies of 
troubling and lingering questions 
like re-infection risks. 

Regarding increased crime in 
the Polk Gulch area, Ammiano 
pointed out that lower Polk Street 
has been identified as a “problem” 
crime and blight area for more 
than 20 years. “However, I don’t 
agree with those people who often 
point to the sizable presence of 
low income or homeless and 
young gay, lesbian, and transgen- 


dered, and recent immigrant peo¬ 
ple in the area as a sign of its trou¬ 
bled condition.” He favors a 
strong on-street police presence 
“to deter those who would prey 
upon the vulnerable.” The best 
way to solve the problems of the 
area, Ammiano said, is to encour¬ 
age more community involve¬ 
ment, and working together, 
rather than pit merchants against 
kids or the housed against the 
homeless. 

The issue of increased traffic 
hazards in the South of Market 
district also concerns Ammiano. 
A Muni fast-pass holder, Ammi¬ 
ano is also tuned into the prob¬ 
lems of those using public trans¬ 
portation as well as the dangers 
bicyclists face trying to travel in 
the city. 

“I strongly supported efforts to 
eliminate the epidemic of red 
light running that has plagued 
SOMA in recent years. I have 
strongly supported creation of a 
comprehensive traffic manage¬ 
ment plan that will include tran¬ 
sit, pedestrians, bikers, and cars 
for South of Market,” Ammiano 
said, adding that a major element 
in the current problems is the yet 
unresolved Central Freeway issue. 
“I strongly support the recom¬ 
mendations of the Citizen’s Cen¬ 
tral Freeway Task Force to bring 
down the freeway south of Mar¬ 
ket and introduce a thoughtful 
traffic movement, dispersion, and 
calming realignment of the 
streets.” Creation of new bicycle 
lanes is also something Ammiano 
is working on. 

Ammiano said that clearly, 
Muni is the most pressing prob¬ 
lem in terms of the workings of 
city government. “Decades worth 
of equipment, infrastructure, and 
managerial neglect have brought 
us to this mess. I don’t support in¬ 
creased fares or privatization be¬ 
cause both will certainly result [in] 
reducing the availability of this 
most basic public service,” he said. 

Ammiano said the one thing 
he wants the LGBT community to 
know about him is that he re¬ 
mains true to the ideals of his 
friend, the late Harvey Milk. “I 
serve as an elected representative 
to promote these goals and ideals 
and to help defend that special 
San Francisco spirit of respect and 
happiness in shared success which 
is famed worldwide.” ▼

|P|| penly gay candidate Shawn 
O’Hearn ran for the Board 
1P of Supervisors two years 
ago and got 8,600 votes after 
spending only $1,000 of his own 
money. This time around, O’¬ 
Hearn is hoping for more sup¬ 
port, though he still won’t be 
spending a lot of money. “I won’t 
hire a political consultant to tell 
me what to think. I am a person 
of vision who believes residents 
and visitors to this great city de¬ 
serve better from their elected 
representatives,” O’Hearn said in 
his B.A.R. questionnaire. 

An AIDS and sexually trans¬ 
mitted disease (STD) educator at 
City College of San Francisco, 
O’Hearn is also co-chair of the 


tiful and cleaner Castro,” O’Hearn 
said. 

Regarding the perception of 
“professional” panhandling in the 
Castro, O’Hearn said he resents 
that the problem has been framed 
as “residents/merchants/tourists 
vs. the homeless/panhandlers.” 

“We pay a ton of taxes for 
agencies in this city to provide 
mental health, substance abuse, 
food, shelter, etc. to people in this 
city,” O’Hearn said. “I would point 
the finger directly at these agen¬ 
cies and say what kind of outreach 
are you doing to reach these suf¬ 
fering individuals?” 

O’Hearn advocates for more 
police officers on foot and said 
he’d talk with merchants and sex 
workers in the South of Market 
area to deal with problems there. 
“We can make the area safe for

Gay Caucus of Local 790 of the 
Service Employees International 
Union. He is a speaker in middle 
and high schools for Community 
United Against Violence (CUAV). 
He did not list a political party af¬ 
filiation. 

O’Hearn firmly said the city is 
not, in his view, a “model” in its 
approach to HIV/AIDS services, 
prevention, and education. “We 
are not even close to being a 
‘model’ for HIV education,” said 
O’Hearn, who trains peer educa¬ 
tors in HIV and STD prevention 
in addition to serving on the city’s 
HIV Prevention Planning Coun¬ 
cil. “We waste millions of dollars 
a year on theoretical prevention 
like PEP [post-exposure preven¬ 
tion] and detuned assays instead 
of screening and treating curable 
STDs that greatly reduce HIV 
transmission. 

“The Board of Supervisors 
holds great influence (because 
they control the money!) over the 
Department of Public Health 
(DPH) and the Health Commis¬ 
sion. We could be doing more, 
much more,” O’Hearn added. 

The quality of life in the Cas¬ 
tro concerns O’Hearn, who said 
that if elected, he’d author legisla¬ 
tion to prevent any more chain 
stores in the predominantly gay 
district. “I believe strongly in the 
goals and objectives of the Castro 
Area Planning and Action and 
would work hard to implement 
their suggestions for a more beau- 


everyone,” he said. “To decrease 
the danger of anti-gay violence in 
areas where the GLBT [gay, les¬ 
bian, bisexual, transgender] com¬ 
munity is smaller but still increas¬ 
ing, I’d work with agencies like 
CUAV to do specific outreach 
events to these neighborhoods.... 
I also believe hate crimes must be 
prosecuted to the full extent of the 
law.” 

Since Proposition 215 was ap¬ 
proved by voters in 1996, O’Hearn 
supports medical marijuana. “I’d 
work to see a subsidy for those 
who couldn’t afford it and I’d sup¬ 
port allocating city funds for such 
an issue because it’s the humane 
and right thing to do,” he stated. 

He agrees with several other 
candidates and said he doesn’t 
think people are fully aware of 
city services. “I definitely feel there 
needs to be more education and 
information in all neighbor¬ 
hoods,” O’Hearn said. “I’d work to 
make it mandatory that all city 
departments provide progress re¬ 
ports on what they are doing for 
all the money they get.” 

The DPH is the least efficient 
city department, O’Hearn said. 
“The easiest way to streamline city 
government is to actually hold 
them accountable to the dollars 
they spend and waste. I would set 
higher expectations and demand 
better service by focusing on 
funding solutions to the problems 
that confront the city instead of 
just throwing more money at it.” 


In terms of sensitivity training 
for Muni workers, O’Hearn said 
he’d fist talk with staff at the trou¬ 
bled transit agency about what is 
currently done and would also 
look at the record of alleged inci¬ 
dents of violence by drivers. “I’d 
simplify the process of filing a re¬ 
port so that the victim doesn’t get 
re-victimized by the process of re¬ 
porting the alleged crime,” he 
said. “I’d request continuous 
training of employees and man¬ 
agement.” 

What’s the one thing O’Hearn 
wants the queer community to 
know about him? “I never give up 
and once you elect me I’m gonna 
make you so very proud.” ▼ 
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Trustworthy nuisance: Frederick Hobson

| ' rederick Hobson, one of 
several openly gay candi¬ 
dates for the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors race next 
month, told the B.A.R. that for 
more than 20 years he has been 
fighting for equal rights and equal 
benefits for the lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgender (LGBT) 
community. “I have been a volun¬ 
teer worker on our campaign for 
these rights, fighting for AIDS ser¬ 
vices and funding, and generally 
making a nuisance of myself 
when it has been needed to push 
forward,” Hobson stated. 

Hobson said he’s a very liberal 
person who left the Republican 
Party in 1984 and is currently reg¬ 
istered as a Democrat. He belongs 
to several of the gay and lesbian 
political clubs in town. 

In terms of issues, health poli¬ 
cy is at the top of Hobson’s list and 
as such, he said that while San 
Francisco is considered among the 
best when it comes to offering 
AIDS services and programs, peo¬ 
ple should not grow complacent. 
“We should not rest on our laurels 
as some seem to do,” said Hobson. 
“The services have, in many cases, 
come under the control of the bu¬ 
reaucrats and careerists and we 
must fight to return the leadership 
back to real community focus, not 
some quaint idea of what a paper- 
pusher thinks community focus 
and leadership is or should be.” 

Hobson said the board should 
“push the envelope and fully fund 
all viable options in this Fight 


against AIDS.” That includes 
medical marijuana, particularly if 
a buyers club is modeled after the 
former cooperative in Oakland. 
“The city should do whatever it 
needs to do to make sure this hap¬ 
pens as quickly and painlessly as 
possible. This includes funding as 
needed and subsidies or free for 
those who are not able to afford 
it,” said Hobson. 

As a gay supervisor, Hobson 
said that if elected, he would be 
especially sensitive and responsive 
to the community in terms of 
neighborhood issues like en¬ 
croaching chain stores in the Cas¬ 
tro. “I have fought against corpo¬ 
rate chain stores moving in. I am 
on the board of S V F. Tomorrow 
and that is our position. We need 
to look at rent control for our 
small businesses,” he stated. 

Like several other queer candi¬ 
dates, Hobson feels more com¬ 
munity policing is needed. Traffic 
enforcement is also needed, espe¬ 
cially in the South of Market area. 
“San Francisco needs to expand 
its transit system in an environ¬ 
mentally sound way,” stated Hob¬ 
son. In terms of the criminal jus¬ 
tice system, Hobson supports in¬ 
creased bail for hate crimes and 
hard drug sales. 

On the question of LGBT com¬ 
munities taking advantage of city 
services, Hobson said it’s his view 
that the LGBT community is still 
insular from mainstream society in 
many ways. “I think that is a good 
thing, a wonderful thing. As such, 
we sometimes do not take advan¬ 
tage of all the things we are entitled 
to. Mental health and substance 
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abuse programs and responses 
have been woefully underfunded 
by the city which in turn, affects 
availability to us,” he said. 

Regarding the efficiency of 
local government, Hobson equat¬ 
ed the vast bureaucracy with 
planets in a solar system. “The de-, 
partments seem to be little plan¬ 
ets orbiting around department 
heads - little empires or solar sys¬ 
tems with very little oversight or 
public accountability. That needs 
to change,” he said. “Several of the 
incumbent supervisors have said 
that they do not ‘interfere with 
department business.’ Really??!!” 

Hobson was the only candidate 
to specifically challenge an incum¬ 
bent - in this case, Supervisor 
Amos Brown, who was appointed 
by the mayor in 1996. “I have great 
concern about Supervisor Amos 
Brown and exactly what he really 
stands for,” Hobson said. “His past 
history with our community has 
not been very good.” 

What’s the one thing Hobson 
would like the LGBT community 
to know about him? “I am one of 
you, I care about each of you and 
I am someone you can trust.” ▼

T ahnee Stair is the youngest 
person running for one of 
five seats on the San Francis¬ 
co Board of Supervisors in next 
month’s election. She’s 23, a tem¬ 
porary office worker, and describes 
herself as questioning in terms of 
her sexual orientation. Asked what 
she has done personally or politi¬ 
cally to combat homophobia and 
transphobia, she said, “I have orga¬ 
nized on campuses and in the 
community against sexism and 
anti-lesbian/gay/bi/trans bigotry. 
My campaign is endorsed by Leslie 
Feinberg, transgendered author 
and activist.” 

Stair is a socialist. In her B.A.R. 
questionnaire, she stated, “The 
huge profits being made by corpo¬ 
rations, banks and speculator 
landlords should be used to meet 
people’s needs like affordable 
housing, fighting racism and anti- 
LGBT bigotry, comprehensive job 
programs guaranteeing a union 
and a living wage of $ 10/hour and 
expanded affirmative action poli¬ 
cies, free education, free health¬ 
care, free public transportation, 
environmental clean up, and plac¬ 
ing development in the communi¬ 
ties’ control.” Stair is registered 
with the Peace and Freedom Party. 

Rents in San Francisco have 
skyrocketed, Stair said, forcing 
many people and small business¬ 
es out. “I support rolling back 
rents throughout the city, to en¬ 
sure the right of affordable hous¬ 
ing and give small businesses an 
advantage over corporations.” 

Regarding the problem of 
“professional” panhandling in the 
Castro that some merchants have 
been working on, Stair was critical 
of Merchants of Upper Market 
and Castro (MUMC). “I oppose 
the harassment and hatred that 
business associations, including 
the one in the Castro, encourage 
against the homeless. Often this 
harassment and assault is sexist 
and always entirely classist,” she 


said. “San Francisco’s real problem 
is the housing crisis we are facing. 
Evictions have soared by 300 per¬ 
cent in the last three years.” 

In terms of anti-gay violence, 
Stair proposes more community 
education. “I would appeal to the 
people of San Francisco to support 
requiring the city provide expand¬ 
ed community and health re¬ 
sources for gay youth. Police who 
claim queer bashing is not bigoted 
or police killings of people of color 
are not racist are also to blame for 
a climate of encouraging hate 
crimes. It is up to the people to 
work together, organize, take to the 
streets to demand an end to bigot¬ 
ed violence and full rights.” 

Stair is supportive of cannabis 
buyers clubs and in providing 
subsidies for such a program. Re¬ 
garding HIV/AIDS services and 
prevention efforts in the city, Stair 
calls for greater public control 
over resources in the city used to 
do medical research. “Medical in¬ 


stitutions should be serving peo¬ 
ple’s needs and demands, not 
those of the market,” she stated. 

Revamping the city’s trans¬ 
portation system is something 
Stair would work on if elected. “I 
support a transit authority assess¬ 
ment tax to provide free, im¬ 
proved, and expanded Muni 
throughout San Francisco and to 
pay for the creation of extensive, 
safe bicycle routes. Banks and big 
business profit from public trans¬ 
portation: it brings their workers 
and customers to them. Riders 
have no choice but to take Muni 
to work, school, to shop or keep 
appointments. Big business and 
banks shouldn’t get a free ride 
from the city; they should pay for 
making transportation a right, 
free to all,” Stair said. 

In terms of addressing the nu¬ 
merous alleged incidents of vio¬ 
lence by Muni drivers, Stair was 
quick to point out that drivers

enise D’Anne is the only 
openly transgender candi- 
date for the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors race next 
month, when voters will send five 
of 17 candidates into office for 
two-year terms. D’Anne has not 
been listed at the top of the field 
by many observers, but she has 
won the endorsement of the Har¬ 
vey Milk Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Transgender Democratic Club, 
one of the few lesser-known can¬ 
didates to get such a boost. 

Described as a resource con¬ 
servation manager in the voters’ 
pamphlet, D’Anne has a back¬ 
ground in various labor organiza¬ 
tions. She’s a member of the 
Lavender Caucus of Service Em¬ 
ployees International Union 
(SEIU) Local 790, and on the 
board of Pride at Work, a AFL- 
CIO Affiliate advocating for a 
greater voice for gays in the labor 
movement. 

D’Anne also has a history 
within the lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender (LGBT) commu¬ 
nity; in the early 1970s she was in¬ 
strumental in having the bylaws 
of SEIU Local 400 (now 790) 
changed to include no discrimi¬ 
nation on the basis of sexual ori¬ 
entation, she told the B.A.R. in 
her candidate questionnaire. 

She’s a registered Democrat 
and was once a Peace and Free¬ 
dom Party member. “My philoso¬ 
phy is simple: ‘Do unto others as 
you would have them do unto 
you.’ I believe we have to work to¬ 
ward a more equitable distribu¬ 
tion of resources so all may live in 
health and comfort,” she said. 

D’Anne’s favorite topic is 
streamlining the workings of city 
government. “My suggestion is to 
first change the budget process 
which has a built-in bias to spend 
and not save. Second, I would 
adopt [my] Resource Recovery 
Program that has saved the De¬ 
partment of Human Services, 
where I work, hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars over an 18-year 
period.” 

The city’s least efficient de¬ 
partment? “The police (too much 
overtime, mostly attributed to 
more police at pickets and rallies 
than participants at these events) 
and the Department of Human 
Services, which gets its funding 
from the federal, state, and local 
coffers making it less responsible 
on how it uses its funding,” said 
D’Anne. 

In terms of how aware LGBT 
people are of city services, D’Anne 
agreed with other candidates and 
said the city should do more to 
make sure people know of ser¬ 
vices. “I think the transgender 
community is one that is suffering 
from lack of services and sensitiv¬ 


ity to their particular needs in the 
area of jobs, housing, police ac¬ 
tions, and their every day ability 
to survive in a hostile environ¬ 
ment,” she said. “In regards to 
transgender people, the gay com¬ 
munity needs to become more in¬ 
volved and more sensitive as well.” 

Regarding quality of life issues 
in predominantly gay parts of 
town, D’Anne said schools and 
churches need to take a more ac¬ 
tive part in dispelling the myths 
about gay people. 

She also favors a moratorium 
on chain store proliferation. “As a 
community, we need to boycott 
present chain stores to send a 
message that we do not want 
them destroying our small busi¬ 
nesses and the character of our 
neighborhoods,” said D’Anne. 

Concerning increased traffic 
hazards in the South of Market, 
D’Anne said a citywide public 
transportation plan is needed that 
would include all forms of travel. 
Secure bicycle lanes, dedicated 
lanes for buses that run in the op¬ 
posite direction of traffic, more 
bus runs, secure bike racks, and 
even free Muni service at night are 
some of the ideas she’d work on if 
elected. 

Crime in the Polk Gulch area 
should be dealt with by increasing 
walking police patrols, providing 
more recreation services for 
youth, treatment on demand for 
substance abusers, and more job 
opportunities, D’Anne explained, 
adding that gay-sensitive officers 
should be utilized in areas with 
heavy gay populations. 

In terms of HIV/AIDS services 
in the city, D’Anne said, “The 


Board of Supervisors can provide 
for more secure funding for need¬ 
ed services. It could monitor pre¬ 
sent service providers to make 
sure that funds are going to help 
AIDS victims. We are doing a lot 
in the field of helping people with 
AIDS and advocating for preven¬ 
tion but some communities are 
sorely neglected and we need to 
focus on all communities affected 
with this dreadful disease.” 

D’Anne said she’d advocate for 
more secure housing and services 
all day long to help with homeless 
and panhandling concerns of 
some merchants and residents in 
the Castro. “Help the homeless 
transition into jobs and training 
and provide for treatment on de¬ 
mand for substance abusers,” she 
said. 

What’s the single thing 
D’Anne wants the LGBT commu¬ 
nity to know about her? “I have 
spent the last 30 years actively in¬ 
volved in community, labor, and 
civic affairs. That I am a board 
member of the Harvey Milk 
LGBT Democratic Club, a board 
member of San Francisco Tomor¬ 
row, Sustainable San Francisco, 
MAGIK (a nonprofit that accepts 
donations of material and furni¬ 
ture from corporations and indi¬ 
viduals and dispenses this largess 
to other nonprofits). That I am es¬ 
pecially concerned about our de¬ 
teriorating environment, our 
poor transportation system, and 
our housing crisis. And that I have 
a proven record of solving many 
problems and ideas to solve even 
more given the opportunity to 
show my mettle on the Board of 
Supervisors.” ▼

shouldn’t be used as scapegoats. 
“They are expected to be bus dri¬ 
vers, cops, baby sitters, and tour 
guides,” said Stair. “Improvement 
of Muni, including more training 
for drivers, should be paid for by 
big business and banks. ... Con¬ 
trol of Muni should be placed in 
the hands of a democratically 
elected council of Muni workers 
and riders earning the same 


amount as the average Muni rider 
and employee. They would be the 
most qualified to run our public 
transportation system.” 

What would Stair like the 
LGBT community to know about 
her? “I am a 23-year-old socialist, 
a member of the Workers World 
Party, who for the last five years 
has been part of the dynamic 
youth movement organizing on 
campuses and in the community 
against racism, sexism, and anti- 
LGBT bigotry, attacks on affirma¬ 
tive action, removal of subsidized 


housing, and police brutality. I am 
a temporary office worker living 
in the Mission district I have trav¬ 
eled to Cuba twice, organized 
against war and sanctions in Iraq, 
the blockade of Cuba, and against 
U.S. imperialist and military in¬ 
tervention around the world. I 
know one day we will win a just 
society based on people’s needs 
not profits, one free of racism and 
bigoted violence. I feel the LGBT 
liberation movement is a power¬ 
ful leading force in the movement 
for justice.” V 
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Bridging communities: 
Victor Marquez

' '' v e’s openly gay and Latino, 
and if elected to the San 
% I Francisco Board of Super¬ 
visors next month, Victor Mar¬ 
quez would be a First in that re¬ 
gard. His campaign, as a result, is 
an effort to combat homophobia, 
particularly in communities of 
color. Some political observers 
give Marquez a shot at one of the 
five seats up for grabs in the race. 

Marquez is a charter board 
member of the Lesbian, Gay, Bi¬ 
sexual, Transgender (LGBT) 
Community Center Project. He 
believes the center, once con¬ 
structed, should be a safe place for 
youth to find support and infor¬ 
mation on HIV/AIDS and other 
challenges facing queer and ques¬ 
tioning youth. 

A registered Democrat, Mar¬ 
quez believes that every person 
living in the city has a stake in 
how government operates and 
how the city is managed. “I believe 
that the Board of Supervisors 
must be a representative body that 
is responsible and accountable to 
the needs of the city’s residents,” 
Marquez said in his B.A.R. ques¬ 
tionnaire. “I believe that no one 
sector of our city should receive 
special treatment above another 
sector. ... I believe that we all 
want the similar things, such as 
clean and safe streets, affordable 
housing, a public transportation 
that works, excellent educational 
institutions, [and] compassion for 
our needy.” 

If elected, Marquez said he’d 
advocate for the needs of the city’s 
predominantly queer neighbor¬ 
hoods. He’s a strong advocate for 
supporting existing businesses 
and ensuring that they will survive 
and not be replaced by large chain 
stores. “The existing businesses 
add to the character of the neigh¬ 
borhood,” said Marquez, who sup¬ 
ports the city making small busi¬ 
ness loan programs easier to access 
and helping small businesses ob¬ 
tain long-term leases. 

Marquez, a civil rights attor¬ 
ney, said that if voters send him to 
City Hall, he would fight for more 
prosecutors in the district attor¬ 
ney’s hate crimes unit. “I will not 
tolerate gay bashing and will take 
immediate action to educate the 
general public that anti-gay vio¬ 
lence is wrong and a crime,” said 
Marquez. 

In terms of panhandling in the 
Castro, Marquez said the issue 
must be addressed “with caution 
but with a tough stance.” He said 
“professional” panhandlers are 
detrimental to the homeless pop¬ 
ulation as a whole. “The homeless 
population, which is very diverse 
in its needs, has long been neglect¬ 


ed by our city,” said Marquez. 
“Panhandlers are often categorized 
as ‘homeless,’ when in fact the pan¬ 
handlers make a good living by 
‘hustling’ money from San Fran¬ 
ciscans and tourists.” Marquez said 
he’s committed to working with a 
group of homeless advocates, mer¬ 
chants, and police enforcement to 
come up with solutions. 

Marquez was one of the pro 
bono lawyers who worked on be¬ 
half of medical marijuana advo¬ 
cate Dennis Peron. He fully sup¬ 
ports a buyers club modeled after 
the former Oakland cooperative. 
While providing legal assistance 
to Peron, Marquez was part of the 
team that successfully obtained a 
temporary restraining order 
against Attorney General Dan 
Lungren to prevent his office from 
wrongfully opening client files. 

In terms of Muni, Marquez 
said, “Being a Muni driver must be 
one of the most challenging jobs 
in this city. ... However, it is cru¬ 
cial that we do not use Muni dri¬ 
vers as scapegoats for all of Muni’s 
problems and years of neglect. As 
a fast-pass holder, it has been my 
experience that most Muni drivers 
do a good job.” He believes that 
Muni as an institution has failed to 
provide the type of customer ser¬ 
vice that San Franciscans deserve 
and said sensitivity training must 
be provided to all employees. 

Marquez fully, supports devel¬ 
oping the strongest protections 
for gay families. “I will work with 
state legislators to develop laws 


that will protect our community’s 
families.” 

Regarding the state of AIDS 
services, Marquez said the board 
should focus on prevention edu¬ 
cation and early detection. He’s 
committed to working to identify 
more money to bridge existing 
gaps in services for people living 
with HIV/AIDS. 

Like other queer candidates, 
Marquez doesn’t think the city 
does a good enough job dissemi¬ 
nating information about services 
that are available, specifically to 
the LGBT community. “I strongly 
believe that community-based or¬ 
ganizations are one of the most ef¬ 
fective tools for providing infor¬ 
mation and referral services,” said 
Marquez. “I would undertake a 
comprehensive review of the ser¬ 
vices being funded by the city, 
identify existing gaps in services, 
and channel financial and people 
resources to help close these gaps.” 

He favors a review by the as¬ 
sessor to fully assess and collect 
property taxes and he believes the 
supervisors should work with the 
treasurer to make sure the city’s 
money is well-invested, netting 
the highest possible return. 

What does Marquez want the 
LGBT community to know about 
him? “It will be an honor to be 
elected as the first gay Latino to 
the Board of Supervisors. As such, 
I will work to bridge the gay and 
Latino communities by develop¬ 
ing programs that bring both 
communities one step closer.” ▼

ering her voice, Dorothy trans¬ 
formed herself into Billy and im¬ 
mediately got a job with a band. 
Over the next 30 years, Billy Tip- 
ton enjoyed a successful career, 
becoming the leader of his own 
band. His female lovers later 
claimed that they had not known 
Tipton was biologically female, 
because he never took his clothes 
off in front of them and he appar¬ 
ently concealed a dildo in his un¬ 
derwear. “The first time we 


danced,” one of his lovers recalled, 
“I noticed he seemed to have a 
permanent hard-on.” Tipton was 
probably transgendered, since he 
identified as a “normal person” (to 
use his words) and not as a les¬ 
bian. 

In terms of sexual identity, 
then, each passing woman was 
unique and should not automati¬ 
cally be considered lesbian. The 
reasons for passing were complex 
- from a desire to fulfill same-sex 
attractions to an affinity for the 
accouterments of manhood such 
as pants or pipes. However, the 
one common reason that women 


passed for men was economic - 
the inability as women to get the 
jobs they wanted. “The world is 
made by man - for man alone,” 
Cora Anderson/Ralph Kerwinieo 
said in defense of passing. “Do 
you blame me for wanting to be a 
man?” T

' i ixMuni, fix Muni, fix Muni. 

That comes from openly gay 
II Board of Supervisors candi¬ 
date Jim Reid, who’s running an 
underdog race to fill one of five 
seats up for grabs on November 3. 
Reid returned his completed 
B.A.R. questionnaire the day after 
it was mailed. The city resident re¬ 
ceived press coverage in 1996 
when he was float march co-chair 
of the San Francisco gay pride cel¬ 
ebration and built a 29-foot tall 
torch at the foot of Market Street 
to welcome celebrants. 

Reid has been registered 
Green, Independent, Democrat, 
and Republican during his life. “I 
believe all parties have good ideas 
and people and we all need to 
work together to combat fear and 
hate,” Reid stated. 

If elected, Reid would carry 
that belief into various neighbor¬ 
hoods, including those with large 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender (LGBT) populations in 
order to improve the quality of 
life. He favors, for example, allow¬ 
ing community councils to dictate 
neighborhood planning to the 
city’s planning department. 

In terms of dealing with what 
some merchants describe as the 
increasing problem of panhan¬ 
dling in the Castro, Reid advo¬ 
cates designing and building a 
simple, compact and clean home¬ 
less housing in exchange for litter 
cleanup. “We could have the 
cleanest city in America and no 
homeless. We need a nonpartisan 
solution that is compassionate 
and involves all people and busi¬ 
nesses and institutions in San 
Francisco.” 

Regarding increased traffic 
hazards in the South of Market 
area, Reid said funds should be 
found to fix Muni. He also advo¬ 
cates putting control of the transit 
agency into the hands of nine 
elected directors. For problems in 
the Polk Gulch, Hayes Valley, and 
Bernal Heights neighborhoods, 
Reid said more gay and lesbian 
police officers should be on the 
street instead of in patrol cars. 
Reid said Muni staff need more 
sensitivity training. 

The city’s approach to 
HIV/AIDS services, prevention, 
and education is viewed by Reid 
as a “model,” but he believes the 
city needs to “educate endlessly,” 
and that the city should pursue 
clinical studies of possible treat¬ 
ments, vaccines, and HIV-fighting 
lubricants. The Board of Supervi¬ 
sors can help make those things 
happen, Reid said, by funding 
programs. 

Reid supports medical mari¬ 
juana as a treatment for people 
suffering from HIV/AIDS and 
other illnesses. Agencies that sell 
marijuana for medical purposes 
should have some sort of subsidy 
program for people who cannot 
afford the drug, and for this Reid 
favors some type of pill like Mari- 
nol. City funds could be used for a 
medical marijuana program “if 
there is proof that it helps,” said 
Reid. 

Asked how the board can help

protect gay and lesbian parents 
against the state’s efforts to deny 
them custody, Reid said, “We can 
write our own laws and publicly 
disobey state laws. Lobby state 
lawmakers to not pass bad law. 
Lobby the new governor Gray 
Davis to veto any hateful law.” 
[Davis is running for governor 
against Republican Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Dan Lungren.j 

Regarding the LGBT commu¬ 
nities taking full advantage of 
available city services, Reid said he 
thinks increased communication 
is needed. “Put volunteers on the 
street at [the] most busy times to 
talk with people and pass out 
brochures,” he said. In terms of 
making city government more ef¬ 
ficient, Reid supports Proposition 
B on the November ballot that 
would establish a customer ser¬ 
vice plan for city departments. 

“Amend civil service rules on 
hiring and firing employees based 
on customer service. City em¬ 
ployee gets fired if there are lots of 
customer complaints, period,” 
said Reid. He said citizens should 
have forms that are easy to com¬ 
plete for both complaints and 
compliments. 

What’s the one thing Reid 
wants the LGBT community to 
know about him? “That I believe 
being gay is a gift and an oppor¬ 
tunity to be free and different and 
to help others celebrate our dif¬ 
ference and diversity, not fear it. 
Diversity = creativity and power. 

“It makes for strong and cre¬ 
ative corporations, neighbor¬ 
hoods and nations. Homeless 
people are part of this diversity. 
We as a nation need to love and 
care for all.” ▼

penly gay Supervisor Mark 
Leno is hoping voters will 
return him to City Hall on 
November 3. He said he’s enjoyed 
his brief tenure since taking office 
in April after Mayor Willie Brown 
named him to succeed Latina les¬ 
bian Susan Leal, who’s now trea¬ 
surer. “I actually like the job,” 
Leno said in response to the 
B.A.R.’s questionnaire. “My ap¬ 
pointment has been a rare and 
privileged opportunity to serve 
our diverse community and the 
entire city.” 

A lifelong Democrat, Leno has 
worked extensively in the lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgender 
(LGBT) community for almost 20 
years as an activist, donor, and 
fundraiser. “I have personally 
committed many hours of work 
on behalf of the many organiza¬ 
tions which fight for us day in and 
day out. From the streets to the 
events where the funds are raised 
I have done it all.” 

The groups he has worked 
with include the Human Rights 
Campaign, the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Fore, Horizons 
Foundation, Mobilization Against 
AIDS, and the LGBT Community 
Center Project. 

Leno said that since taking of¬ 
fice just six months ago, he has 
authored nearly 20 pieces of 
queer-related legislation. 

Leno’s take on the problems 
facing the Castro and other parts 
of the city with respect to en¬ 
croaching chain stores reflects his 


background; Leno has been a 
small businessperson for over 20 
years. “I know first-hand the value 
of neighborhood stores. I voted 
with the residents of the inner 
Sunset against Rite Aid when that 
chain wanted to put a large store 
on the corner of 9th and Lincoln.” 

His concern for small busi¬ 
nesses led him to convene a forum 
last month that included many 
LGBT business owners among the 
100 participants. “The outcome of 
this forum were concrete propos¬ 
als to help small business with 
permitting and licensing, city reg¬ 
ulation, and contracting with the 
city. I am committed to fight for 
our small businesses,” he said. 

Leno said he’s cautious about 
pursuing AIDS clinical studies as 
a city, given the limitation of 
funds. “The city supports the so¬ 
cial services that allow our re¬ 
search facilities and hospitals to 
focus on research,” he said. The 
fact that San Francisco took a 
community-based approach to 
the AIDS epidemic still has ad¬ 
vantages, given the vitality of the 
nonprofit sector, he added. 

Regarding the issue of pan¬ 
handling in the Castro, Leno said, 
“We cannot allow panhandling to 
bring down the Castro. But as a 
community that has suffered so 
much we must not allow our rel¬ 
ative success in the Castro blind 
us to the needs of those less fortu¬ 
nate.” He supports the MCC-San 
Francisco food program. 

Leno said hate crime laws 
must be enforced. As queers move 
throughout the city, people need 
to be educated, Leno said, while at 


the same time making it clear 
from City Hall through the police 
department, as well as in the 
media and in the streets, that vio¬ 
lence against LGBT persons - or 
anybody - is not acceptable. 

In terms of the ongoing legal 
battle facing proponents of med¬ 
ical marijuana, Leno said he sup¬ 
ports a buyers club in the city if 
it’s operated similar to the one 
that until recently operated in 
Oakland. Depending on the pro¬ 
gram and costs, Leno is support¬ 
ive of allocating city funds for 
such a program. The status of 
medical marijuana in the city has 
been in limbo since Dennis 
Peron’s club was shut down on 
Memorial Day. 

One of the major issues in this 
year’s supervisoral race is the be¬ 
leaguered Muni system. Just about 
every facet is in need of lots of at¬ 
tention and funds, including sen¬ 
sitivity training for employees. 
“Muni must prioritize sensitivity 
training and make it absolutely 
clear that violence by employees 
or passengers will not be tolerat¬ 
ed. A new program, using a CD- 
ROM system of reporting and 
training, looks promising,” Leno 
said. 

Streamlining the workings of 
city government was addressed by 
Leno, who said his small business 
forum was a good starting point. 
“I will work to apply this model to 
other areas of city government,” 
Leno said. In terms of increasing 
communication, Leno said he 
doesn’t think the LGBT commu¬ 
nity takes full advantage of city 
services. “I’m concerned that 


some people, particularly those 
newly arrived, are simply unaware 
of the services available. ... I’m 
looking into the production of a 
brochure and [an] on-line service 
which would identify available 
services and offer easy access to 
them. Our LGBT community 
center will provide this informa¬ 
tion,” Leno said. 

The one thing Leno wants 


queers to know about him? “I 
have great pride in the growth and 
maturation of our community,” 
he said. “Through enormous loss 
and struggle, we have created a 
collective life never known before. 
Imperfect as it is, we continue our 
work learning, sharing, and grow¬ 
ing as we go forward. Being able 
to contribute to that process is a 
privilege.” ▼

Newsom 

I have studied the preliminary 
report of the Mayor’s Summit on 
HIV and AIDS. The report made 
a number of recommendations 
that I hope to follow through if I 
am successful in my election. I be¬ 
lieve that the policy actions of the 
board need to come from the 
community. The people that live, 
work, and study the disease know 
the best ways to deal with it. 

To the extent that San Francis¬ 
co is focused on AIDS/HIV to a 
much greater degree than most 
localities, I believe that we are a 
model. However, we can always be 
more aggressive in our efforts, 
much in the same way that I have 
asked our health department to 
take a more pro-active approach 
towards hepatitis C. I am hopeful 
that the $1.6 million per year 
from projected money from the 
AIDS license plate which I initiat¬ 
ed will provide a “no excuses bud¬ 
get” for our AIDS research. 

Petroni 

In my humble opinion, SF was 
never a model. Such things don’t 
exist in this country. All govern¬ 
ments (federal, state, and city) 
gave up their leadership roles [a] 
long time ago. Yes, we need more 
access to treatments; yes, we need 
more prevention and education; 
yes, we need more housing and 
social services; and yes, we need 
more recognition of the fact that 


the pandemic is far from being re¬ 
solved. The Board of Supervisors 
should take the lead in the strug¬ 
gle against the epidemic. 

Teng 

Yes, I believe the city should 
aggressively pursue AIDS treat¬ 
ments, vaccines, etc. As a former 
medical researcher who worked to 
find the cure for diphtheria, I un¬ 
derstand the urgency and the 
need to pursue all avenues in the 
fight to prevent the spread of 
AIDS and to find a cure. 

Tsai 

Yes, I think San Francisco is 
doing a good job with various 
AIDS services such as prevention 
and education. Funding for more 
research does not come from the 
city, but I think the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors can be a strong advocate 
for more research and studies to 
help combat this important 
health problem. 

Another question put to the candi¬ 
dates concerned what they would 
do to help combat what some 
merchants describe as the in¬ 
creasing problem of panhandling 
in the Castro. 

Brown 

I would support allocating ad¬ 
ditional funding to provide more 
services to the homeless so that 
their needs are addressed more ef¬ 
fectively. 

Casey 

Panhandling in the Castro and 
in many other neighborhoods has 
become a “quality of life” issue 
and a matter of public safety for 
residents and visitors alike. In set¬ 
ting the right tone to what is a 
complex problem, I support a 
“carrot and stick” approach. The 
“carrot” is that we need to ensure

L atina lesbian Lucrecia 
Bermudez is persistent. Last 
year, the immigration rights 
organizer ran unsuccessfully for 
city treasurer and came in a dis¬ 
tant third, getting 8,610 votes; 
now she is making another run, 
for a seat on the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors, after finish¬ 
ing well behind the winners in 
1996. Bermudez is running on a 
progressive left slate and is closely 
allied with newspaper publisher 
Carlos Petroni, who is also a can¬ 
didate for the board. 

“Equality and justice drive our 
philosophy. We are independent 
and decline to state,” she said in her 
B.A.R. questionnaire, when asked 
her political party affiliation. 

Bermudez referred to the plat¬ 
form upon which she, Petroni, 
and other candidates are running. 
In terms of neighborhood quality 
of life issues, the platform calls for 
progressively taxing big corpora¬ 
tions, establishing a tax for com¬ 
muters working in the city who 
earn $150,000 or more annually, 
and withdrawing all city money 
from Bank of America, Wells 
Fargo Bank, and other corporate 
financial institutions. 

“Create a Bank of the City of 
San Francisco, owned and operated 
by the city and run by a board of 
directors, elected by district every 
four years,” the platform stated. 

The platform also calls on mu¬ 
nicipalizing utilities. Additional 
city money from the platform’s 
proposals would be some $830 
million, they calculate, and that 
would be used for a variety of

programs, including development 
of “massive affordable and low 
income housing.” The progressive 
left would also rewrite existing 
housing rental laws to prevent 
owner move-in evictions. Hous¬ 
ing and other benefits for people 
living with AIDS should be signif¬ 
icantly increased. 

Asked how the board can pro¬ 
tect gay and lesbian parents 
against the state’s efforts to deny 
them custody, Bermudez said that 
if elected, she would push for cre¬ 
ating a state of emergency for 
“children’s sake.” That, she said, 
“will permit the city and county 
to protect parents like me, to pre¬ 
vail in custody cases.” 

Bermudez was asked whether 
she thinks the lesbian, gay, bisexu¬ 
al, and transgender (LGBT) com¬ 
munities take full advantage of an 
array of city services. “Every ser¬ 
vice provided by the city should 
benefit all of San Francisco, in¬ 
cluding a massive educating [and] 
information plan. I will engage 
every single media outlet to pro¬ 
vide a city information section,” 
said Bermudez. 

In terms of public transporta¬ 
tion, Bermudez said the platform 
calls for consolidating Muni and 
BART functions in the city under 
a single Department of Trans¬ 
portation, eliminating waste, du¬ 
plication of services, and adminis¬ 
trative overhead. The platform also 



calls for implementation of a poli¬ 
cy initiative approved by voters in 
1993 that requires all city officials 
to take public transportation to 
and from work twice a week. 

Regarding AIDS services and 
prevention efforts in the city, the 
platform states “We must stop the 
AIDS epidemic. 

“Mangers and employees who 
do not work on the front lines of 
the epidemic in public and non¬ 
profit agencies receiving funding 
from the city, or administered by 
the city, will not earn over 40 per¬ 
cent more than essential, front¬ 
line workers, case managers, social 
workers, and care providers. All 
overlapping services will be inte¬ 
grated,” the platform stated. 

Bermudez said she supports 
medical marijuana and establish¬ 
ment of a cannabis buyers club, as 
well as subsidies for those patients 
who could not afford the drug. 

Given there are five incum¬ 
bents running for five seats, the 
challengers were asked which cur¬ 
rent board member, if any, they 
are challenging. “We say the only 
one who deserves to be re-elected 
is Tom Ammiano,” Bermudez said. 

What’s the one thing 
Bermudez wants the LGBT com¬ 
munity to know about her? “That 
I am a Latina lesbian, a non-bio- 
logical mother, independent and 
progressive, and in no way for 
sale.” T

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How candidates would be 
independent from the mayor

O ne of the questions the Bay 
Area Reporter put to the 
candidates for San Francis¬ 
co supervisor concerned how 
much independence a supervisor 
should have from the mayor, and 
how each would maintain that 
independence. Below, in their 
own words, are the responses 
from the candidates who re¬ 
turned the questionnaire. 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano 

Members of the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors are elected to represent 
the people of San Francisco on 
the basis of a sufficient plurality 
of voters agreeing with the phi¬ 
losophy they espouse and the 
positions on issues which a can¬ 
didate articulates and electing 
them to office. As a member of 
the board, I have remained con¬ 
sistent with the positions, points 
of view, and positions on impor¬ 
tant issues that are the basis of 
my civic life and campaign for 
office. The mayor and members 
of the Board of Supervisors are 
not opponents, nor even com¬ 
petitors. They are by the choice 
of the voters, partners with very 
different duties, roles, and re¬ 
sponsibilities in operating city 
government. I take very serious¬ 
ly the important role of a super¬ 
visor to make an independent 
assessment of what needs to be 
done. The mayor is our city’s 
leader, not its monarch. I sup¬ 
port the mayor when his deci¬ 
sions are consistent with the po¬ 
sitions and directions for city 
government which I promised to 
maintain to those who elected 
me. When we disagree, I have no 
problem articulating where or 
why. It does not matter whether 
I like the mayor or he likes me, 
but how well we find mutually 
acceptable ways to effectively 
work together to serve the peo¬ 
ple of San Francisco. 

Lucrecia Bermudez 

A supervisor should be re¬ 
sponsive to its constituency. Dis¬ 
trict elections will help to change 
the current situation. We are not 
being appointed or directed by 
any party or elected official, but 
by the people. 

[In two years, district elec¬ 
tions will be implemented, as ap¬ 
proved by the voters, requiring 
simultaneous elections in all 11 
new districts in the city.] 

Supervisor Amos Brown 

A supervisor needs to be able 
to make his/her own decisions, 
be they for or against the mayor’s 
wishes. I have, and will maintain 
mine [independence] by making 
my own assessments and then 
supporting or withholding sup¬ 
port accordingly. 

Donna Casey 

It is my belief that the Board 
of Supervisors should be inde¬ 
pendent of the mayor, the bu¬ 
reaucracy, lobbyists, and special 
interests. The board should en¬ 
gage in effective oversight of city 
programs to ensure that our tax¬ 
payers’ monies are spent in a 
cost-effective and humane fash¬ 
ion, and the board must engage 
in long-range planning. In my 
case, the mayor has endorsed all 
five incumbents running for 
election, so I don’t owe him any¬ 


thing, and if I am elected, I will 
be independent, provide over¬ 
sight, and promote long-range 
planning and urge my colleagues 
to do likewise. 

Denise D’Anne 

Complete independence from 
the mayor. A supervisor is a rep¬ 
resentative of all the people of 
San Francisco, not the mayor. 

Frederick Hobson 

Each supervisor is responsible 
to all the residents of our city. 
We did not elect them to be part 
of a royal court. They need to 
understand that or step aside. 
Will I be independent? You bet. 

Supervisor Mark Leno 

Supervisors must maintain 
independence to do what they 
believe is right and serves the 
needs of the city. Although I was 
appointed by the mayor, I swore 
an oath to serve the entire city. 
In my few months on the board 
I have differed from the mayor 
on important votes, and expect 
to do so in the future. I voted 
with the citizens living near 
Sutro Tower and against the big 
media powers in the city and to 
have the tower owners complete 
a full dynamic analysis prior to 
adding 10 tons to the tower. I 
also lobbied the mayor on sun¬ 
shine laws, as well as environ¬ 
mental laws. 

Victor Marquez 

I am proud of the fact that I 
have always been an indepen¬ 
dent leader in San Francisco and 
base my decisions on what is 
right, not who is applying the 
political pressure. I respect the 
mayor and all that he has given 
to San Francisco in the past 30 
years of elected service. Howev¬ 
er, we disagree on many issues. 
The Board of Supervisors should 
be an independent body that 
provides checks and balances 
with other governing bodies 
within the city. The board 
should be a voice for the neigh¬ 
borhoods and communities of 
the city. I will maintain my inde¬ 
pendence from the mayor by al¬ 
ways standing up for what is 
right and always standing up to 
tell the truth when the truth 
needs to be told. My commit¬ 
ment is to the people of San 
Francisco and I will always put 
the needs of San Francisco above 
politics. 

Supervisor Gavin Newsom 

I have opposed the mayor on 
several occasions as well as sup¬ 
ported him when I thought it 
was best for San Francisco. I look 
at each piece of legislation inde¬ 
pendently, and thoroughly, be¬ 
fore I decide to support or to op¬ 
pose. If I feel the legislation is 
good/bad for San Francisco, I 
will support/oppose it on its 
merits, not because of who else 
is supporting or opposing. This 
independence gives me a vision 
for San Francisco that some¬ 
times is consistent with the 
mayor and sometimes is not. 

Shawn O’Hearn 

Complete independence from 
the mayor, other supervisors, 
and consultants. I know I must 
work with other supervisors to 
make San Francisco a better 
place but I believe the most im¬ 
portant role currently not being 


done is to bring the opinions, 
views, insights of the voter seri¬ 
ously into the dialogue. I’d 
maintain my independence by 
not being appointed, indebted, 
or otherwise beholden to Mayor 
Brown (or any mayor) and their 
power structure. I’d remain in¬ 
dependent by not taking money 
from people who don’t have the 
best interests of the city in their 
heart. I’d remain independent by 
always keeping my word. 

Carlos Petroni 

Mabel Teng, Amos Brown, 
Mark Leno, and Gavin Newsom 
do not deserve to be elected. 
They all represent the worst of 
the Brown-Burton political ma¬ 
chine. They lack intelligence, in¬ 
dependence, ideas, and will to 
serve the people. They are con 
artists with a title and depend 
entirely on their relationship 
with the mayor or downtown 
businesses. 

Jim Reid 

Supervisors should be totally 
independent from the mayor. I 
will be. 


Tahnee Stair 

My aim as a member of the 
Board of Supervisors would be to 
represent and serve the interests 
of the working people employed, 
unemployed, retired, and on fixed 
incomes. Any time the interests of 
the people are in conflict, corpo¬ 
rate San Francisco, the mayor or 
other city officials, [and] the 
Board of Supervisors should be 
absolutely independent. I am not 
interested in joining any “good 
old boys club” or making deals to 
accomplish legislation. My goal is 
to represent the needs of working 
and poor San Franciscans, and to 
push for full rights for all of us, 
not to appease the downtown 
business community. I believe 
real progressive changes come 
through people’s movements, not 
through crafty politicians. I am 
dedicated to building and sup¬ 
porting movement to fight back 
for people’s rights. 

Supervisor Mabel Teng 

The Board of Supervisors is an 
independent legislative body 
which acts independently of the 
mayor. Each member of the board 


should also act independently, as 
they were elected to do. I was the 
first Chinese American elected to 
the Board of Supervisors without 
prior appointment or mayoral 
support. I have a history of inde¬ 
pendence and the ability to stand 
alone outside the arena of popular 
opinion. My ability to act as a 
coalition and consensus builder 
among my colleagues and among 
community groups and neigh¬ 
borhoods has resulted in the pas¬ 
sage of many pieces of vital legis¬ 
lation. I am proud to say that 
every piece of legislation I have 
sponsored has been passed by the 
Board of Supervisors and signed 
into law by the mayor. 

Rose Tsai 

The purpose of having a mayor 
and a Board of Supervisors is to 
have a system of checks and bal¬ 
ances. The Board of Supervisors 
should always be independent of 
the mayor so that there can be 
healthy debate on issues. Since I 
will be an elected supervisor, as op¬ 
posed to an appointee, I will be ac¬ 
countable only to those who elect¬ 
ed me, and not to the mayor. T

ADAP alert: no 
warning to re-certify

hil Alden is on the AIDS 
||# Drug Assistance Program 
II (ADAP) and went to his 
pharmacy in Redwood City to re¬ 
fill a prescription. Much to his 
surprise, he was denied his HIV 
drugs. Somehow he was no longer 
eligible for ADAP. Actually the 
pharmacist told Alden that he re¬ 
ceived a message from ADAP in¬ 
dicating “policy limits exceeded.” 
Neither he nor his pharmacist 
knew what that meant. Eventual¬ 
ly the pharmacist and Alden 
found out that his ADAP eligibil¬ 
ity had not been re-certified and 
he signed his “Notice to re-enroll” 
and received his 30-day supply of 
drug. “I had no warning. I never 
knew this was coming,” said Alden 
after the problem was resolved. 

Rick S., who lives in Berkeley, 
had a completely different experi¬ 
ence with the re-certification 
process than Alden. The city 
ADAP coordinator informed him 
of the need to re-certify his ADAP 
eligibility long before his pre¬ 
scriptions ran out. He had plenty 
of time to contact his enrollment 
site and complete his re-certifica¬ 
tion process. 

California State ADAP was 
centralized last year, and the 
problems of re-certification of el¬ 
igibility are now cropping up. Be¬ 
fore November 1997, each coun¬ 
ty (or other entity like the city of 
Berkeley) administered its own 
ADAP program. There were 
about 60 different entities and 60 
different formats. In an effort to 
simplify and standardize Califor¬ 
nia ADAP, the state awarded a 
contract to Professional Manage¬ 
ment Development Corporation 
(PMDC). The counties were 
given several months to send in 
their information to PMDC; the 
deadline was November 1, 1997. 
While every ADAP participant 
needs to re-certify each year, dur¬ 
ing the reorganization last year 
many participants’ re-certifica¬ 
tion dates were extended to cover 
the one-year period. So now there 
are many re-certification dates 
coming due. 


The problem with re-certifica¬ 
tion started in September and got 
worse in October. Pharmacies in 
the Castro area indicated that they 
had two to three times the 
amount of ADAP prescription de¬ 
nials in October compared to the 
month before. This problem may 
continue through the end of the 
year. 

Section XX-110-00 Eligibility 
Recertification of the Eligibility 
Guidelines updated on November 
21, 1997 state that PMDC was to 
inform the client and the local 
ADAP coordinator. PMDC Senior 
Vice President Eric Flowers indi¬ 
cated that while the compa¬ 
ny could not contact in¬ 
dividual clients, the 
list was being sent to 
the local ADAP coor¬ 
dinator. Dana Pierce- 
Hedge, California’s chief 
of ADAP, verified that the 
list went out to local 
ADAP coordinators 
and that they were 
responsible to notify 
local sites. 

In San Francisco, the ADAP 
coordinator and Department of 
Public Health employee Herman 
Levias was unaware of the ADAP 
re-certification problem - and, 
when asked whether he would 
start contacting San Francisco res¬ 
idents or enrollment sites about 
the need to re-certify for ADAP, 
said, “It’s not my job.” So it seems 
that San Francisco residents are 
on their own during these next 
few months in regards to re-certi¬ 
fication issues. 

Some tips 

If you are a participant in the 
ADAP program and you receive a 
rejection of a refill, don’t panic. 

Inform the pharmacist that 
you will sign a “notice to re-en¬ 
roll.” The pharmacist then applies 
for an emergency approval. This 
allows you to receive your ADAP 
drugs and lets the pharmacist be 
reimbursed for the prescriptions. 
This may take 24 hours. 

Re-certify your enrollment in 
ADAP. This isn’t done at the phar¬ 
macy, but at one of the ADAP en¬ 
rollment sites. You can go to the 
same enrollment site where you 
originally enrolled for ADAP. You 



will need proof of residency (a 
P.O. box cannot be used) and 
proof of income and will be re¬ 
quired to furnish some medical 
information. You have 30 days, 
but start as soon as you can. 

San Francisco has 21 enroll¬ 
ment sites, but each county is dif¬ 
ferent. Some counties or cities 
only have one site. For more in¬ 
formation about enrollment sites 
near you, or for any questions of 
enrollment and re-certification 
procedures, call PMDC at the toll- 
free number 1 (888) 311-7632. 
The office hours are Monday 
through Friday 9 a.m. to 7 p.m., 
Saturday 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., and 
Sunday 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
You or your pharmacist 
can use this toll-free 
phone number during 
office hours. 

Stay ahead of the 
process. If you haven’t 
re-certified in awhile 
you may want to 
check ahead of time. 
You can call the same 
toll-free number 24 
hours a day to verify you own eli¬ 
gibility. Just use your ADAP iden¬ 
tification number, which is usual¬ 
ly your Social Security number, 
and use the electronic verification 
system. 

Call in your prescription refills 
ahead of time. This gives the 
pharmacists a chance to resolve 
any problems early. The ADAP 
system allows only a three-day 
window for you to pick up the 
medication before you run out, so 
plan ahead. 

Persons who enrolled in the 
ADAP system within the last year 
will be less affected. They should 
have a new ADAP card from the 
centralized system, and the card 
should have the correct expiration 
date. 

To qualify for ADAP, a person 
must be HIV-infected, a resident 
of California, 18 years or older, 
have a valid prescription from a 
California licensed physician, have 
an annual federal adjusted gross 
income below $50,000, and not be 
covered by or eligible for MediCal 
or other third-party payors. If you 
have questions about enrolling in 
the ADAP program, can call 
PMDC’s toll-free number. ▼

HIV strains differ in 
sperm and blood

-f ^ esearchers have discovered 
a key characteristic of AIDS 
1 H viruses. The scientists at St. 
Gall Cantonal Hospital in 
Switzerland and the University of 
North Carolina found that the 
HIV present in the male repro¬ 
ductive organs is not necessarily 
the same as the virus found in the 
rest of the body. 

This discovery may lead to new 
therapeutic strategies: it will no 
longer be sufficient to test for virus¬ 
es in the bloodstream of AIDS car¬ 
riers; it will also have to be ensured 
that all traces have been eliminated 
from the carriers’ sperm. 

The researchers, led by Dr. 
Pietro Vernazza of St. Gall and Dr. 
Joseph Eron of North Carolina, 
began working with a sample of 
44 men who had just been infect¬ 
ed with HIV and who had imme¬ 
diately been given AIDS antiretro¬ 
viral therapy. Among them, the 
researchers identified 11 who had 
a measurable virus count both in 
their sperm and in their blood, 


which suited the purposes of the 
study. In three weeks of testing, 
the scientists found the viruses of 
eight out of 11 volunteers dis¬ 
played variations of resistance to 
one or other of the antiviral 


agents used in the AIDS medica¬ 
tion. Surprisingly, in seven of the 
eight men with resistant viruses, 
the researchers found different 
viral strains in their sperm and in 
their blood. T 


NASA developing 
breast cancer tool

A NASA-Stanford University team is developing a smart probe 
that can be used for breast cancer detection and analysis. The 
probe is designed to “see” a lump, determine by its features if 
it is cancerous, then predict how the disease may progress. 

Researchers say surgeons may be able to insert the computer¬ 
ized tool’s needle-like tip into breast lumps to make instant diag¬ 
noses and long-term cancer predictions. 

“This device will permit us to make real-time, detailed inter¬ 
pretations of breast tissue at the tip of the needle,” said Robert Mah 
of NASA’s Ames Research Center in California. “The instrument 
may allow health care providers to make expert, accurate diagnoses 
as well as to suggest proper, individualized treatment, even in re¬ 
mote areas,” Mah said. T

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Blood on the scarecrow

• t. Matthew, Chapter 26, 

: Verse 31: "Then saith 
Jesus unto them, All ye 
shall be offended because of me 
this night: for it is written, I will 
smite the shepard..." 

“He looked like a scarecrow” 
Where I come from, our 
school colors were orange and 
black, so in a way every day was 
Halloween. Sometimes it even 
approached “Children of the 
Corn” proportions. Every year 
some kid fell into a combine, 
died in a drunken car crash, or 
shot himself in the head. 

The horrid events surround¬ 
ing the homecoming scarecrow 
that mocked Matthew Shepard’s 


death reminded me of my own 
high school experiences. I was 
lucky to avoid a lot of outright 
homophobia, being busy with 
theatre and speech team 
and, yes, even then, cov¬ 
ering sports for the year¬ 
book, but always the 
threat lingered; a carful of 
drunken jocks, a bigot 
with a gun rack. Any time, 
anywhere. 

I don’t think 
Wyoming is as scary a 
place as it’s made out 
to be. I think every 
place is scary. 

St. Matthew 6:47 "And if ye 
salute your brethren only, what 
do ye more than others?" 

Football players on the Uni¬ 


versity of Wyoming (UW) will 
wear decals on their helmets for 
the rest of the season to honor 
Matthew Shepard, the gay stu¬ 
dent who died after he was pis¬ 
tol-whipped, 

* robbed, and lashed 
to a fence last week 
by Russell Henderson. 
Wyoming players wore 
the decals in their game 
against the University of Las 
Vegas last Saturday. The 
1-1/2-square-inch de¬ 
cals feature a yellow 
square with a green 
circle inside. The yel¬ 
low square symbol¬ 
izes nonviolence and the green 
circle signifies peace. 

Symbols like candles and 
silent vigils and bad graphics dif¬ 
fuse the rage and anger and pas¬ 
sion to fight for justice. Yes, I 
went to both San Francisco vigils 
for Matthew Shepard last week, 
because I, like many others, 
needed to. 

The droning pre-election 
platitudes of politicians and 
priests, however, invoked com¬ 
placency, and resignation, obvi¬ 
ously shown by the numbers of 
people who walked away despon¬ 
dent. 

But the intent of the act by 
college football players touched 
me. I wondered about the boys 
sitting around in the locker room 
before a football game, forced to 
remember a little guy who 
wouldn’t even make it to third- 
string. All of them, hopefully, are 
being forced to consider the vio¬ 
lent nature of the macho pecking 
order. 

“He was the kind of guy who 
would just walk into a room and 
people would think he was gay 
just because he was slightly built, 
rather feminine,” said Shepard’s

longtime friend Walter Boulden 
in an interview in the UW news¬ 
paper, the Branding Iron. 

Many of us lived those high 
school and college lives being 
known or assumed gay. Every day 
was a test of survival. 

There’s still a lot of denial 
coming out of Wyoming, and the 
bile-filled mouths of politicians 
complaining about the flag being 
lowered, but what upsets me 
most is the hypocrisy of many in 
our community, who would eas¬ 
ily discount Matthew if they met 
him. I’m sorry to be finger¬ 
pointing so soon into our collec¬ 
tive grieving period, but hey, 
string me up if you don’t like it. 

St. Matthew 26:40 "Inasmuch 
as ye have done it unto one of the 
least of my brethren, ye have 
done it unto me." 

I got a phone call from Gold’s 
Gym reminding me that my one 
year membership ran out. It will 
stay out, because I’m finally okay 
with being a wimp. 

If Matthew Shepard were to 
attempt a workout there, he 
would not get the time of day 
from others, except from the 
clock on the wall, since he lacked 
pecs, and the body to be valued 
worthy enough of a glance from 
many that inhabit that place. 

Among the mail I received 
after my critiques of the Dutch 
“interpretation” of Gay Games 
was a scrawled letter from a 
Gold’s habitue who spewed the 
same hate-filled rhetoric of a 
locker room bully, the same bul¬ 
lies who insult and beat queer 
boys and girls in gym classes 
every day of the week. 

He called me a “wimp” and 
said I wasn’t even a good athlete, 
as if anyone who’s never met me 
could be the judge of that, as if it 
matters. 

What he represents is every 
bit of creatine-soaked bile that 
embodies the worst of gym-ob¬ 
sessed culture - i.e., Castro cul¬ 
ture - that is embodied in ads in 
every fag rag, including this one, 
in the gay world that only offers 
queer kids alcohol, phone sex, or 
the pornographized version of 
themselves. 

It is ads and gyms, and people 
like the letter scrawler, that dis¬ 
miss and eviscerate the wimp in 
all of us, the small frail kid who 
was Matthew Shepard. 

The twisted combination of 
homoerotic marketing and ho¬ 
mophobic lingo confuses a na¬ 
tion of teens who are our sup¬ 
posed sex symbols, yet who are 
afraid to even go to gym class. 

As Abercrombie & Fitch ads 
cater to our fantasies about 
teenagers, and mags like Out and 
Genre and target-marketers like 
Rivendell Marketing thank them 
from the bottom of their pockets 
for imagery that makes gang rape 
“kewl!” 

If Matthew Shepard were to 
walk into your gym, or your bar, 
he would be discounted as a 
twink. Most of you wouldn’t 
even look at him twice. And if he 


was a runaway begging for 
change, you’d avoid him, or trip 
over him, or hit him, like Castro 
shop owners have done. You 
wouldn’t even know about info 
leading to the arrest of his bash¬ 
ers because you’re too busy 
scraping free speech off tele¬ 
phone poles. 

Your Castro is tidy, alright. 
Mop up the blood. You have one 
minute to speak. Disperse quiet¬ 
ly, or else. 

St. Matthew 26:14, 15, 16 
"Then one of the twelve, called 
Judas Iscariot, went unto the 
chief priests, and said unto them, 
What will you give me, and I will 
deliver him unto you? And they 
covenanted with him for thirty 
pieces of silver." 

The Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation (GLAAD) 
has received over $100,000 from 
the Coors Foundation for its 
“Sexual Orientation in the Work¬ 
place” training program. 

“I think we’re partnering with 
a company that’s really changed.” 
GLAAD Deputy Director Jason 
Heffner told a gay paper. I used 
to get arrested at ACT UP demos 
with Jason in the days when peo¬ 
ple had integrity. 

The Coors Foundation, and its 
closely-related Castle Rock Foun¬ 
dation have a history of barely 
disguising their financial contri¬ 
butions to far right wing groups, 
many of which avidly fight pro¬ 
gay legislation. Since August, the 
Coors Foundation has donated 
almost $40,000 to Republican 
politicians, all of whom support 
anti-gay legislation. 

Colorado-based Christian 
Fundamentalist Promise Keep¬ 
ers, launched in 1990 by former 
University of Colorado football 
coach Bill McCartney, last year 
received $50,000 from Castle 
Rock. And it wasn’t to put anti¬ 
hate decals on helmets. 

Two Saturdays ago, while 
Matthew lay dying in a hospital 
bed, the champagne-swilling rich 
folk at the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign glad-handed with well-in¬ 
tentioned celebrities. I’m sure the 
strategists are already busy scrib¬ 
bling a fundraising letter, asking 
for more of our dollars to fund 
their parties to pay off politicians 
like New York City’s heinous Re¬ 
publican A1 D’Amato. 

Some of you go to these events, 
and think you’re doing something 
good with your money. I seriously 
question that. I question the apa¬ 
thy of the people lined up outside 
Castro discos, impatiently waiting 
for a drink, while our silent march 
passed them by. 

“A single heinous act has 
taken away our safety and sense 
of security,” said Shannon 
Rexroat, editor-in-chief of the 
UW Branding Iron. “We live in 
the Equality State. That means 
nothing to me anymore.” 

Well, Shannon, at least the 
“dumb jocks” on your football 
team did something, which is 
more than I can say for a lot of 
people here in Gay Mecca. ▼ 
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Supreme Court rejects 
another ‘Don’t Ask’ case

,-v f. he Supreme Court has again 
refused to review the latest 
§! in a long series of cases chal¬ 
lenging the military’s “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell” (DADT) restrictions 
on gays in the armed services. 

In each case, the lower courts 
have supported the military’s 
right to implement the policy. 
The Supreme Court, however, has 
repeatedly refused to hear argu¬ 
ment on the issue. 

On Monday, October 19, the jus¬ 
tices rejected the challenge of former 
Lieutenant Tracy Thorne, who was 
forced out of the Navy after an¬ 
nouncing he was gay on the ABC 


News program Nightline in 1992. 

Thorne’s Nightline appearance 
occurred during the presidential 
election, when then-candidate 
Bill Clinton proposed that gays 
and lesbians should be allowed to 
serve in the military. 

After his announcement, a 
board of inquiry recommended 
Thorne be discharged. However, he 
was merely placed on inactive duty. 

The DADT doctrine was en¬ 
acted by Congress in 1993, and 
reflected a compromise reached 
among President Clinton, the De¬ 
fense Department, and senior 
members of Congress. 

Although the doctrine does 
not bar homosexuals from the 
service, and it does bar comman¬ 
ders from asking their subordi¬ 


nates about their sexual orienta¬ 
tion, it also says service members 
cannot announce that they are 
homosexual. 

After the enactment of the 
doctrine, Thorne was recalled to 
active duty, and he told his com¬ 
mander that his sexual orienta¬ 
tion would not interfere with his 
duty. But once again the Navy 
called Thorne before a board in¬ 
quiry, this time under DADT. 

After his discharge, Thorne 
filed suit in federal court in Vir¬ 
ginia, saying the doctrine violated 
the constitutional protections of 
free speech, free association and 
equal protection under the law. 

On Monday, the Supreme 
Court refused to review a lower 
court ruling in favor of the Navy. ▼

if they were unaware or what, but 
nobody came to my aid.” 

Gruebel, who was also the sub¬ 
ject of a B.A.R. story when he was 
attacked seven years ago this 
month, was prepared with a whis¬ 
tle. “When they started kicking me 
I blew my whistle, and they just 
scattered,” he said. “I’m so glad 
Hank Wilson started that whistle 
campaign in 1983.” 

Gruebel lauded recent com¬ 
munity efforts to encourage all 
gays and lesbians to carry whistles 
for self-defense. “Hank tried to get 
that program started again about 
six months ago,” he said. “I hadn’t 
seen him in a long time, and I 
bumped into him and he just 
handed me a new whistle.” 

Gruebel said he feared the men 
who pushed him to the ground 
were inspired by the highly publi¬ 
cized Wyoming case, where two 
men fatally beat Shepard. Al¬ 
though that case has resulted in 


nationwide calls for hate crimes 
legislation, it has apparently 
prompted some “copycat” attacks 
as well, including an incident after 
a Shepard rally in St. Cloud, Min¬ 
nesota in which two unidentified 
men reportedly beat and cut a les¬ 
bian while making homophobic 
slurs. 

“You know how these kinds of 
things can seem to follow each 
other? What’s coming could be a 
storm, I think,” Gruebel said. “I 
hope not. I hope we don’t have to 
worry about it getting worse.” 

After his attackers fled the scene, 
Gruebel was relieved to board his 
bus for home. Later, he called police 
to report the crime. According to 
hate crime experts, it is crucial for 
victims to come forward, because 
reporting is frequently the only 
thing that prevents others from 
being attacked. T

The presence of homeless peo¬ 
ple and panhandlers on the streets 
of the Castro is part of a compli¬ 
cated social problem. Homeless 
people are often dealing with men¬ 
tal illness and addiction. While 
poverty is not a crime, aggressive 
panhandling sometimes violates 
existing laws and these laws need 
to be enforced so that people will 
feel safe on the streets. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the prevailing social atti¬ 
tude is often that this is acceptable 
behavior, while in reality it intimi¬ 
dates many people who live and 
shop in the neighborhood. 

While city services can do 
something to deal with the un¬ 
derlying problems involved here, 
we also need to coordinate with 
neighboring cities ... so that San 
Francisco does not have to bear 
the brunt of this predicament. I 
also advocate building more per¬ 
manent housing in the city so that 
people who are lower income can 
afford a place to live. T

Lyles said the second attack 
against Colton, the vandalizing of 
his car while it was parked in his 
neighborhood, took place 
Wednesday, October 14. The po¬ 
lice officer would not describe the 
damage to the car, or whether 
there was any evidence that the 
incident was connected to the ear¬ 
lier assault, because he said it 
would jeopardize the case. 

While the ongoing harass¬ 
ment has been a harrowing expe¬ 
rience for Colton, the response 
from his community has been 
gratifying. 

Shortly after the assault, 160 
students and school staff turned 
out for the first meeting of a 
Gay/Straight Alliance at San 
Marin High School, according to 
Liz Kalmanson, the youth activi¬ 
ties coordinator for Spectrum, 
Marin’s gay and lesbian center. 
Colton and two staff advisers had 
begun organizing the alliance ear-

tients had a constitutional right to 
use marijuana to prevent pain 
and suffering. The judge said he 
was not convinced that CBC 
members faced “imminent harm” 
due to the closure of the club. 

CBC leaders had sought a jury 
trial because they believe that a 
jury would have been sympathet¬ 
ic to the club and its clients. Al¬ 
though Proposition 215 was 
passed by a majority of the state’s 
voters two years ago, it has no ef¬ 
fect on federal laws against mari¬ 
juana distribution. CBC Executive 
Director Jeff Jones stated that “the 
voters of the state of California 
have had their votes nullified 
today.... I feel saddened to be an 
American.” 

Breyer originally told the CBC 
that it must shut down by October 
16, but then gave the club a three- 
day reprieve. However, the CBC 
could not forestall the inevitable. 
On Monday, two justices from the 
federal Ninth Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals denied a request to allow the 
club to stay open while its appeal 
is pending. The closure is the out¬ 
come of a suit filed last January by 
the federal government against the 
CBC and five other Northern Cal¬ 
ifornia medical marijuana buyers 
clubs. With the CBC’s closure, only 
two of those clubs remain in oper¬ 
ation. 

The CBC closed its doors 


lier this year. 

“People came because they 
were so horrified that this hate 
crime had occurred. They wanted 
to do something about it,” said 
Kalmanson. 

In addition, the counselor and 
vice principal who had helped or¬ 
ganize the alliance went to every 
class in the school to tell them 
about the attack and the $1,000 
reward. 

And, as the reward indicates, 
the Novato Police Department is 
determined to find Colton’s tor¬ 
mentors. 

“The police have made it real¬ 
ly clear that this is a priority for 
them,” remarked Kalmanson. 

Meanwhile, Spectrum has 
been assisting several other local 
schools in starting gay/straight al¬ 
liances, including Redwood High 
School in Corte Madera, Tamal- 
pais High School in Mill Valley, 
Drake High School in San Ansel- 
mo and the College of Marin in 
Kentfield. 

Colton declined to be inter¬ 
viewed for this story. ▼ 


Monday afternoon, just ahead of 
the deadline for federal marshals 
to move in and forcibly shut the 
club. Some 40 people rallied in 
protest of the closure. 

Jones called the club a “model 
of community-based patient 
care,” and said that the govern¬ 
ment “offers no alternative” to 
sick patients. Oakland city Coun- 
cilmember Nate Miley concurred, 
saying that the CBC “has been 
very well operated. It’s run like a 
clinic.” He added that supporters 
of the club “just don’t understand 
why the federal government 
would push so hard to shut down 
an operation that has been run so 
professionally.” 

Miley proposed that the coun¬ 
cil adopt a state of emergency that 
would allow the city to distribute 
medical cannabis. That was the 
action voted on Tuesday night be¬ 
fore a packed council meeting. 

According to Jones, Breyer’s 
decision will have “a devastating 
impact on our patients. Closing 
the cooperative will force patients 
with AIDS, cancer, and other de¬ 
bilitating diseases to turn to street 
dealers for the medicine they 
need.” 

CBC leaders have vowed to 
continue to serve those who need 
medical marijuana, including 
those who use the herb to help 
stimulate their appetite to prevent 
wasting, relieve the effects of nau¬ 
sea due to chemotherapy, or re¬ 
duce high eye pressure related to 
glaucoma. ▼

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y goal in writing Witchcraft and 
the Gay Counterculture was to 
create a better society,” says, ac¬ 
tivist, historian, and philoso¬ 
pher Arthur Evans of the radi¬ 
cal gay history published 20 years ago by Fag 
Rag Books and still in print today. “Every 
sentence in the book has a political edge to 
it. Some people view that as a weakness; I 
view it as a great strength.” 

Evans’ tone on this recent afternoon 
in his tidy Upper Haight Street apart¬ 


ment, where he has lived since the mid-’70s, is 
one of both aggressive pride and bold defi¬ 
ance. No doubt he has his critics in mind 
when he touts his own work’s determined bias 
and intentional lack of neutral “objectivity.” 

Though the first and undoubtedly most fa¬ 
mous and influential of Evans’ three books to 
date (the others being The God of Ecstasy in 
1988 and Critique of Patriarchal Reason in 
1997), Witchcraft, which painstakingly docu¬

Todd Solondz risks ‘Happiness’ 


A filmmaker’s second feature is always a potential mine¬ 
field. Great directors from Orson Welles (The Mag¬ 
nificent Ambersons) to Stephen Soderberg (Kafka) 
have stumbled — big-time. But writer/director Todd 
Solondz established with his first film, Welcome to the Doll¬ 
house, that he was not your average auteur; and with the re¬ 
lease of his new black comedy, Happiness, we get to see just how 
different he is. Any mainstream motion picture with two cum 
shots is definitely pushing the envelope. 

Most critics will love Happiness, but audiences may find 
Solondz’ comedic take on America’s emotional and sexual dys¬ 
function to be rather strong stuff. Spread out over two hours 


and twenty minutes, Happiness unfolds via an episodic plot 
structure. The sun-drenched shores of a Florida retirement 
community alternate with suburban New Jersey as the back¬ 
drop for Solondz’ comedic meditation on the disparate lives of 
the three Jordan sisters and their parents. Each of the charac¬ 
ters is the center of his or her own problematic universe, but 
the orbit of the supporting planets is clearly spinning out of 
control. 

The shy, neurotic Joy (Jane Adams) still lives in the New Jer¬ 
sey home her parents abandoned upon retirement. A failure at 
almost everything, Joy is an irritation to both her over-achiev-

H J| 1 hy did no-one tell us that 
the opening scene of 
great gay film director 
Sergei Eisenstein’s masterpiece 
The Battleship Potemkin featured 
a bevy of humpy bare-chested 
Russian sailors bedding down for 
the night in their hammocks 
below decks? It’s a vision in com¬ 
radeship! After the captain verbal¬ 
ly abuses one of the shirtless salts 
in his bed, the poor sailor confides 
to his mates tearfully, “There’s 
only so much a man can take!” 

This was one of the revelations 
of the San Francisco Symphony’s 
concert last week in which the or¬ 
chestra, conducted by that hand¬ 
some Alasdair Neale, accompa¬ 
nied Potemkin with a score hob¬ 
bled together by pieces of 
Shostakovich symphonies. It 
was all very Russian; it put hair on 
our chests. The men-in-ham- 
mocks scene put us in mind of 
our favorite Wayland Jennings 
and Madam joke, in which 
Madam remarks: “This man told 
me he wanted to make love to me 
in the worst possible way. I said, 
‘What way is that — standing up 
in a hammock?”’ 

Okay, it’s not exactly like we 
were jacking off during the 
Potemkin screening, not 
like Derek Jacobi as 
English painter Francis 
Bacon in John May- 
bury’s brilliant biopic 
Love Is the Devil , but we 
did have something like 
an orgasm of artistic 
joy during the fa¬ 
mous Odessa steps 
sequence. The baby 
in the runaway 
pram sure is going for the ride of 
his little life, careening towards a 
certain deadline, and we related all 
over the place. 

Plugged for the last time 

If you missed the Bob Mould 
show at the Fillmore last Tuesday, 
October 13th, then you missed 
your last chance to see the veter¬ 
an gay singer/songwriter/gui¬ 
tarist do a plugged-in show with 
a full band. From here on out, the 
37-year-old punk rocker intends 
to play live sparingly, doing only 
the “intimate solo acoustic” thing 
at that. 

“I don’t want to be up there at

50 trying to rock out, with a bad 
back or something,” Mould says in 
his current press kit. “I really enjoy 
[playing with a band], 
but I don’t want it to be¬ 
come a parody.” 

And while we 
would love to say 
that ol’ Bob put in a 
spirited, lively perfor¬ 
mance for his last rock 
tour, the sold-out show 
at the Fillmore was 
actually quite lack¬ 
luster. Looking 
paunchy and tired, 
Mould ran through 
the motions, playing songs from 
his four solo albums, including 
the just-released The Last Dog and 
Pony Show. Fans who were hoping 
for surprises in the guise of old 
Hiisker Dii or Sugar songs left 
disappointed. All in all, it’s proba¬ 
bly a good thing that Mould is 
leaving behind loud rock music 
— his solo acoustic show last year 
came off as much more immedi¬ 
ate and impressive.

Jp& ; ome performance artists 
take an in-your-face ap¬ 
proach. Tim Miller is more 
in your lap. 

During My Queer Body, his 
rambling but inviting work at 
New Conservatory Theatre, 
Miller may erupt in anger, but a 
comforting verbal cuddle is never 
far away. Sometimes he asks the 
audience to cuddle him, enlisting 
a couple of theater-goers to stroke 
his chest as he recalls past hurts or 
by finding a sympathetic lap in 
which to sit as he rails about the 
brutal gay-bashing in Wyoming. 
That Miller is naked by the time 
he takes refuge in that lap seems 
more sweet than shocking. 

Of course, this is an audience 
already in tune with Miller. If, say, 
Jesse Helms had taken a wrong 
turn on his way to see A Tree 
Grows in Brooklyn in the adjacent 
theater, his adjectives certainly 
would not include “sweet” and 
“inviting.” It was the senator from 
North Carolina, of course, who 
led the assault on the National 
Endowment for the Arts for its 
funding of “perverted artists” like 
Miller, whose politically motivat¬ 
ed unfunding in 1990 began a se¬ 
ries of lawsuits that wound up in 
the Supreme Court. 

Miller doesn’t mention his 
reputation as of one of the “NEA 
Four,” though his disdain for such 
politicians as Ronald Reagan, 
George Bush, Trent Lott and Pete 
Wilson is clear enough. Miller has 
more on his mind than politics, 
telling us at the outset that we 
should think of this show as a 
“psycho-sexual scavenger hunt.” It 
is Miller’s own hunt, beginning 
with his discovery of gay love at 
17 and continuing through his 
anger and confusion at lovers 
dead and brutalized before imag¬ 
ining a future where the first black 
lesbian President of the United 
States names him the country’s 
Performance-Art Laureate. 

He shares in imaginative detail 
his first date with another boy as 
they see Zefferelli’s Romeo and 
Juliet, and later the spiritual jour¬ 
ney that follows a violent political 
protest against Gov. Wilson. 
Miller combines these rooted-in- 
reality reminiscences with fantasy 
embellishments that are evocative 
even when they sometimes risk 
becoming precious. But Miller 
regularly acknowledges perfor¬ 
mance-art pretensions, punctur¬ 
ing them with asides to the audi¬ 
ence that prevent nervous ener¬ 
gies from building. 

Miller has a lot on his mind, 
and the pieces that make up My 
Queer Body don’t necessarily cre¬ 
ate a whole that is neat and tidy. 
But Miller is both a passionate 
and engaging performer, and the 
opening-night audience was will¬ 
ing to go along for the ride — and 
even share its lap. ▼

less poverty in Jamaica. Dawn- 
Elin Fraser plays eager Lou, who 
signs on without reservation, 
while Andrea K. Harris plays the 
skeptical Lyla, who wisely dis¬ 
trusts Bridie’s mentoring sinceri¬ 
ty. The versatile actresses also play 
other “mules” at different points 
in their careers, as well as various 
denizens of London’s back streets 
in an array of short scenes. It’s an 
episodic structure that could sti¬ 
fle momentum, but one that di¬ 
rector Wynter and set and cos¬ 
tume designer Evin Sanna Olsen 
have imaginatively used to en¬ 
hance the production. All of the 
wigs, costumes and props that the 
cast will eventually need at first 
look like part of the scenery, and 
they are grabbed from pillars and 
mannequins for quick changes fu¬ 
eled with the energy of throbbing 
dance performances. 

That energy is most abundant 
in the first act, as the recruits get 
their first tastes of a heady new 
world. The tones change in the 


second act as realities and calami¬ 
ties set in, but the dissipating 
charge that at first invigorated the 
characters also affects the audi¬ 
ence as Pinnock grows more 
thoughtful but less bracing as the 
play continues. She also intro¬ 
duces moments of stylistic confu¬ 
sion, creating absurdist scenes 
amid the general realism, and by 
having a character directly ad¬ 
dress the audience with hard-core 
messages. 

In the end, Mules gets it kick 
from the playwright’s empathetic 
embrace of her characters, from 
the director’s robust production, 
and most of all, from the three ac¬ 
tresses’ dynamic work. They look 
like they’re enjoying themselves, 
and they should. This is a special 
showcase. ▼

Out on video 


lthough its prosaic title 
, doesn’t promise much vi- 
vacity for its subject matter, 
Mules produces a kind of swing- 
ing-’60s spirit in its story of im¬ 
poverished women who become 
drug-runners. In the first act, es¬ 
pecially, playwright Winsome 
Pinnock and director Diane Wyn¬ 
ter suggest a mod world of flashy 
fashions, champagne, and dis¬ 
cotheques that looks like libera¬ 
tion to these women, but of 
course, turns out to be otherwise. 

The Magic Theatre is opening 
its 31st season with this British 
import, a play commissioned by a 
theater that specializes in working 
with and performing for women 
prisoners and ex-prisoners. Pin¬ 
nock is something of a comer on 
the London scene, where she was 
a rare black female playwright to 
be produced by the Royal Nation¬ 
al Theatre, and she displays an 
often vivid and wry voice in the 
sometimes uneven Mules. 

The play also provides a stun¬ 
ning showcase for three Bay Area 
actresses who play 12 characters 
with confident panache. But each 
of the three has a key character 
among their multiple stage per¬ 
sonas who guides the plot. 

For Tina Marie Murray, it is 
Bridie, who climbed from a Ja¬ 
maican ghetto to become the styl¬ 
ish den mother to a stable of 
“mules,” the slang term for the 
desperate women she recruits to 
carry drugs across international 
borders. The play looks at several 
of Bridie’s girls, and how they 
have been seduced by promises of 
the high life, but focuses mainly 
on a pair of sisters living in hope-

Live Flesh, written and directed

ay Director Pedro Almod¬ 
ovar is once again all dressed 
up with no place to go in his 
latest foray into the lives of con¬ 
temporary Madrilenos. Although 
you can count on him to strip at 
least one of his handsome actors 
down to the live flesh (in this case 
it is the adorable Liberto Rabal as 
Victor), the director once again fo¬ 
cuses on flash and sacrifices con¬ 
tent. His story of several romantic 
triangles, a paraplegic cop, and a 
tragic shooting results mostly in a 
mish-mash, with a bit of anti-fas¬ 
cist philosophy thrown in gratu¬ 
itously. It is a pity that Live Flesh 
does not live up to the promise of 
its memorable, hysterical, opening 
scene, in which the lead character 
is born, in a Tom Jones-Yike flash¬ 
back, on a Madrid city bus. 

The Object of My Affection, writ¬ 
ten by Wendy Wasserstein, di¬ 
rected by Nicholas Hytner; re¬

The best that can be said about 
Object of My Affection is that it 
does not indulge in gay stereo¬ 
types. Paul Rudd plays it fairly 
“straight” as George, the young, 
gay teacher who falls in love with

his straight roommate, Nina (Jen¬ 
nifer Anston). And thank God, 
there is not a “conversion” scene... 
although we come perilously 
close. Alas, the film amounts to 
little more than Gay Sociology for 
Dummies, and George is allowed 
only one chaste kiss with the ob¬ 
ject of his lust. Anston is a whinier 
version of her Rachel on TV’s 
Friends, although she does get to 
use the f-word and give the audi¬ 
ence a much better idea than 
usual of what her breasts look 
like. The one bona fide gay actor, 
Nigel Hawthorne, is wasted in his 
role of Old Queen as Unrequited 
Lover. The humorless screenplay 
(relieved occasionally by the 
one-liners of Allison Janney as the 
catty stepsister Constance) ad¬ 
vances gay cinema only baby step 
beyond 1982’s Making Love. ▼

bian pagans by Christians and 
others, has never been regarded 
seriously by mainstream schol¬ 
ars, not even by those who are 
gay or lesbian. 

Not that Evans has ever 
sought mainstream recognition 
or praise. On the contrary, he 
has always relished working out¬ 
side academia. But operating in 
near isolation can be a lonely 
endeavor, bound at times to ran¬ 
kle even the most stalwart mis¬ 
anthrope. 

Never has Evans harbored 
any great love for mankind. 
Which is not to say that, as an 
openly gay man, he hasn’t loved 
specific men, and maybe even 
certain classes of men (likely 
those who live up to his rigorous 
ethical standards, or whose mar¬ 
ginalized existence as victims of 
persecution exempts them from 
critique). But for men in gener¬ 
al, Evans holds a great contempt. 

The males of our species, 
Evans has averred both in his 
writings and in numerous con¬ 
versations with this writer over 
the years, are responsible for 
most of the ills of this world. 
The term he utters repeatedly 
with special contempt is “patri¬ 
archy,” generally coupled with 
industrialism, militarism, and 
organized religion, especially 
Christianity. 

When such man-made insti¬ 
tutions “were used to suppress 
what was called witchcraft and 
heresy” in Medieval Europe, in¬ 
sists Evans, they “actually creat¬ 
ed the grounds for reinforcing 
misogyny and homophobia in 
the modern world.” 

Midnight hags 

Those who have delved into 
Evans’ Witchcraft understand 
very well that the image of “mid¬ 
night hags” hunched over stew 
pots, muttering “double, double 
toil and trouble; fire burn and 
cauldron bubble,” is not merely 
Shakespearean artistic license. 
Rather, that sort of prejudiced 
characterization stems directly 


Christians over the course of 
centuries to wipe paganism off 
the face of the earth. 

The people who came to be 
called witches in Medieval Eu¬ 
rope were believers in pagan 
gods. They practiced ancient 
agrarian rituals and celebrated 
human sexuality, including ho¬ 
mosexuality. For this affront to 
the monolithic, sexphobic, and 
harshly intolerant Christian 
church, according to Evans, they 
paid a dear price. 

“The term ‘witchcraft,’” says 
Evans, “originally derived from 
‘wicca,’ a word that meant 
knowledge of craft or skill. A 
witch was a woman, or some¬ 
times a man, who was skilled in 
the craft of communicating with 
the powers of nature, of conjur¬ 
ing them up. This could be good 
or evil, depending on the inten¬ 
tions of the practitioner. How¬ 
ever, from the Christian point of 
view, it was all evil. They viewed 
it as a form of heresy, the han¬ 
kering after false gods.” 

Particularly repugnant to the 
Christians was homosexuality, 
adds Evans: “A lot of the people 
accused of heresy were accused 
because of their sexual practices, 
not primarily because they were 
advocating heretical dogmas.” 

In a time when conservative 
gay Catholics like Andrew Sulli¬ 
van hold sway in the gay com¬ 
munity, preaching the gospel of 
assimilation while an adoring 
gay choir sings the virtues of Pu¬ 
ritanism, writing about witches 
in relation to queer people still 
sounds, well, radical, and radi¬ 
cals these days are an endan¬ 
gered breed of political animal. 

Yet a surprisingly large num¬ 
ber of queer people have not only 
read Evans’ book, but taken to 
heart many of its historical 
lessons. So profound has been the 
volume’s influence over the years, 
Witchcraft has assumed a place of 
primary importance in the annals 
of gay and lesbian history. 

By the time Evans started 
work on Witchcraft during his 
first years in San Francisco, he 
had already established his radi¬ 
cal gay credentials as an activist 
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in New York City. He joined the 
radical Gay Liberation Front 
soon after the Stonewall upris¬ 
ing, where he and friends 
formed the Radical Study Group 
to examine the historical roots 
of sexism and homophobia. 

“We didn’t have queer theory 
in those days,” says Evans. “We 
had something better: gay ac¬ 
tivism. I’m not a queer theorist, 
I’m a gay activist, and proud of 
it!” 

Soon after, Evans and others 
founded the militant Gay Activists 
Alliance, where they engaged in 
“zaps”— non-violent, face-to- 
face confrontations with homo¬ 
phobes in positions of authority. 

Sodom and SF 

Eventually Evans wearied of 
urban life and politics, so he and 
his second lover, Jacob 
Schraeter, left New York in 1972 
to live in a small wooded settle¬ 
ment outside Seattle that they 
named New Sodom. After two 
years in the commune, Evans 
and Schraeter moved to San 
Francisco, where Evans was to 
make his most lasting contribu¬ 
tions to gay culture. 


“In 1975 I helped create a 
group in this room Called the 
Faery Circle of San Francisco,” 
says Evans. “We held rituals, try¬ 
ing to evoke the pagan sensibili¬ 
ty of nature and sex.” 

As he soon discovered, simi¬ 
lar gatherings were taking place 
— by coincidence — across the 
country, with queer pagan 
groups in New Mexico, Wash¬ 
ington state, and Texas. 

“For the most part we were 
independent flowers popping 
out of the soil,” Evans laughs. “It 
was a really wonderful sponta¬ 
neous outburst.” 

Participants in the Faery Cir¬ 
cle were the first to buy and read 
Witchcraft when it was pub¬ 
lished in 1978. The book got a 
further boost after 1979, when 
Harry Hay and friends formed 
“a gathering of radical faeries.” 
Soon, large regional faery gath¬ 
erings were taking place around 
the country, with Evans’ book 
being widely read by the partic¬ 
ipants. 

“The book reaches far be¬ 
yond faeriedom,” says Evans, “ei¬ 
ther my early vision of it, or 
Harry Hay’s. The central theme 


of the book, and one that I think 
makes it relevant to every gener¬ 
ation of lesbian and gay men, is 
its insistence that being gay is 
not just an isolated fact hanging 
in the air. Being gay has spiritu¬ 
al and historical implications. 
When you create for yourself a 
lesbian or gay identity, you are 
creating meaning and history. 
Your sex life is not just some¬ 
thing that you do in the dark in 
a corner, unconnected with 
value and meaning. It’s one of 
the avenues into your humanity, 
history, and spirituality. That is 
the cornerstone of everything 
I’ve ever written.” ▼ 


A celebration of the 20th 
anniversary of Arthur Evans’ 
Witchcraft and the Gay 
Counterculture will take place 
at 3 p.m.

\ l enchanting operas ever writ¬ 
ten. With good reason it has been 
called “the most French of French 
operas” — which is also why 
Manon, like all of her cousins ex¬ 
cept Carmen, is generally dis¬ 
missed by the U.S. operatic estab¬ 
lishment as being vapid and in¬ 
consequential. Nonsense. It’s just 
that to really work, French opera 
depends on singers and conduc¬ 
tors who can convey an all-but- 
forgotten sense of style without 
degenerating into simpering sac¬ 
charine. When the San Francisco 
Opera presented its first perfor¬ 
mance of Manon in over a decade 
last Thursday, the largely American 
cast gave it the old college try, but 
the results remained firmly in Des 
Moines rather than Paris. Only 
veteran Michel Senechal as the old 
Guillot seemed able to convey all 
that his role was really about. 

One of the major problems in 
presenting operas like Manon is 
that their world is so totally for¬ 
eign to ours. Just take the charac¬ 
ter of Manon herself. Vocal de¬ 
mands aside (and those require¬ 
ments are considerable), she is 
someone more likely to be truly 
understood in the gay world than 
in our culture at large. Manon is 
really a Boy who needs a Daddy. 
She is charming, in love with her 
own joy at all the possibilities the 
world offers, and she wants it all. 

American society has no use 
for genuine charm; the word is 


often used as a polite synonym for 
“empty” or “shallow.” But Webster 
defines charm as “a trait that fas¬ 
cinates, allures or delights... com¬ 
pelling attractiveness.” A Daddy 
understands this. While most 
Americans would dismiss Manon 
as a self-centered little gold-dig¬ 
ger, a Daddy, like a Frenchman in 
the Belle Epoque, understands 
that a Boy has much to offer, and 
values the Boy for who he is. The 
tragedy of Manon is that she and 
another Boy (Des Grieux) cannot 


stay away from each other, and 
Des Grieux is not mature enough 
to be able to deal with her. 

Local favorite Ruth Ann Swen¬ 
son offered a fully committed, 
well-rounded portrait of Manon. 
She was constantly reacting to 
everyone on stage and deeply im¬ 
mersed in her character. Her voice 
itself is a natural for the role, 
though last Thursday many of her 
high notes were surprisingly ef¬ 
fortful, missing their usual “ping,” 
and her pitch sometimes tended 
to stray. But once past the Cours- 
la-Reine scene, she seemed to 
relax and was more persuasive. 
Swenson gave a good, solid imita¬ 


tion of Manon, rather than being 
Manon. The ingredients are there, 
but the total results — as yet — 
are not. 

Use of head 

The instincts of her Des 
Grieux, Jerry Hadley, were solid. 
He understands the use of head 
voice to caress a phrase and se¬ 
duce a soprano, but actually doing 
so on Thursday was impossible. 
Repeatedly Hadley’s voice simply 
came apart on stage. His perfor¬ 


mance was so painful, so off- 
pitch, and so at odds with his con¬ 
ception of the role that I asked the 
pressroom attendant if Hadley 
was ill. I was told no. 

Manon’s cousin, Lescaut, was 
Rodney Gilfrey. His blustery, ill- 
sung performance could have 
been bettered by probably half a 
dozen current or recent Adler Fel¬ 
lows. Peggy Kriha Dye was a 
sparkling, radiant-sounding 
Poussette, and her fellow “actress¬ 
es,” played by Tammy Jenkins and 
Pamela Dillard, were delightful. 
Julius Rudel conducted an overly 
loud, ensemble-challenged, nu¬ 
ance-free performance. Which is 


a shame, because Manon is an 
opera in which all the nuances 
should add up to riveting, entic¬ 
ing characters who so completely 
seduce an audience that it actual¬ 
ly weeps with Des Grieux at the 
end. Thursday I was distressingly 
dry-eyed. 

The SF Opera dedicated these 
Manons to the memory of former 
General Director Terrence A. 
McEwen. One of McEwen’s fa¬ 
vorite sopranos was Bidu Sayao, a 


truly great Manon, as we can still 
hear from her recordings of the 
arias (on Sony and elsewhere) and 
two live broadcasts of the com¬ 
plete opera from the Met (on 
Naxos and Valhall.) McEwen knew 
greatness when he heard it. ▼

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SF Opera season on CDs , part II 

Divas on disc

ecommending compact 

* :•*** discs for the second half of 
M % the San Francisco Opera 
season is no easy task. Problems of 
musicology, diva worship, and 
just plain un-listenability obliter¬ 
ate common sense. However, as 
any number of operatic charac¬ 
ters might say, “Su, coraggio,” 
which means, “Stand up and face 
the firing squad.” 

Don Carlo (Verdi) — Note 
there is no “s” on the end of the 
Spanish prince’s name, meaning 
once again SFO has decided on its 
own arrangement of Verdi’s 
French opera, sung in Italian but 
not in the four-act version autho¬ 
rized by the composer. SFO is 
doing something called the 
“Modena” five-act Italian edition, 
to which it will undoubtedly add 
little snippets not authorized by 
the composer. Frankly, if you are 
going to all that trouble, why not 
do the superior French edition in 
the first place? 

The best Don Carlos recording 
is the five-act French version (at 
least most of it) conducted by the 
American firebrand Antonio Pap- 
pano, taken from live perfor¬ 
mances at Paris’ Chatelet. The 
cast, except for Waltraud Meier, 
who can’t sing Eboli’s coloratura 
or in tune, is wonderful, deeply 
into the psychological misery of 
these historical personages. 
Roberto Alagna and Karita Matti- 
la are the charismatic lovers, 
Thomas Hampson the idealistic 
Rodrigue, Jose Van Dam the 
heartbreaking Philippe (EMI 
Classics; three discs). 

Fortunately, the Modena ver¬ 
sion has been recorded by 
Bernard Haitink and a pack of 
Russian superstars. Olga Borodi¬ 
na is easily the sexiest Eboli on 
disc, and Dmitri Hvorostovsky 
vocalizes Rodrigo beautifully. 
Galina Gorchakova and Richard 
Margison can’t quite match Mat- 
tila and Alagna, but they sing 
handsomely all the same. Haitink 
gets knocked for his phlegmatic 
style, but he is a superb accompa¬ 
nist. Most people forget that Don 
Carlos is a series of intimate con¬ 
versations that need to be emo¬ 
tionally intense, not operatically 
hysterical (Philips; three discs). 
Oct. 24, 27, 31, Nov. 5,8,11,14. 

Norma (Bellini) — Hoo boy. 
To most opera fans of a certain 
age, the Druid priestess who be¬ 
trays her country by cohabiting 
with a Roman tenor means either 
Maria Callas or Joan Sutherland. 
Yet neither diva produced a defin¬ 
itive recording. Callas’ 1954 
Norma, with Tullio Serafin at the 
helm, finds her in good voice and 
powerful interpretive mode, but 
the tenor is weak, and Ebe Stig- 
nani sounds like the diva’s moth¬ 
er rather than her young rival in 
love (EMI; two discs). By 1961, 
Callas had acquired major wob¬ 
bles, but Christa Ludwig’s Adal- 
gisa and Franco Corelli’s Pollione 
are major selling points, as is Ser- 
afin’s conducting. While the Ital¬ 
ian Stallion doesn’t sing bel canto 
very gracefully, you sure believe 
he could bed all the priestesses in 
Gaul (EMI Classics; two discs). 

Richard Bonynge learned bel 
canto from Serafin, and it shows 
in the slow-burning finale to his 
recording with his wife, Joan 
Sutherland, and their pal, Marilyn 
Horne. Horne was a fabulous mu¬ 


sician, but she doesn’t sound any¬ 
thing like a shrinking virgin, 
though the chains of thirds and 
sixths that make up the 
Norma-Adalgisa duets are awe¬ 
some. So is Bonynge’s champi¬ 
oning of the original keys and full 
score — all three verses of the trio, 
for instance. Add John Alexander, 
America’s all-time underrated 
tenor (betcha never heard of 
him), and this is a musical Norma 
that just misses something of Ital- 
ianate heat (London; three discs). 
Nov. 7,10,15,18,21,24,28. 

Peter Grimes (Britten) — 

The best Grimes I ever heard live 
was at Chicago Lyric, conducted 
by the much-misunderstood 
Bruno Bartoletti. The maestro was 
a devotee of modern music but, 
because of his ethnicity, he got 
stuck with the cheesy Italian opera 
assignments. Jon Vickers was the 
mad-dog Grimes that night, and 
his recording with Cqlin Davis 
and the late Heather Harper as 
Ellen should be in everyone’s col¬ 


lection (Philips; two discs). Still, I 
prefer the new recording by 
Richard Hickox, with Philip Lan- 
gridge every bit as brutal as Vick¬ 
ers, but not so mannered; you feel 
a lot sorrier for him at the end. A 
bonus is the beautiful soprano of 
Janice Watson as Ellen; she just 
scored a huge hit here in Arabella 
(Chandos; two discs). Nov. 17,22, 
Dec. 2, 5,8,11,13. 

Betrothal in a Monastery 
(Prokofiev) — Of all the season’s 
odd castings and rep choices (two 
Puccini, no Mozart?), this one 
takes the cake. It’s our last regular 
visit from Valery Gergiev, who has 
been stolen by the Metropolitan 
Opera and, instead of a great 
opera by Rimsky Korsakov (yes, I 
can think of at least three that 
should be heard in S.F.), we get 
this noisy, extended “comedy.” 
Russians are not particularly 
amusing at the best of times, and 
the Soviets even less than that. 
The opera is based on Sheridan’s 
Restoration play, The Duenna, 


and Prokofiev clumsily clunks 
through it at great length. There is 
only one recording available, and 
fortunately it is smartly conduct¬ 
ed by Gergiev, with the same two 
lovely Russian singers who will 
grace the War Memorial stage, 


Anna Netrebko and Larissa Diad- 
kova (Philips; three discs). Nov. 
23,25,27, 28, Dec. 3,6,10. ▼

No question about it. 
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Beyond words, into ‘pure’ dance 

Bill T. Jones/Amie Zane Dance Co. in Berkeley

ff n the past, choreographer Bill 

T. Jones’ work has been in the 
II theater/dance vein, with his 
extensive use of text and narration 
spoken by dancers and actors to • 
explore and expound on themes 
of racism, identity, AIDS and 
other terminal illnesses, and love 
and death. With the Bill T. 
Jones/Arnie Zane Dance Compa¬ 
ny’s We Set Out Early... Visibility 
Was Poor , performed last week at 
Zellerbach Hall in Berkeley, Jones 
heads off wordlessly in a new di¬ 
rection. That does not mean he 
has left his previous subjects of 
artistic treatment behind — he 
has merely pushed the discussion 
into the non-verbal realm. For 
me, dance is about discovering 
ways to communicate complex 
ideas and feeling without using 
words. Often, the communication 
succeeds on a deeper, visceral level 
which defies us to describe our re¬ 
actions to it verbally. That is what 
makes writing about dance so 
challenging. 

I have never been a great pro¬ 
ponent of using text in dance, 
though its judicious use and ex¬ 
treme originality have won me 
over on occasion. What a relief 
not to have to confront the issue 
with this concert. Bill T. Jones, in 
an interview with dance writer 
Elizabeth Zimmer published in 
the New York Times earlier this 
month, said that We Set Out

Early... “started with the music, 
not from an idea I wanted to ex¬ 
press,” but that “all my issues are 
in the movement.” In the same 
way a dancer cannot hide himself 
on stage, a choreographer cannot 
edit himself out of his work. 

The program opened with Mr. 
Jones performing his solo, Etude, 
to the third movement of 
Beethoven’s String Quartet No. 


16, Op. 135. He moved with im¬ 
mense beauty and grace, at times 
his arms seeming like wings, fluid 
yet powerful, but the juxtaposi¬ 
tion of choreography and music 
seemed arbitrary, and distracted 
from the overall effect created in 
part by the wonderful lighting. 

We Set Out Early... is a seven¬ 
ty-minute piece in three sections 
with no intermission. The first

part, “On the TSII,” set to Stravin¬ 
sky’s L'Histoire du Soldat, opens to 
show a rectangular metal sculp¬ 
ture with wheels attached to it left 
of center stage and a dance barre 
on the right. Slowly the dancers 
enter alone or in couples, group¬ 
ing and regrouping themselves, 
gradually introducing themselves 
to the audience and each other. 
The music is broken up by 
stretches of silence in which the 
dancers continue their move¬ 
ment. Sometimes they make ani¬ 
mal noises, barks, meows, growls. 
The partnering between same-sex 
and mixed-sex couples is particu¬ 
larly interesting, as are many of 
the numerous brief solos set 
against the background of group 
movement, which are not neces¬ 
sarily in unison. The generally 
playful atmosphere matches the 
upbeat and energetic quality of 
the music. At times the arm posi¬ 
tions, upper arms parallel to the 
floor and forearms at right angles 
pointing upward, echo the lines of 
the sculpture. 

Weak link 

Jones created the second sec¬ 
tion of the evening, “Cape Bardo,” 
using three pieces by John Cage, 
Empty Words, Sonata, and Music 
for Marcel Duchamp. This is the 
weak link in the chain. For an in¬ 
terminably long time, the dancers 
dismantle the metal sculpture on 
stage and reassemble it into a

chariot of sorts. It is then lifted to 
hang from the top of the prosce¬ 
nium, while the barre is moved to 
downstage left and reduced to its 
individual components. Mean¬ 
while, an enormous Noguchian 
translucent ellipsoid drifts across 
the back of the stage and slowly 
rises and disappears. While visu¬ 
ally striking, this break in the mo¬ 
mentum of the choreography, 
both literally and conceptually, 
made it difficult for me to main¬ 
tain the level of attention I gave 
the first part. 

Jones’ choice of music for the 
third and last section, “Voiceland,” 
could not have been more in¬ 
spired. The Latvian composer Pe- 
teris Vasks’ Stimmen, a string sym¬ 
phony, has a richness and intensi¬ 
ty that carry the listener through 
an amazing gamut of emotions. 
The dancers, now costumed by 
Liz Prince in shades of blue, gray 
and beige, in contrast to the stark 
black and white of the first sec¬ 
tion, are slowly evolving into a 
community. The choreographic 
vocabulary is simpler, cleaner, not 
as idiosyncratic as before, though 
phases from the first part slip in. 
The motif of a woman running 
across stage to throw herself 
around a man’s neck and then 
running away again is used re¬ 
peatedly. Later, a lone man dances 
in opposition to a chorus of 
dancers following another man, 
until the group splits off and the 
two men are left together on stage. 

Much of the satisfaction of the 
evening came^from the dancers’ 
finely honed skills and vivid pres¬ 
ence. I have rarely encountered a 
company with such distinct indi¬ 
viduals and felt by the final curtain 
that I had come to know each one 
personally. It is to Mr. Jones’ cred¬ 
it that he obviously values each of 
his dancers and gives them the 
choreographic and artistic space 
to grow and flourish. The lighting 
designs by Robert Wierzel also 
played an enormous role in creat¬ 
ing a vastly different ambiance in 
each of the three sections. Wierzel 
used lighting to underscore and 
not overshadow the dancing. 

I look forward to seeing where 
Bill T. Jones’ work in “pure” dance 
will lead him. Already he is keen 
on developing his own movement 
vocabulary, and that puts him 
ahead of many choreographers. 
But developing the skills to write 
fluently and imaginatively in a 
new language takes time and 
practice, so it might be a while be¬ 
fore we have the chance to see the 
results. T

. . s any San Francisco music 
festival should, but few 
enough do, the San Francis¬ 
co Jazz Festival has, in the last few 
years, deliberately included im¬ 
portant gay musicians on its ros¬ 
ter. Even if it’s no longer true that 
in the putatively macho world of 
jazz, homosex remains the love 
that dare not speak its name, it 
still all too seldom does. In this 
year’s 16th annual festival, which 
runs from October 29 through 
November 8 at a variety of San 
Francisco venues, at least two of 
the headliners are gay men who 
are out, both about their sexuali¬ 
ty and about the fact that they live 
with HIV. Best of all, both are as 
eloquent in their music as they are 
in words. 

Pianist Fred Hersch, who has 
become something of the stan¬ 
dard-bearer for the gay voice in 
American jazz, returns to the fes¬ 
tival in a solo spot at the Palace of 
Legion of Honor’s excellent Flo¬ 
rence Gould Theatre on, of all 
days, Halloween, though early 
enough in the day (1 p.m.) that 
he’ll be free to take in the city’s 
festivities later. Whether playing 
solo, with his trio, or as part of 
any of the larger projects that ex¬ 
press other aspects of his creativ¬ 
ity, the 42-year-old Hersch has 
steadily amassed a reputation as 
one of the finest pianists of his 
generation — that being a gener¬ 


ation hardly lacking in fine pi¬ 
anists. The touch of a poet min¬ 
gles with the acuity of a challeng¬ 
ing ensemble musician in all his 
work, all of which bears an un¬ 
mistakably personal stamp, yet 
none of which has the abrasive 
edge of an artist trying to carve 
out his niche with ego or eccen¬ 
tricity. 

You have to have the goods to 
pull that off, and in the 
world of jazz, that has 
always meant mining a 
live tradition as much 
as pressing for inno¬ 
vation. In his cele¬ 
brated series of 
recordings under his 
new con 
tract 
with 
None¬ 
such, 

Hersch has done just that, finding 
his own way through the music 
— and music-making — of the 
fellow pianists and composers 
who have been his inspiration. In 
one of my personal favorites 
among his recordings, 
Evanessence: A Tribute to Bill 
Evans, Hersch not only demon¬ 
strates what he has taken from 
one the giants of piano jazz, he 
performs some of the material 
with Marc Johnson, the bassist of 
Evans’ own last trio, and salutes 
Evans with a composition of his 
own (and one of his finest), the 
title song, “Evanessence.” 

The sheer beauty of his sound

may never have been captured 
better than it is on Passion Flower: 
Fred Hersch Plays Billy Strayhorn. 
His willingness to tackle the 
thorniest music of his forebears 
emerges in the recently released 
Thelonious: Fred Hersch Plays 
Monk. The pianist explores his 
own roots in the solo Fred Hersch 
Plays Rodgers & Hammerstein. 
Here he falls into the long line of 
gay men who, as children, 
took refuge from a 
confusing world in 
the comforting milieu 
of show tunes. This 
CD bears powerful tes¬

One of Hersch’s gay colleagues, 
58-year-old Andy Bey, takes the 
same stage at 1 p.m. a week later, 
on November 7. The pianist and 
vocalist, who has been on and off 
the scene over the years, has 
scored hits with both of his latest 
albums, Ballads, Blues and Bey 
and Shades of Bey. Even a quick 
sampling of Bey’s singular vocal 
style, shows its range from what

the New York Times recently called 
“prayerful reverie” to wildly im¬ 
provisatory flights. Check out the 
aching, glacially slow “Some 
Other Time” on Shades of Bey, 
and you’re likely to find yourself 
at the Florence Gould for more. 

There’s as much star power as 
you’re likely to find at any jazz fes¬ 
tival these days, but a couple of 
other off-the-beaten-path con¬ 
certs bear noting. A concert, 
“Asian Concepts in Jazz,” at Herb- 
st Theatre at 8 p.m. November 7, 
recognizes a current preoccupa¬ 
tion in the field that’s as alive in 
the Bay Area as it is anywhere. The 
featured performers are Fred Ho’s 
Monkey Orchestra and the phe¬ 
nomenally gifted Zakir Hussain, a 
master of the Indian tabla who 
has been as successful performing 
with jazz, rock, and pop musi¬ 
cians as he is with the Indian clas¬ 
sical musicians of his upbringing.

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A wit at the opera 

Backstage dish on diva Cecilia Bartoli

Cinderella & Company by 
Manuela Hoelterhoff; Alfred A.

: irst a disclaimer: I inter¬ 
viewed Manuela Hoelter¬ 
hoff, the Pulitzer Prize-win¬ 
ning arts critic of the Wall Street 
Journal, a few years ago for an ar¬ 
ticle on women in opera. At the 
time, Hoelterhoff was writing the 
wittiest music criticism in Eng¬ 
lish. She was kind enough to send 
me a note approving of the fin¬ 
ished article, and we’ve main¬ 
tained a nodding acquaintance at 
opera functions ever since. She 
was here for the recent premiere 
of A Streetcar Named Desire; un¬ 
fortunately, someone else re¬ 
viewed it for the Journal. 

The good news about Cin¬ 
derella & Company is that Hoel¬ 
terhoff is still the funniest, bitchi¬ 
est opera writer alive, and that in¬ 
cludes James Jorden, perpetrator 
of the infamously hilarious 
parterre box. I suspect Hoelter- 
hoff’s book, which is subtitled 
Backstage at the Opera with Cecil¬ 
ia Bartoli, was originally meant 
literally as two years on the road 
with Bartoli, but that Hoelterhoff 
realized that a wider net would 
catch many more delicious fish. 
So she put on her hip-waders and 
wound up her fly reel and 
brought home enough food to 
feed a Wagnerian soprano. 

Hoelterhoff takes us from a 
visit with the Roman mezzo so¬ 
prano in Houston in 1995, where 
she was singing Cenerentola, to 
her Metropolitan Opera perfor¬ 
mance of the same role, Rossini’s 
Cinderella, in late 1997. She charts 
Bartoli’s comings and goings by 
various methods of transporta¬ 
tion — the diva hates flying, 
which crimps an international ca¬ 
reer — her relationship with her 
manager, Jack Mastroianni, an ex¬ 
pert in diva dienst (service of the 
goddess), her not-always-rational 
cancellations, her fits of pique and 
cheerful generosity, and her trag¬ 
ic family situation — her diabetic 
father had both legs- amputated, 
and her brother died of a brain 
tumor during this period. 

In between bouts of Bartoli, 
Hoelterhoff animadverts on 
things operatic from “The Love 
Couple” (Roberto Alagna and his 
soprano wife, Angela Gheorghiu, 
also known as “Vampire”) and 
“The Fat Man” (Pavarotti’s excess¬ 
es and failing talents) to cutting 
vignettes about the world’s mad 
opera impresarios (many of 
whom condemn themselves out 
of their own mouths), greedy

The one area where Hoelter¬ 
hoff is reticent is sex and, while 
one would love more dirty dish 
and juicy scandal,-she is wise to 
contain her romantic dirt-dig¬ 
ging. Thus her tale of how Debo¬ 
rah Polaski lost her voice and 
found God at the San Francisco 
Opera has been cleaned up for 
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the subject at all and can still nail 
your target with side-splitting 
candor and shrewd artistic obser¬ 
vation. 

Unlike most operas, Cinderel¬ 
la & Company is a short book and 
leaves us panting for more. As 
opera staggers drunkenly into the 
millennium, perhaps Hoelterhoff 
can be persuaded to write a se¬ 
quel. ▼

Klotz/Metropolitan Opera 
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Barbara Smith tells 
The Truth That Never Hurts’

P n a career entering its fourth 
decade, Barbara Smith has 
% been a writer, teacher, editor, 
and publisher, but these jobs are 
vehicles as much as vocations, dri¬ 


ven by her socio-political ac¬ 
tivism. Her widest name recogni¬ 
tion is the result of 15 years’ work 
as co-founder and publisher of 
Kitchen Table: Women of Color 
Press. Two books published in 
1998 reflect her talents as a writer 
and editor, talents which had per¬ 


haps been eclipsed by her work 
publishing others. The Reader's 
Companion to U.S. Women’s His¬ 
tory, an in-depth reference guide 
to U.S. women’s history and the 
feminist movement which Smith 
co-edited, was released earlier this 
year. A collection of her essays, 
The Truth That Never Hurts, will 
be hot off the Rutgers University 
presses when Barbara Smith ap¬ 
pears at MCC, 150 Eureka, Satur¬ 
day, October 24 at 8 p.m. She will 
also read from a children’s book, / 
See The Rhythm, by Toyomi Igus, 
Saturday, October 24,4:30 p.m. at 
A Different Light; and she will be 
honored at the 25th anniversary 
benefit for Women Against Rape 
on October 23. 

Smith talked about her work, 
its relationship to historical and 
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contemporary events, and The 
Truth That Never Hurts from her 
home in Albany, New York re¬ 
cently. 

“Given how the lesbian, gay, 
bisexual and transgender move¬ 
ment has been so dominated by 
increasingly conservative ideas 
and spokespersons, I think it 
should be refreshing to have a 
Black lesbian talking about some 
of these issues. That’s one of the 
things [The Truth That Never 
Hurts] will do,” Smith said. “I 
know there are many people who 
don’t feel at all embraced or rec¬ 
ognized, esteemed, respected, or 


out of young people who were ba¬ 
sically protesting because they be¬ 
lieved in an end to war, the war in 
Vietnam in particular. The com¬ 
mission that was appointed to in¬ 
vestigate what went on in Chicago 
described what the Chicago police 
did as ‘a police riot.’ So you know 
it was something! It was a hard 
decision to go. I really had to 
make a serious decision because 
we knew how dangerous it was 
probably going to be. 

Lip-service Left 

“After the 1993 March On 
Washington [for Lesbian and Gay

cared about by the gay pundits 
who get to speak on behalf of us 
all. And that includes women, of 
every race, nationality, and eth¬ 
nicity. Hopefully my book will 
offer some alternative to those in¬ 
credibly constricted perspectives, 
particularly of what is a gay issue. 
If gay just means what affects gay 
white men with money, we’re 
completely out in the cold as peo¬ 
ple of color. 

“This book is something that 
I’ve been wanting to do for at least 
a decade, if not longer. I think 
anyone who writes in short form 
wants to see those shorter pieces 
fall between the covers of one 
book. A lot of people who think 
they’re quite familiar with my 
work are going to be quite sur¬ 
prised, not so much at the subject 
matter that I’ve dealt with, but 
that they never knew I’d written 
an article about the Anita Hill- 
Clarence Thomas case, things like 
that. 

“The book spans the years 
1968 to 1998, [but it] is not 
arranged chronologically; it’s 
arranged by subject matter. The 
earliest piece [‘Chicago Firsthand: 
A Distortion of Reality’] I wrote 
for my college newspaper about 
going to the Chicago [Democrat¬ 
ic] Convention demonstration in 
1968. It felt at the time like a dis¬ 
tortion of reality that police offi¬ 
cers were trying to beat the crap 


Rights], which I was quite am¬ 
bivalent about attending, but did 
attend, I was asked by The Nation 
to write an article [‘Where’s The 
Revolution?’]. It would be about 
the state of lesbian and gay poli¬ 
tics as I saw it, the increasing con¬ 
servatism of the LGBT movement 
at that time, and about how the 
Left has not been supportive of 
opposing homophobia, that 
there’s been more lip-service than 
actual participation. ‘Where’s The 
Revolution?’ was published in The 
Nation in the first issue they had 
ever done devoted solely to les¬ 
bian and gay subject matter. It was 
called The Queer Nation. 

“We had begun production on 
The Truth That Never Hurts by the 
spring of this year. [Meanwhile,] I 
had been asked to do this ‘open 
letter’ [‘Where’s The Revolution? 
Part II’], which was circulated ini¬ 
tially via e-mail by one of the peo¬ 
ple who was involved in raising 
questions about the proposed 
Millennium March [for g/l/b/t 
rights]. It occurred to me that this 
should be in The Truth That Never 
Hurts. It certainly was the perfect 
continuation of the issues I raised 
in ‘Where’s the Revolution?’ It was 
an object lesson; it exemplified the 
issues that I was raising about the 
conservatism of the [LGBT] 
movement, and its racism. Fortu¬

ing unmarried sister Helen (Lara 
Flynn Boyle), a successful novel¬ 
ist, and her happily married sib¬ 
ling Trish (Cynthia Stevenson), 
whose husband (Dylan Baker) 
and two sons are the center of her 
universe. But beneath the surface, 
their middle-class family values 
are clouded by their parents’ (Ben 
Gazzara and Louise Lasser) failing 
marriage and Joy’s abuse by her 
Russian emigre boyfriend. Helen, 
the human dynamo, turns out to 
be a sexually frustrated, closet 
masochist who is being stalked by 
her neighbor; and the perfect 
housewife Trish is married to a 
psychotherapist who molests the 
pubescent male schoolchums of 
his eldest son. 


Condo in Boca 

All these stories are woven to¬ 
gether by a narrative structure 
that blurs the relationships be¬ 
tween the family members. The 
viewer does not fully assimilate 
the interrelationship of their over¬ 
lapping lives until the final scene, 
when the Jordan sisters get to¬ 
gether for dinner at their parents’ 
condominium in Boca Raton. But 
familial connection is somewhat 
beside the point in Solondz’ work. 
The writer/director illustrates an 
intergenerational, cross-cultural 
malaise where adults and children 
seek happiness and fulfillment, 
only to have their efforts thwart¬ 
ed at every turn. Yet Solondz al¬ 
lows the damage these people in¬ 
flict upon themselves and others 
to materialize in a highly comedic 
fashion. 

The ensemble cast trolls the

such a wonderful publisher 
throughout for me to work with, I 
asked if I could put it in, and in¬ 
deed, they let me put it in, during 
production, which is just unheard 
of! 

Possible positives 

“One thing I want The Truth 
That Never Hurts to do is inspire 
people and show those who read 
it that there is a reason to be com¬ 
mitted to justice, and that being 
committed to justice and working 
for it actually can have positive re¬ 
sults. I’ve written a headnote for 
every single piece in the book, to 
put it into context historically, to 
talk about what it meant to me at 
the time. For example, the first 
thing I ever published in a ‘main¬ 
stream’ publication, just to let 
people know: how did it happen, 
what does it mean to me, how do 
I see this piece today? In some 
cases, I can actually say that a sit¬ 
uation has changed since the time 
of the writing of the original 
piece. 

“Often people are dejected 
now, and despairing of their abil¬ 
ity to make change. We have a cir¬ 
cus going on in Washington, and 


it’s a plot... that is really about a 
right-wing attempt to take over 
the government. That’s very seri¬ 
ous, whatever we think of Clinton 
and his typical white heterosexu¬ 
al male actions of being privi¬ 
leged, because he thought he was 
impervious to any kind of cen¬ 
sure. Whatever one thinks of that, 
I think it’s really important to un¬ 
derstand that his being called up 
on charges is because of a right- 
wing vendetta that has been going 
on for years against his adminis¬ 
tration, with the goal of locking 
themselves into continuing 
power, and setting negative agen¬ 
das for all of us way into the 21st 
century. That’s frightening. 

“We don’t see huge, mass 
movements, the way those of us 
who were of age in the ’60s did, 
[against] the kinds of repression 
that we take for granted now, and 
the kind of hopelessness that we 
take for granted. I want people to 
understand that the measure of 
success of people deciding to fight 
back is not in the winning, it’s the 
deciding to fight back, and that’s 
the consciousness that most peo¬ 
ple don’t have now. It’s not that 
you win every time you go out 
there, it’s that you decide to fight 
back, that’s the victory. And that 
is what I would like lots of people 
to understand.” T 
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trenches of the lovelorn with such 
high-mindedness that their emo¬ 
tional pratfalls are both poignant 
and irresistibly funny. Bill, the 
desperate pedophile and model 
dad, surreptitiously drugs his 
whole household so they’ll sleep 
through his rape of his son’s play¬ 
mate. Lenny and Mona, the sexa¬ 
genarian parents, climb into bed 
and inform each other about their 
respective divorce attorneys, and 
then Mona insists that Lenny 
sleep on the sofa — on the advice 
of her attorney. And Helen finally 
invites her stalker into her apart¬ 
ment and, as they sit at separate 
ends of her sofa, she confesses, 
“This isn’t working.” Then, of 
course, there are the cum shots. 
But in order to truly appreciate 
those, you’ll simply have to see the 
film. 

Solondz gets wonderful per¬ 
formances from his actors. Jane 
Adams is picture-perfect as the 
hapless Joy, as are Lara Flynn 
Boyle as the hard-edged novelist 
and Cynthia Stevenson as the June 
Cleaver-wannabe, Trish. But the 
most memorable performance of 
the film is Dylan Baker’s as the pe¬ 
dophile dad, Bill. Gay activists 
may take issue with Solondz’ in¬ 
clusion of a man/boy sexual com¬ 
pulsive, but the pathology of Bill’s 
character clearly has nothing to 
do with homosexuality, regardless 
of what others may attempt to 
read into it. Dylan Baker does a 
remarkable job of portraying the 
dichotomy between Bill’s sincere 
dedication to his family and his 
deeply disturbed sexual psychosis. 
This is an Oscar-worthy, 
poignant, and very funny perfor¬ 
mance. Baker’s remarkable thes- 
pian accomplishment is most 
vividly illustrated when Bill’s son 
Billy asks his dad to explain his 


pedophilia. It is an eye-popping, 
jaw-dropping scene, beautifully 
played by both actors. 

Although it is never men¬ 
tioned, the foundation of 
Solondz’ work in Happiness is em¬ 
bedded in America’s Declaration 
of Independence. But our nation¬ 
al entitlement to “life, liberty, and 
the pursuit of happiness” has 
never seemed so problematic. 
Todd Solondz, with his wonder¬ 
fully skewed perspective, may 
show us more than we are pre¬ 
pared for with his latest film. The 


familiarity of a difficult child¬ 
hood, and its observation from 
the comfortable distance of adult¬ 
hood^ made the social commen¬ 
tary of Welcome to the Dollhouse 
palatable. But with Happiness, 
Solondz works closer to home, 
and cuts closer to the bone. Hap¬ 
piness is not for everyone. You 
may not love it, but I promise you 
will never forget it. ▼

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On living long enough

' his summer my spouse, 
Chris, and I were each going 
to be out of town for a 
while, and the gal who used to 
come over to stay with our cats, 
sort of their cat godmother, had 
moved to Portland, so we needed 
to find someone else. I called Jed, 
a young dyke who’d introduced 
herself to me on the number 43 
bus a few years ago (when did I 
start using that word “young” 
about people in their twenties?), 
and who then had taken a creative 
writing course with me. Jed had 
written a great piece for class 
about living in a boarding house, 
sharing a bathroom down the 
hall, and eating Top Ramen in the 
kitchen with an assortment of 
urban weirdos, so I figured she 
might like a place of her own for a 
while. When I asked if she wanted 
to housesit she said, “That’d be 
cool,” and came over to get the 
keys. 

“You guys have a cool house,” 
she said as I showed her around. 
“It would be cool to have some¬ 
thing like this someday.” 

“Yeah,” I said, “I’m really 
lucky.” 

I am lucky. When I was a kid, 
my family usually lived in rentals, 
military housing or apartments. 
My parents were unhappy with 
one another, and our home got 
volatile from time to time. When I 
left home, I lived in a lot of dumps. 
A couple of times I got these amaz¬ 
ing caretaker jobs when I got to live 
in these amazing places, but most 
of the time I lived in what were af¬ 
fectionately called “garrets.” When¬ 
ever I could, I house-sat. It looked 
like, as an artist, as a transient, 
chronically underemployed single 
lesbian, I was going to live my 
whole life in decrepit 


“student-style” housing. I had a 
messy personal life punctuated by 
difficult romantic affairs and spo¬ 
radic mental health crises. When I 
slowed down enough to think 
about it, which wasn’t often, I fig¬ 
ured my life would be a short one. 

I couldn’t imagine living the way I 
did as someone old. I couldn’t 
imagine'my crazy self seeing forty. 

So when I did turn forty, I felt 
like I had gotten away with some¬ 
thing. I’d started taking care 
of my health and had an al- \ I / 
most regular job. I had 
good, loyal friends and a 
good home with a woman I 
love. By merely surviving, I 
had gotten away with 
something some of my old 
friends hadn’t. 

Long before I was forty I 
had had 
friends 
who’d died. 

They were 
called “tragic” and-“unnatural,” 
these deaths of young people “be¬ 
fore their time.” The causes of 
these deaths were violence or 
drugs or AIDS or breast cancer or 
suicide. These were deaths about 
which you could think and I often, 
desperately did, “if only.” “If only 
he hadn’t gone out that night,” “if 
only she’d found it earlier,” “if only 
— .” As if these deaths had been 
mistakes, were aberrant, might not 
have happened at all. 

‘Expected’ death 

Then, the year I was forty, my 
parents died. When my mother 
died, the death certificate called it 
an “expected” death. We had dis¬ 
covered her colon cancer when I’d 
gdne down to see her the previous 
summer. I was able to quit my job 
and go care for her during her last 
six months. My sister was there a 
lot too, and my brother came 
down to be with Mom when he 


could. Chris, who is a nurse prac¬ 
titioner, was able to be there 
sometimes too, including the 
night my mother died. I was, as 
much as I could have been, pre¬ 
pared for my mother’s death. 

But when the phone rang a 
month later and I learned that my 
stepmother, Dad’s wife of twenty 
years, had found him suddenly 
dead, I was not prepared. 

I was blown away by my par¬ 
ents’ deaths. There was some¬ 
thing about burying my par¬ 
ents that sobered me. These 
were the people from 
whom I had been made, 
the generous, troubled 
people who had loved 
me into living. But as 
devastating as their deaths 
were to me, and I was devas¬ 
tated, barely 
functional 
for a while, 
these deaths 
were not “unnatural.” They were 
the deaths of old people at the 
ends of their lives. They were 
“natural.” My parents’ deaths 
made me realize death is ordinary. 

My parents had some miserable 
years when they were young, but 
they got through their crazy years 
and lived long enough to be happy. 

Now when I try to imagine 
them, I do not think of the hard 
things from the past, I think of 
them in the last years of their 
lives. I think of my mom in the 
garden in the little house she was 
able to buy when she retired. I 
think of her and me and Chris 
and the two gay guys Mom con¬ 
sidered her other sons laughing 
over a meal. When I think of my 
dad, he’s at his table in the den 
squinting at a crossword puzzle, 
his wife on the couch behind him 
with a book. 

I’m glad my parents got to be 
old before they died. When I think 
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of my friends who died before they 
got to be middle-aged, I feel sad for 
them. My dead friends died before 
they got to have the “someday” of 
the fairly stable, contented mid¬ 
dle-age my new young friend, Jed, 
sees when she looks at the home I 
get to have with my lover, the grat¬ 
itude-filled life I have lived long 
enough to live. ▼

Connect the dots

Blue by Abigail Padgett; Warner 
Books, $22 

ere’s a mystery that’ll knock 
' you flat, with characters as 

well-observed and as 
quirky as J.M. Redmann’s or Lau¬ 
rie King’s. Padgett doesn’t use a PI 
or a cop — her reluctant detec¬ 
tive, Blue McCarron, is a social 
psychologist who’s more at home 
analyzing data than people. Her 
dissertation, about the social con¬ 
structs of apes, angered postmod¬ 
ernists who “really hate the fact 
that male and females are innate¬ 
ly different, and I agree that the 
concept is scarcely groundbreak¬ 
ing, merely supportable.” 

Padgett proceeds to have a lot 
of fun both with Blue, who can be 
maddeningly literal at times, and 
with feminist social theory. After 
Blue is shot at in the desert by 
some low-lifes, she tries to con¬ 
nect the dots: “Paunch and Tattoo, 
I realized, did make sense. Unso¬ 
cialized and feral, their behavior 
had conformed precisely to guide¬ 
lines established by our primate 
ancestors millennia in the past 
and reinforced all day every day 
since then.” Paunch and Tattoo 
are delta males, dimwits who take 
orders from the head ape. If she is 
to protect some nice old ladies 
from the deltas and figure out 
what happened to her girlfriend 
who mysteriously walked out on 
her two years earlier, she must 
find the alpha male. 

In the tradition of hard-boiled 
detective fiction, the search in¬ 
cludes danger and dames in equal 
quantities. “Nanna stepped from 
her classic black Mercedes convert¬ 
ible in a white jumpsuit that set off 
her tan... No jewelry but some¬ 
thing gold fastened close about her 
neck. She held a bottle of wine, the 
setting sun bathing the scene in 
amber. I was looking at an ad for 
an investment program, I thought. 
‘Secure Your Retirement Income 



Now!’ Gorgeous older woman, sta¬ 
tus car, obscure-looking wine bot¬ 
tle, and lush sunset symbolizing 
well-endowed golden years. 

“‘Hello, Blue,’ she said in the 
Baudelaire voice. 

“Where do I sign?’ I answered, 
shaking my head.” 

Blue has a twin brother in 
prison, a godmother who begins 
acting oddly, and a client who wants 
Blue to save his marriage as well as 
his sister, who apparently slammed 
a man on the head and then stuck 
him in a freezer for five years. Why 
is the sister, older by many years and 
terminally ill, poisoned in the pen¬ 
itentiary hospital? Blue knows 
there’s only one answer — look to 
the psychology of the alpha male. 

Still, as in all successful mys¬ 
teries, it’s less the plot than the by¬ 
play among the friends — here, 
Blue’s psychiatrist pal Rox and ex- 
con BB the Punk — who make 
the book enjoyable as they keep 
dense Blue above ground when 
she should be six feet under at 
least three or four separate times. 
Padgett is an excellent writer who 
knows how to step back and let 
Blue ponder, and when to turn up 
the heat. The missing lover sup¬ 
plies a subtext that winds up 
weaving a many-layered fabric. 
Odds are you won’t find a more 
fun romp this year. ▼ 
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that I could 
write more 
than one 
point of 
view. A love 
story is a 
love story, 
whether 
between 

men and men or women and 
women or even, men and women. 
Who knows — maybe the third 
incarnation of the characters in 
Looking Glass Lives will be Persian 
cats.” 

Until he creates what will be 
perfectly believable cats, Picano 
has several other projects to keep 
him busy and his readers happy. 
In addition to a screenplay, 
“which will be of interest to the 


gay community because it fea¬ 
tures two hunky guys and two 
hunky women,” a new volume in 
Picano’s memoirs is in progress. 
“The next memoir is written in 
my head. It goes back to tell the 
story of before I was born.” A tale 
of uncovered murders and family 
curses, the book reveals “how I 
scratched the surface of my mid¬ 
dle class family and sulfur explod¬ 
ed out of the ground.” Sounds like 
fun, but while you’re waiting for 
the next gem from Felice Picano, 
take an evening to relish a tale of 
terror, terrifically told. ▼

Born again (and again) 


Author Felice Picano

: : elice Picano’s newest novel is 

so creepy, so dark, so smart 
and so gothic that you’ll 
want to read it with all the lights 
on and all the doors locked, but 
trust me, you will want to read it. 
Even if the Gothic novel is not or¬ 
dinarily your preferred reading 
experience, and I confess it is not 
mine, you will be astonished by 
the intelligence, humor, and cred¬ 
ibility of this masterfully execut¬ 
ed tale, written by one of our best 
writers (Like People in History; A 
House on the Ocean, A House on 
the Bay). 

The novel is set in the adult¬ 
hood of its narrator, with flash¬ 
backs to his childhood and to the 
nineteenth century misadventure 
which sets in motion the horrify¬ 
ing events in the present. Picano 
uses language with an artist’s skill, 
creating a threatening world in 
which intelligence is no match for 
fate ... or is it? You’ll have to read 
the book and decide for yourself, 
but I found the supernatural ele¬ 
ments of the novel absolutely 
credible. Looking Glass Lives made 
me wonder anew about the worlds 
in which we live, those visible and 
invisible, founded in fact or fanta¬ 
sy. Picano creates what may only 
be a hallucination, and makes his 
reader believe absolutely in the 
truth of that vision. The entwined 
lives of the narrator, Roger, his 
wife, Karen, and his cousin, Chas, 


are connected to a centuries-old 
tragedy, and whether you believe 
in reincarnation, haunting, or any 
other extra-normal occurrences, 
you are drawn, with exquisite del¬ 
icacy, into the possibility that all 
that is reported in the novel is, in 
fact, true. The result is a com¬ 
pelling and entertaining read, with 
lots of extras. 

I was so intrigued by the seem¬ 
ing realism of Picano’s tale that a 
conversation with him was a ne¬ 
cessity. A lot of people have seen 
Looking Glass Lives as an AIDS 
novel, Picano told me, an odd 
thing considering that “this novel 
was actually written in the seven¬ 
ties, before the plague, so if the 
question is, ‘Do I write things that 
are prescient in my own life?’ the 
answer is ‘Yes!’” 

When Picano first started writ¬ 
ing, he explained, “I was aware 
that one or two books would not 
make a gay and lesbian literature. 
We needed a whole bunch of 
books, and we had the genres of a 
whole tradition of Western litera¬ 
ture from which to borrow.” Pi¬ 
cano experimented with various 
styles in those days, and wrote 
four novellas, of which all but 
Looking Glass Lives were pub¬ 
lished. The experiments were, in 
Picano’s words, “what ifs, if you 
will, that would be published 
through the gay presses of New 
York. Our idea was to get lots of 
books into print.” The lone un¬ 
published novel remained in a 
drawer until Picano was ap¬ 
proached by Alyson. “They said 
they wanted something from me, 
and my mind wandered back to 


Looking Glass Lives!' If it is seen as 
an AIDS book, it is, in effect, a 
hopeful one, because “the people 
in it are born again. The book is 
divided into two parts, with the 
first the story of the kids and the 
second the story of those kids, 
grown up. The first half is autobi¬ 
ographical, and it all happened 
the way I pictured 
it. The 


names are 
all differ¬ 
ent, but 
the people 
and events 
are the 
same. I re¬ 
member 
visiting that 
very haunted 
house when I 
was a kid, and 
listening to 
my grandpa, 
who could talk 
about the 
nineteenth cen¬ 
tury like it was 
yesterday. 

“The novel,” 
Picano contin- 


metaphor for re¬ 
lationships that continue,” which 
may explain why so many readers 
see the novel as having to do with 
AIDS. Picano is pleased with the 
fact that “gender means nothing 
at all in Looking Glass Lives. When 
I wrote Eyes [a novel written from 
the point of view of a man and a 
young woman] I was freed. That 
book is considered a feminist 
book, and when I wrote it, I knew

word now. Once again this seems 
like academic hand-wringing and 
backbiting.. 

Yet for all its at-times (though 
not always) dry prose and 
unimaginative takes, when Be¬ 
coming Visible covers ground you 
are unfamiliar with, you can’t help 
but be intrigued. And it’s not a 
bad gift if you know any gays 
being bar mitzvahed or bat mitz- 
vahed or the equivalent. 

For the rest of us, there are the 


visuals. The photographs, posters, 
book covers, scandal sheets, but¬ 
tons and ads which were wisely 
chosen are often witty, wise, out¬ 
rageous, maddening or loving, 
and always superbly reproduced.

ere’s a strange little hot- 
house flower, written by a 
prolific English author who 
has remained relatively unknown 
in America, at least to me. Jeremy 
Reed’s Dorian (Peter Owen 
Ltd./Dufour Editions, Inc., 
$27.95) is billed as “A sequel to 
The Picture of Dorian Gray” It 
comes with its dust jacket strewn 
with praise — “superbly deca¬ 
dent,” “strange and exciting,” 
“agreeably lascivious” — for its 
author’s previous volumes of po¬ 
etry, novels based on the lives of 
Artaud, Rimbaud, De Sade, and 
biographies of Lou Reed and 
Marc Almond. On the basis of 
this overcooked melodrama, Reed 
would seem to be a hybrid of 
Colin Wilson and Anne Rice, but 
without the storytelling oomph 
that invigorates the metaphysical 
musings of their work. 

Without explaining how Dori¬ 
an Gray survived the finale of 
Oscar Wilde’s book, Reed’s novel 
finds Dorian hale and hearty, if at 
psychological unrest, in Paris. The 
opening chapter describes Dori¬ 
an’s “triumph” over his body at a 
sadomasochistic orgy. The event, 
he gloats, will make him the 
undisputed King of the Parisian 
underworld. Dorian’s success at 
debauchery, which is supposed to 
reveal to him great knowledge of 
right and wrong, good and evil, 
and reality versus illusion, is con¬ 
trasted with the simultaneous re¬ 
formation of his friend Harry, 
who turns his back on the erot¬ 
ic/esoteric. 

Oscar Wilde arrives, but the 
philosophical chats he has with Do¬ 
rian don’t enliven the novel. 
Progress, or at least a change of lo¬ 
cale, takes us to Venice, where Dori¬ 
an, in an admittedly exciting finale, 
once again confronts his painting. 

As I’m not a practitioner of 
SM, I can’t comment on the verac- 


Referencing gays

n 1994, when the Big Apple 

was one of the hotbeds of Gay 
• Pride Celebration, an exhibi¬ 
tion, “Becoming Visible: The 
Legacy of Stonewall,” opened at 
the New York Public Library. 
Billed as “the largest and most ex¬ 
tensive display of lesbian and gay 
history ever mounted in a muse¬ 
um or gallery space,” many atten¬ 
dees found the event overwhelm¬ 
ing, illuminating, and enough of 
a reason to get weepy. “With their 
tears and laughter, rapt attention 
and effusive comments,” The New 
York Times weighed in, “many vis¬ 
itors plainly convey the sense of 
being ennobled and enfran¬ 
chised.” 

Now five years later, we have 
Becoming Visible, the book (Pen¬ 
guin Studio; $34.95), no doubt a 
work of love put together by two 
of the exhibition’s curators: Molly 
McGarry, a Ph.D. candidate in 
History at New York University, 
and Fred Wasserman, co-author 
of Ellis Island: An Illustrated.His¬ 
tory of the Immigrant Experience. 

Art-directed to death — from 
the book’s tasteful coffee table-ap¬ 
propriate pink cover, to its layout, 
to the selection of photos, to the 
clever captions — the tome is 
without a doubt a major success 


for the eye and for those who 
merely enjoy scanning. Truly, 
there’s nothing to complain about 
here. This is a high-quality ven¬ 
ture, one you might even rave 
about, as have such noted gay 
scholars as Martin Duberman, 
Jonathan Ned Katz, and Barbara 
Smith on the book’s back cover. 

But once I started reading the 
text, I wondered, “Why?” Sudden¬ 
ly, I thought, “Let me check Be¬ 
coming Visible' s index and ‘Fur¬ 
ther Reading’ list.” All three quote 
providers were there. Nothing like 
a little academic ass-kissing. 

But one author who was left 
without a mention on the “Fur¬ 
ther Reading” list was Neil Miller, 
whose 1995 Out of the Past: Gay 
and Lesbian History from 1869 to 
the Present is superior in its acces¬ 
sibility, writing style and struc¬ 
ture, and in the way it covers vast¬ 
ly similar ground. Did we forget 
to say “vastly similar?” 

Back and forth 

For a book that its publisher 
hopes to “become the standard 
popular reference on gay and les¬ 
bian history,” there are more than 
a few problems it has to over¬ 
come. In its opening chapter, 
“Stonewall,” for example, the au¬ 
thors can’t seem to decide 
whether drag queens were a major 
force at this historic event. Were 


the “gals” even allowed into the 
bar proper? McGarry and Wasser¬ 
man go back and forth without 
taking a stand, quoting folks who 
apparently think those with op¬ 
posite recollections are lying. 
Then w-e get a line noting that 
Craig Rodwell, a gay activist, “sus¬ 
pected that the Stonewall [the 
bar] had been responsible for a 
hepatitis outbreak in the gay com¬ 
munity in early 1968” because of 
its unsanitary conditions. This re¬ 
mark they couldn’t find anybody 
to object to. Then, instead of 
learning that the same Mr. Rod- 
well started possibly the first gay 
bookstore on the East Coast, we 
get the important fact that Rod- 
well had taken photographs at the 
Stonewall Riots but his film did 
not come out when developed. 
That we needed to know. 

Then, in the chapter “Early 
Women’s Communities,” there’s 
an attack on the historian Lillian 
Faderman because she’s not sure 
that “romantic friendships” be¬ 
tween women in the past should 
be deemed lesbian as we know the 


ity of Reed’s musings on its prop¬ 
erties. Still, I wasn’t convinced by 
the author’s strenuous arguments. 
I doubt that dissociation, psy¬ 
chosis, is its goal. Dorian calls his 
urges “oneiric fantasies,” yet in in¬ 
sisting on acting them out, he 
takes them past the threshhold of 
meaning. That is how Dorian han¬ 
dles the excesses of his sex life, as 
well as his murders — he turns 
them into dreams, and believes he 
is thereby released from their con¬ 
sequences in the real world. 

The book may have been 
oneiric for Reed to write, but its 
overripe and suffocating style 
made me impatient. Reed’s writ¬ 
ing runs from the cute — Dorian 
gets fan mail from Oscar Wilde, 
who promises to visit when he 
gets out of gaol — to the bother¬ 
some, as in this scene setter: “His 
two pet snakes, Sodom and Go¬ 
morrah, were dormant in their 
miniature vivarium. Their com¬ 
pact pythonic energies were capa¬ 
ble of extending across the uni¬ 
verse with one telescoped jab of a 
wedged head.” 

My reaction to that, as to the 
novel in toto, was, “Huh?” Reed’s 
“sequel” is more onanist than 
oneiric. T

Work), Chris Whitley’s Dirt Floor 
(Messenger) has been released on 
an independent label. Clearly an¬ 
other example of sales taking 
precedence over quality at the 
major labels. Just ask Larry Mc- 
Murtry, who was dumped by 
Sony, but is now producing good 
work over at the indie Sugar Hill 
label. Whitley has cultivated a de¬ 
vout following and plays to 
packed houses wherever he goes. 

The stripped-down Dirt Floor 
is a full-fledged “solo project” 
(Whitley is credited on the liner 
notes with “vocals, guitar, banjo 
and foot stomp”). Highlights in¬ 
clude “Accordingly,” “Loco Girl,” 
and “From One Island To Anoth¬ 
er,” on this remarkably brief (27 
minutes, 11 seconds) reminder of 
the wonder of Whitley. 

The members of The Juleps 
also know a little something about 
major-label politics. Three of 
them (Gary Yerkins, Ed Brecken- 
feld, and Jay O’Rourke) were once 
a part of a late-’80s Chicago- 
based band called the Insiders, 
and they had a record deal with 
Epic that went sour. That hasn’t 
prevented them from making 
music as the countrified The 
Juleps on their latest disc, Kickbutt 
City, U.S.A. Cathy Richardson, 
who has her own major-label sto¬ 
ries to tell, is also one of The 
Juleps, providing vocals and 
acoustic guitar. In fact, my fa¬ 
vorite songs on the album were 
the ones co-written by Richard¬ 
son, including “No Problem,” the 
he-said/she said “Wrong Again,” 
“Can’t Back It Up,” and “Danger¬ 
ously Flirting With Dawn.” What 
Richardson does with Yerkins’s 
“Another Riversong” should also 
be heard and appreciated by fans 
of great singing and songwriting 
everywhere. ▼

|| ucinda Williams and Chris 
Whitley have what can best 
Hxi be described as “lived-in” 
voices. When people speak of the 
“voice of experience,” chances are, 
it is an experience that Williams 
or Whitley have lived through, 
and most likely written a song 
about. However, their latest discs, 
Williams’s Car Wheels On A Grav¬ 
el Road (Mercury) and Whitley’s 
Dirt Floor (Messenger) find them 
at distinctively different points in 
their individual careers. 

After too long in label-less 
limbo, Williams now has the 
major-label machinery of Mer¬ 
cury behind her, which should 
help to increase awareness of an 
album that deserves attention. 
Song titles such as “Drunken 
Angel,” “Concrete and Barbed 
Wire,” “Lake Charles,” 
“Greenville,” and the title track 
might give you some indication 
that this amazing album is about 
the rural experience. Williams 
writes about that experience with 
a singular grace. Not surprisingly, 
redemption is another theme 
running throughout the album, 
and you will believe you have 
found it on songs such as “Right 
In Time,” “2 Kool 2 Be 4-Gotten,” 
and “Jackson.” 

Speaking of “lived-in” voices, 
Steve Earle, who has also had his 
share of hard times (and re¬ 
bounds), lends his formidable tal¬ 
ents to almost half of the tracks 
on the disc. Also, kudos to the 
Koch International label for reis¬ 
suing (on disc) Williams’s previ¬ 
ously unavailable Rough Trade 
album and EP. 

After at least 5 years on Co¬ 
lumbia (and the Sony-distributed
